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AN    ORDINANCE 

To  prevent  Horses,  Cattle,  Swine,  Sheep, 
Goats,  Dogs  and  Geese,  from  running 
at  large  in  the  public  streets,  and  to 
provide  for  the  impounding  and  sale 
of  the  same. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  the   City  of 
Bayonne: 

Sec.  1.  That  all  horses,  cattle,  swine,  sheep,  goats,  dogs, 
and  geese,  found  running  at  large  within  the  limits  of 
the  City  of  Bayonne,  may  be  taken  by  any  person  to  the 
public  pound  situated  in  said  city,  whereupon  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  pound-keeper,  to  receive  and  confine  the 
same,  and  shall  pay  to  such  persons  twenty-fiye  cents  for 
each  animal  so  received,  except  geese,  for  which  ten  cents 
shall  be  paid.  And  all  animals  so  impounded  shall  be 
held  until  lawfully  redeemed  or  sold. 

Sec.  2.  If  the  owner  of  any  animal  so  impounded,  shall 
apply  to  the  pound-keeper  for  the  redemption  of  the  same, 
and  shall  tender  to  the  pound-keeper  one  dollar  for  each 
animal,  excepting  geese,  and  for  each  goose  fifty  cents,  in 
addition  to  twenty-five  cents  per  day  for  feeding  and 
keeping  the  same,  then  such  animal  shall  be  delivered  to 
the  owner  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  All  impounded  animals  not  redeemed  within 
four  days,  shall  be  sold  at  public  auction,  at  the  pound, 
by  the  pound-keeper  to  the  highest  l)idder,  on  not  less 


than  three  days'  notice  of  sale,  which  in^tice,  containing 
a  brief  description  of  the  animal,  sliall  be  conspicuously 
posted  on  or  near  the  pound,  excepting,  that  for  the  sale 
of  any  horse  or  neat  cattle,  five  days'  notice  shall  l)e  given 
by  posting  the  same  in  written  or  printed  handbills  in 
six  public  places  in  said  city,  two  of  which  shall  be 
posted  in  each  of  the  wards  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  The  pound-keeper  shall  on  application  of  the 
owner,  pay  over  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  any  animal 
sold,  deducting  therefrom  the  fees  hereinbefore  named, 
and  one  dollar  for  selling,  together  with  all  expenses  of 
advertisments:  And,  provided,  the  same  shall  not  be  called 
for  within  thirty  dajs,  the  same  shall  be  paid  to  the 
City  Treasurer,  after  deducting  therefrom  the  fees  here- 
inbefore mentioned. 

Sec.  5.  If  any  person  shall  break  or  open,  or  attempt 
to  open,  any  pul)lic  pound,  or  take  or  let  out  any  animal 
impounded  therein,  he  she,  or  they  so  ofi'ending,  shall 
for  every  such  offence,  pay  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  If  any  person  shall  rescue,  or  attempt  to  res- 
cue any  animal,  from  the  custody-  of  any  person  Avho  shall 
be  driving  or  taking  such  auiinal  to  the  pound,  he,  she 
or  the}'  so  offending,  shall  for  each  animal  so  rescued,  or 
attempted  to  be  resciied,  pay  a  penalty  of  twenty  dol- 
lars. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  take  to  any 
pound  other  than  the  pounds  provided  by  this  city,  any 
animal  found  Avithin  the  city  limits,  shall  be  subject  to  a 
penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offence,  and  any  pound- 
keeper  who  shall  knowingly  receive  or  confine  any  animal 
taken  from  without  the  city  limits,  shall  besides  the  dam- 
ages which  he  may  incur  to  the  owner  of  such  animal, 
forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  ten  dollars. 
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Sec.  8.  The  pound-keeper  sluill  keep  a  registry  of  all 
auiinals  impouucled,  together  with  the  names  of  the  per- 
sons impounding  them,  and  an  account  of  all  fees  receiv- 
ed by  him,  and  make  quarterly  returns  of  the  same  to 
the  Council ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pound-mas- 
ters in  all  matters  pertaining  to  their  offices  not  specially 
eniimerated  in  this  ordinance,  to  oliey  directions  of  the 
City  Council. 

Sec.  9.  Any  forfeiture  or  penalty  arising  under  this 
ordinance,  may  be  recovered  before  the  Recorder,  elect- 
ed and  residing  in  said  city,  in  the  manner  provided  by 
law,  and  the  forfeiture  so  recovered  shall  be  paid  t*^  the 
City  Treasurer. 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN    ORDINANCE 

To  fix  the  Salaries  of  Officers,  for  the 
year  ending  the  first  Monday  of  May, 
1870. 

The  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  Ciiij  of  Bayonne  do  ordain 
as  follows  : 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  paid  to  the  several  officers 
named  in  this  section,  the  following  annual  salaries,  to 
he  paid  in  quarterly  installments,  to  wit: 

To  the  Recorder  for  the  first,  being  the  present  year, 
the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  ;  for  the  second  year, 
the  sum  of  four  hundred  doUars  ;  for  the  third  year  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  dollars. 

To  the  City  Clerk  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  dollars. 

To  the  Collector  of  Reveul^e,  the  sum  of  six  hundred 
doUars. 

To  the  Treasurer,  the  suin  of  six  hundred  dollars. 

To  the  Corporation  Attorney,  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
dollars. 

8ec.  2.  To  the  Judges  of  Election  of  the  several  Wards, 
the  sum  of  six  dollars  eacli,  for  their  services  as  rendered 
at  each  election. 

To  the  Ward  Clerks  of  the  several  Wards,  the  sum  of 
seven  and  one-half  dollars  each,  for  their  services  as  ren- 
dered at  each  election. 

To  the  iVssessor  of  the  the  First  W-irJ,  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  twentv-five  d(^llars. 


To  the  Assessor  of  tlie  Second  Ward,  the  sum  of  one 
Imndred  and  twenty-five  dollars. 

To  the  Assessor  of  the  Third  AVard,  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars. 

To  the  Commissioner  of  Appeals  in  cases  of  taxation, 
the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  day  employed. 

To  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Assessments,  shall 
1)6  paid  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  each  assessment  to  be 
assessed  upon  the  property  included  in  each  assessment 
for  which  the  services  are  rendei*ed.

AN    ORDINANCE 

Regulating  Inns  and  Taverns,  and  Res- 
taurants, and  Beer  Saloons. 

Tlte   Maijor  unci  (Joiiiicil   of  flic  (Jifij  of  B(t//oiiii('  do  orrhini 
OS  foUous  : 

8ec.  1.  The  Council  may,  by  resolution,  passed  l)y  at 
least  a  majority  of  concuriug  votes,  and  approved  l)y  the 
Ivlayor,  or  l)y  such  action  as  becomes  necessary  in  cases 
of  non-approval  by  him  of  ordianances,  or  resolutions  af- 
fecting the  city  license,  any  person  or  persons  to  keep  an 
inn  or  tavern,  or  to  keep  a  restaurant  and  beer  saloon, 
or  either,  where  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors  may 
be  sold,  within  said  city,  in  tlie  manner  and  upon  the 
terms  provided  for  by  this  ordinance.  The  yeas  and 
nays  upon  the  })assage  of  such  resolutions,  shall  in  all 
cases  be  recorded  upon  the   minutes. 

Sec.  2.  No  license  to  keep  an  inn  and  tavern,  restau- 
iiuit  and  beer  saloon,  or  either,  shall  be  granted,  unless, 
the  application  for  such  license  shall  certify  that  said 
iun  and  tavern,  restaurant  and  beer  saloon,  will  conduce 
t'  the  public  good,  signed  l)y  at  least  twelve  freeholders 
in,  and  residents  of  the  ward  in  which  siich  inn  and  tavern, 
restaurant  ;uid  beer  saloon,  or  either,  is  intended  to  be 
kept;  and  no  such  license  shall  be  granted  until  the  next 
stated  meeting  of  the  Council  after  the  application  is  re- 
ceived; provided  such  freeholders  or  any  of  them  shall 
not  be  theiuselves  an  applicant,  or  keeper  of  an  inn  or 
t.ivern,  or  restaurant  and  beer  saloon,  or  either. 

Sec.  3.  Every  such  license  shall  expire,  and  be  ut- 
terly void  and  of  no  eft'ect,  on  and  after  the  first  dav  of 
June,  ensuing  the  grantino'  of  the  same. 
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Sec.  4  Tlie  price  of  a  license  to  keep  an  inn  or  tavern, 
or  restauriiut  and  beer  saloon,  or  either,  shall  be  fixed  from 
time  to  time  by  the  said  Council,  by  resolution,  and  in 
no  case  shall  the  charge  for  a  license  to  keep  an  inn  and 
tavern,  be  less  than  forty  dollars.  And  for  a  license  to 
keep  a  restaurant  and  beer  saloon,  or  either,  where  spirit- 
uous or  intoxicating  liquors  may  be  sold,  the  charge  in 
no  case  shall  be  less  than  twenty  dollars. 

Sec.  5.  Every  license  to  keep  an  inn  and  tavern,  shall 
be  sealed  with  the  corporate  sea},  signed  by  the  Mayor, 
and  attested  by  the  the  City  Clerk,  and  shall  be  in  the 
words  following : 

Bayonne  City,  to  wit  : 

The  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of  Bayonne,  do  here- 
by allow  and  license  of  the  Ward 
of  the  City  of  Bayonne,  to  keep  an  inn  and  tavern  in  the 
house  (specifying  and  describing  it)  from  the  date  here- 
of ;  until  the  first  day  of  June  next  ensuing,  unless  sooner 
revoked,  upon  the  condition  nevertheless  that  the  said 
^  shall  during 
said  term,  keep  and  observe  all  the  laws  of  this  State  and 
ordinances  of  the  city,  and  shall  keep  said  inn  and  tav- 
ern closen  on  the  Christian  Sabbath,  except  for  the  en- 
tertainment of  travelers. 

And  every  license  to  keep  a  restaurant  and  beer  saloon, 
(or  a  restaurant  or  beer  saloon,  as  the  case  may  be)  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  signed  and  sealed,  as  aforesaid,  and 
shall  be  in  the  words  following: 

City  of  Bayonne,  to  wit : 

The  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of  Bayonne  do  here- 
by allow  and  license  of  the 
Ward  of  said  city,  to  keep  a  restaurant  and 
beer  saloon,  (or  said  restaurant  or  said  saloon,  as  the 
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case  may  be)  where  spirituous  or  iutoxieatiug  liquors 
may  be  sold  in  the  house  (  specifyiui;-  and  describing  it ) 
from  date  hereof  until  the  first  day  of  June  ensuing, 

unless  sooner  revoked,  upon  condition  nevertheless  that 
the  said  shall  during  the  said  term  keep 

and  observe  all  the  laws  of  the  State  and  ordinances  of 
the  city;  and  shall  keep  said  restaurant  and  saloon 
closed  on  the  Christian  8a])V>ath. 

In  witness  wh&reof  the  corporate  seal  is  hereunto  af- 
fixed and  these  presents  are  signed  by  the  Mayor,  and 
attested  by  the  City  Clerk  this  day  of  A.  D.  18 

8ec.  6.  No  license  shall  entitle  any  person  to  keep  an 
inn  and  tavern,  or  restanraut  and  beer  saloon,  or  either, 
in  any  other  place  than  that  which  is  designated  in  said 
license,  or  shall  the  same  be  assigned  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  Conncil  of  said  city. 

Sec.  7.  The  Council  may  revoke  or  annul  any  such  li- 
cense that  shall  be  granted,  in  case  the  person  so  licensed 
shall  offend  against  any  part  of  this  ordiance  or  any  law 
of  this  State,  applicable  to  the  sale  of  spirituous  or  intoxi- 
cating liquors. 

Sec.  8.  A  true  and  correct  list  of  all  licenses  which 
shall  be  granted  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  kept 
by  the  City  Clerk,  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  pur- 
pose, which  book  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  all 
persons  desirous  to  see  the  same. 

Sec.  9.  No  person  or  persons  shall  on  the  Christian 
Sabbath,  or  the  first  day  of  the  week  commonly  called 
Sunday,  sell,  furnish,  or  caused  to  be  sold  or  exposed  f(^r 
sale,  any  ale,  cides,  lager  beer  or  other  beer,  or  spirituous 
or  intoxicating  liquors  of  any  kind,  mixed  or  unmixed,  in 
any  place  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Bayonne,  under 
the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence. 
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Sec.  10.  No  jxtsou  or  persons  licensed  to  keep  au  iim 
and  tavern  as  aforesaid,  within  the  limits  of  the  C'ity  of 
Bayonne,  shall  keep  open  snch  inn  or  tavern  on  the  Chris- 
ian  Sabbath,  or  the  first  day  of  the  week  coramonlv  call- 
ed Sunday,  except  for  the  entertainment  of  travellers; 
and  shall  not  permit  on  the  day  aforesaid  any  number  of 
persons  therein  to  congregate,  and  cause  disturbance  un- 
der the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Sec.  11.  No  person  or  persons  licensed  to  keep  a  res- 
taurant and  beer  saloon,  or  either,  aforesaid,  within  the 
limits  of  the  City  of  Bayonne,  shall  keep  open  such  res- 
taurant or  saloon  on  the  the  Christian  Sabbath,  or  first 
day  of  the  week  commonly  called  Sunday,  under  the  pen- 
alty of  tAventy  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Sec.  12.  That  no  person  except  a  person  licensed  as 
heretofore  specified,  shall  by  himself  or  herself,  or  his 
or  her  clerk,  agent  or  servent,  at  any  time  sell  or  expose 
for  sale,  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Bayonne, 
any  ale,  cider,  porter,  lager  beer,  or  other  malt  liquors, 
or  any  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors  or  any  mixed 
licj[uors  part  of  which  is  intoxicating,  (except  licensed  drug- 
gists upon  the  prescription  of  a  practising  physician )  in 
less  quantity  than  one  gallon,  no  part  of  which  shall  be 
drunk  on  the  premises,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty  dol- 
lars for  each  offence. 

Sec.  13.  That  any  person  licensed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  to  keep  an  inn  and  tavern,  shall  cause 
the  name  of  the  house  where  such  inn  and  tavern  shall 
be  kept  to  be  posted  on  some  conspicuous  part  of  said 
building;  and  the  word  "licensed"  to  occupy  a  space  of 
not  less  than  ten  inches  in  length, '  shall  be  painted,  or 
exhibited,  on  or  about  the  main  entrance,  under  the  pen- 
altv  of  twentv  dollars  for  everv  neglect  so  to  do. 
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Sec.  1-i.  That  every  person  licensed  under  tlie  provis- 
ions of  this  ordinance  to  keep  a  restaurant  and  beer  sa- 
loon, or  either  shall  cause  the  words  "licensed"  restau- 
rant and  beer  saloon,  or  restaurant,  or  beer  saloon  as  the 
case  may  be,  to  be  placed  on  or  at  the  main  entrance  on 
the  outside  of  the  building,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars  for  every  neglect  so  to  do. 

Sec.  15.  That  the  term  restaurant  and  beer  saloon,  or 
either,  as  used  in  this  ordinance,  shall  not  be  taken  and 
construed  to  mean  a  place  where  spirituous  or  intoxicat- 
ing liquors  are  alone  sold,  but  that  the  same,  be  taken 
and  construed  to  mean  only  such  places  where  travellers 
may  be  supplied  at  all  proper  times,  with  such  meals  or 
food  as  they  may  require. 

Sec.  16.  Any  jaenalty  arising  under  this  ordinance,  may 
be  recovered  before  the  Recorder,  in  the  manner  provid- 
ed b}-  the  City  Charter,  which  penalty  when  recovered 
shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
special  duty  of  the  constables  of  the  City,  to  make  com- 
plaints to  the  said  Recorder,  of  the  violations  of  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  17.  The  City  Clerk  shall  l)e  paid  one  dollar  and 
fifty  CQnts  for  drawing  each  license,  which  shall  be  paid 
b}'  the  applicant  when  the  license  is  delivered.

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AN    ORDINANCE 

Creating  a  Board  of  Health  and  defin- 
ing their  duties. 

The  3I(ij/or  and  Coxncil  of  ihe  City  of  Bayoune,  do  ordain 
as  follows  : 

Sec.  1.  The  Maj^or  by  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Council  of  the  City  of  Bayunne,  shall  from  time  to  time, 
appoint  a  competent  and  discreet  physician,  resident  of 
said  city,  as  Health  Physician  of  said  city,  who  shall  per- 
form theiii  duties  as  such  officers,  without  compensation 
or  reward  from  the  City  Treasury. 

SilC.  2.  The  Mayor,  the  President  of  the  Council,  and 
the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  of  the  Council,  and 
the  Health  Physicians,  shall  constitute,  and  be  called  the 
Board  of  Health  of  the  City  of  Bayonne. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Healtji  shall  have  power,  and  it 
shall  be  their  duty: 

Flisf. — To  make,  and  by  order  direct  to  be  made,  dili- 
gent inquiry  with  respect  to  all  nuisances  of  every  de- 
scription, which  are,  and  may  be  injurious  to  the  public 
health,  and  to  abate  the  same  in  any  way  or  manner  they 
may  deem  expedient. 

Second. — To  stop,  detain,  examine,  and  by  order  to  di- 
rect to  be  stopped,  detained  and  examined,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  preventing  the  entrance  of  any  pestilence,  or  in- 
fectious disease  in  said  city,  ever}'  person  coming  from 
any  place  infected,  or  believed  to  be  infected  with  such 
disease.

Third — To  cause  any  person  who  shall  be  suspected 
of  being  infected  with  any  such  disease,  and  who  is  not  an 
inhabitant  of  this  State,  to  be  sent  out  of  the  State,  or  to 
the  hospital  authorised  by  the  Council. 

Fourth. — To  cause  any  resident  of  the  said  city,  infected 
with  any  such  disease,  to  be  removed  to  said  hospital  if 
the  Health  Physician  shall  certify  in  writing,  that  the  re- 
moval of  such  resident  is  necessary  to  the  preservation 
of  the  public  health. 

Fifth. — To  remove  from  the  said  city,  cause  to  be  dis- 
infected or  destroyed,  any  furniture,  wearing  apparel, 
goods,  wares,  wares  or  merchandise,  or  articles  of  prop- 
erty of  any  kind,  Avliich  shall  be,  or  suspected  of  being- 
tainted,  or  infected  with  pestilence,  or  which  ghall  be,  or 
be  likely  to  pass  into  such  state  as  to  generate  or  propa- 
gate disease. 

Sixth. — Every  person  who  shall  be  served  with  a  Copy 
of  any  order  certified  by  the  Clerk,  made  by  the  Board 
of  Health,  under  the  power  conferred  by  this  section, 
and  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  obey  or  comply  with  the 
same,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  fifty  dollars  for  each  and 
every  offence. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  l^e  the  duty  of  the  Health  Physician 
from  time  to  time,  to  report  to  the  Board  of  Health,  rel- 
ative to  the  health  of  the  said  City  of  Bayonne  ;  and  the 
measures  to  be  taken  by  the  said  Board,  for  the  protec- 
tion and  maintenance  of  the  same  ;  and  especially  in 
relation  to  the  introduction  and  spread  of  any  infectious 
or  pestilential  disease  ;  they  shall  also  obey  all  orders  of 
the  Board  of  Health. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  Board  of  Health  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  a  Health  Inspector  for  the  said  City  of  Bayonne 
and  it  shall  l)e  the  duty  of  the  said  Health  Inspector  :

First. — To  ascertain  every  nuisance  which  may  exist  in 
the  said  city,  and  forthwith  report  the  same  in  writing 
to  the  Mayor  or  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

Second. — To  enter  upon  the  premises,  and  into  the 
house  of  every  person  in  said  city,  as  often  as  the  Board 
of  Health  shall  order,  and  examine  into  the  health, 
cleanliness  and  number  of  persons  inhabiting  such  house, 
and  inspect  the  cellars,  vaults,  privies  and  sewers  upon 
said  premises. 

Third. — To  execute  the  orders,  and  resolutions  of  the 
Board  of  Health  in  such  a  manner  as  they  shall  direct. 

Sec.  6.  The  Board  of  Health  shall  employ  such  and 
so  many  nurses,  for  the  persons  sent  to  such  hospital,  as 
they  may  deem  proper,  and  by  their  order  procure  such 
food  and  articles  and  necessaries  for  their  use  as  they 
may  think  proper,  at  the  expense  of  the  city ;  and  when- 
ever, in  case  of  emergency,  or  during  the  existence  of  any 
infectuous  or  pestilential  disease  in  the  city,  the  Council 
shall  establish  a  temporary  hospital ;  and  all  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to  apply  to 
such  hospital. 

Sec.  7.  The  Council  shall  in  the  annual  tax  ordinances 
appropriate  to  the  said  Board  of  Health,  such  moneys  as 
they  may  deem  expedient  and  proper,  to  be  expended  for 
the  objects  and  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  and  the 
Board  of  Health  shall  at  the  last  meeting  of  each  Coun- 
cilmanic  year  report  to  the  Council  a  detailed  statement 
of  the  money  received  and  disbursed  by  them  under 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  8.  The  Board  of  Health  shall  hold  stated  meet- 
ings at  least  once  in  each  month  ;  they  shall  appoint  a 
clerk  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  and  keep  a  correct 
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record  of  all  tlieir  proceedings,  and  may  puhlisli  tlieir 
proceedings  in  sncli  of  tlie  journals  circulating  in  said 
city  as  shall  he  appointed  to  publish  the  proceedings  of 
the  Council,  except  in  case  of  pestilence  or  epidemic, 
when  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Health  shall  be 
published  in  such  otlier  journals  as  the  Mayor  and 
Council  may  by  resolution  prescril)e,  and  shall  make  all 
necessary  rules  and  regulations  for  the  control  of  said 
Board. 

Sec.  9  The  first  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Health 
established  by  this  ordinance,  shall  be  held  within  thirty 
days  after  this  ordinance  shall  have  become  a  law,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  to  notify  them  by  naming 
a  suitable  time  and  place  of  meeting.

The  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of  Bayonne  do  ordain 
as  follows  : 

Sec.  1.  The  Street  Commissioner  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  liis  office,  shall  execute  a  bond  to  the  Cor- 
poration with  at  least  two  surities,  to  be  approved  by 
the  Council,  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk,  in 
the  penal  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sec.  2.  The  Street  Commissioner  shall  ascertain  and 
report  to  the  appropriate  committee  of  the  Council,  from 
time  to  time,  what  improvements  or  repairs  are  necessary 
to  any  of  the  streets,  sidewalks,  reservoirs,  sewers,  wells 
and  pumps  in  the  City  of  Bayonne,  and  the  best  mode  of 
making  such  improvements  or  repairs,  and  shall  super- 
intend the  making  of  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  direct  the  removal  of  any  article  or 
thing  whatsoever,  which  may  encumber  or  obstruct  any 
street,  sidewalk,  wharf  or  pier,  in  the  City  of  Bayonne, 
under  the  penalty  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall  have  a  general  superintendance  and 
care  of  all  streets,  and  public  grounds  of  the  city,  and  it 
shall  be  his  duty  to  see  that  the  same  are  not  improperly 
obstructed  or  encumbered;  that  the  streets  are  kept  in 
repair ;  that  the  trees  and  lamps  are  not  injured  or  de- 
stroyed ;  and  that  nuisances  or  anything  of  an  offensive 
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or  unwholesome  nature  shall  be  removed  from,  and  not 
jDermitted  therein. 

Sec.  5.  He  shall,  with  the  consent  and  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Street  Committee,  and  at  the  reasonable 
cost  of  the  city,  repair  or  cause  to  be  repaired,  and  kept 
in  safe  and  good  condition,  all  that  part  of  the  street 
used  as  the  carriage  way. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Street  Commissioner 
to  take  all  necessary  measures  to  ascertain  every  nuisance 
which  may  exist  in  the  city,  and  to  examine  or  cause  such 
nuisance  to  be  examined  and  forthwith  to  be  removed. 

Sec.  7.  That  said  Street  Commissioner  by  and  with 
consent  of  the  Committee  on  Streets,  may  direct  by  an 
order  in  writing,  any  nuisance  or  offensive  or  unwhole- 
some matter  or  substance  to  be  removed,  corrected, 
abated  within  and  before  a  certain  time  therein  to  be  ex- 
pressed, which  shall  bo  for  not  less  than  three  days,  and 
not  more  than  ten  days,  and  he  may  also  designate  therein 
if  necessary  the  manner  of  removing,  correcting,  abating 
or  altering  the  same,  and  the  place  to  which  the  same 
shall  be  removed,  a  copy  of  which  order  shall  be  served 
personally  upon  the  person  having  possession,  or  some 
person  having  mature  years,  in  occupation  thereof,  or  in 
case  of  vacancy,  by  posting  the  same  in  some  conspicu- 
ous place  on  the  premises,  whose  duty  dt  shall  be  to  re- 
move, correct,  or  abate  the  same.

No  dirt,  filth,  ashes  or  rubbish  of  any  kind 
whatsoever  shall  at  any  time  be  cast  or  laid  in  any  street 
or  public  ground,  under  the  penalty  of  two  dollars  for  each 
offence,  to  be  paid  by  the  occupant  of  the  house,  building 
or  lot  from  which  the  same  was  cast,  and  the  persons 
casting  the  same  severally  and  respectively. 

Sec.  11.  All  persons  neglecting  or  refusing  to  comph* 
with  the  orders  and  directions  of  the  Street  Commissioner 
hereinbefore  authorized  and  required,  shall  be  liable  to 
a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence  ex- 
cept where  a  penalty  has  been  hereinbefore  prescribed, 
and  also  to  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every 
day  such  orders  and  directions  shall  remain  uncomplied 
with.

ber of  the  street  and  block,  according  to  assessment  map 
describing  the  work  to  be  performed.

The  Chief  of  Police  sliall  be  (sul)ordinate  to 
the  Mayor)  chief  executive  to  the  police  department,  he 
shall  obey,  and  cause  the  police  department  under  him 
to  obey  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  department,  in 
accordance  Avith  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  of  this 
State,  and  the  ordinances  of  the  Council  of  said  City  of 
Bayonne,  he  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  efficiency, 
general  conduct  and  good  order  of  the  department,  and 
he  shall  promptly  report  to  the  Mayor  all  complaints 
made  to  him  against  any  of  the  members  thereof,  he  shall 
therefore  by  frequent  intercourse  and  close  observations 
make  himself  acquainted  with  the  character,  ability  and 
conduct  of  every  individual  under  his  connnand. 

Sec.  3.  Every  policeman  so  appointed  shall  within  five 
days  after  notice  thereof,  and  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  oflfice,  take  and  subscribe  before  the  Citv 


Clerk  au  oatli  or  atiiruiafcioii,  i'aitlifully  and  impartially  to 
execute  the  tni«ts  and  duties  imposed  upon  liim  as  sucli 
otlicer,  and  to  ol)e_v  and  comply  with  such  rules  and  re^^'- 
lations  as  are  or  may  he  prescrihed  hy  the  Mayor,  aud  in 
defaidt  thereof  within  the  time  limited,  his  said  office 
shall  tliereby  become  vacant,  and  such  an  oath  shall  be 
hied  by  the  City  Clerk  in  his  office. 

8e('.  4.  The  C'liiet'  of  Police  shall  repair  to  scenes  of 
lire,  riot,  tumultuous  assemblages,  take  charge  of  the 
police  present,  and  use  every  exertion  to  save  property, 
disperse  mobs  and  arrest  such  persons  as  he  may  find 
engaged  in  disturl)ing  the  peace,  or  abetting  others  to 
do  s(~). 

Sec.  5.  He  shall  keep  a  book  with  proper  indexes  refer- 
ring to  the  following  subjects,  which  shall  be  entered 
there  as  follows : 

Flist. — All  general  or  special  orders  from  the  Mayor. 

Second. — The  name  with  the  alias  of  every  person 
against  whom  a  criminal  complaint  has  been  made  or  for 
a  violation  of  any  of  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  the  nature 
of  the  complaint  and  what  disposition  was  made  of  the 
same. 

Third. — The  name  of  every  person  he  shall  notify  the 
Corporation  Attorney  to  prosecute  for  violation  of  corpo- 
ration ordinances  ;  the  nature  of  the  complaint,  also  the 
name  and  residence  of  the  complainant  in  each  case  ;  it 
being  a  part  of  his  duty  to  serve  or  to  have  served  the 
above-mentioned  notice  immediately  after  the  complaint 
having  been  made. 

He  shall  be  at  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  Council 
of  said  City  of  Bayonne,  in  the  months  of  January,  April, 
July,  October,  in  each  year,  report  to  said  Council  the 
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number  of  arrests  made  during  the  i:)revious  tliree  mouths 
thereto,  by  whom  such  arrests  were  made,  together  with 
the  nature  of  the  offenses,  the  situation  of  all  gambling 
houses,  all  places  where  spirituous  or  malt  or  intoxicat- 
ing liquors  are  sold,  without  license,  with  the  names  of 
the  persons  keeping  the  same,  and  any  other  special  matter 
which  he  may  deem  proper  or  the  Council  may  call  for. 

Sec.  6.  It  is  hereb}^  made  the  duty  of  the  said  police- 
men at  all  times  of  day  or  night  within  their  respective 
wards,  and  they  are  accordingly  hereunto  empowered  to 
especially  preserve  the  public  peace,  prevent  crime,  detect 
and  arrest  offenders,  suppress  riots,  protect  the  rights  of 
persons  and  property,  guard  the  public  health,  preserve 
order  at  elections,  remove  nuisances  existing  in  public 
streets,  wards,  places  and  highways,  repress  and  restrain 
disorderly  houses,  to  arrest  all  'street  beggars  and  mendi- 
cants, to  provide  proper  police  attendance  at  every  fire, 
in  order  that  property  exposed  may  be  protected,  enforce 
every  law  or  ordinance  relatilig  to  the  suppression  or  pun- 
ishment of  crime,  or  the  observance  of  the  Sabbath,  and 
they  shall  also  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  en- 
joined upon  them  by  any  law  or  ordinance,  or  by  rules 
and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Mayor,  as  herein  pro- 
vided. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  make  complaint  of 
ever}'  person  to  the  Chief  of  Police  or  Recorder,  of  any 
criminal  offence,  and  of  eA'ery  violation  of  the  ordinances 
of  the  city  with  which  they  or  either  of  them  may  be  ac- 
quainted, to  arrest  in  all  criminal  cases  without  a  warrant, 
in  case  he  himself  shall  be  a  Avitness  of  the  commission  of 
the  offence,  and  in  all  cases  in  which  a  crime  or  felony 
has  been  committed,  or  he  has  good  suspicion  that  a 
felony  is  about  to  be  committed,  to  arrest  all  all  vagrants 
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drunkards,  prostitutes,  all  persons  disturbing  religious 
meetings,  or  exposing  their  person  in  an  indecent  man- 
ner ;  tliey  shall  stop  and  examine  all  persons  carrying  or 
in  any  way  conveying  goods  under  circumstances  which 
may  lead  to  strong  suspicions  that  they  have  been  stolen, 
/particularly  at  night,  if  the  appearance  and  manner  of 
the  party,  his  account  of  himself  and  of  the  goods,  and 
all  the  circumstances  of  the  case  shall  leave  no  doubt 
that  the  goods  have  been  stolen,  they  shall  arrest  the 
person  or  persons,  and  take  possession  of  the  goods. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  policemen  to 
drive,  take  to,  and  impound  all  swine,  horses,  goats, 
sheep,  and  neat  cattle  found  running  at  large  within  the 
limits  of  said  city,  and  shall  receive  for  each  animal  so 
delivered  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  from  the  pound- 
master,  who  shall  receive  and  confine  animals. 

Sec.  9.  Each  of  the  officers  appointed  under  this  ordi- 
nance shall  Avear  a  shield,  the  emblem  of  his  ofiice,  con- 
spicuously displayed  on  his  left  breast  when  on  duty, 
and  shall  wear  such  a  uniform  dress,  and  be  provided 
with  a  baton,  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Mayor  and 
Council,  and  it  is  further  provided  that  all  the  officers 
appointed  under  this  ordinance  shall  -be  liable  at  any 
time  to  be  called  to  perform  services  if  circumstances 
require  in  any  part  of  said  City  of  Bayonne. 

Sec.  10.  The  Mayor  shall  have  power  to  appoint  tem- 
porarily such  supernumeraries  or  chance  men  as  in  his 
opinion  may  be  required  by  reason  of  the  incapacity  of 
the  regular  force,  in  cases  of  riot  or  sudden  emergency 
or  for  special  Sunday  service,  and  in  case  of  such  special 
appointment  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  the  Mayor  to 
report  the  names  of  the  persons  so  appointed  to  the 
Council  for  confirmation,  and  in  any  case  any  member  of 


tlie  regular  force  should  tVoiu  illuess  or  otherwise  be  iu- 
ca})acitated  from  the  performance  of  his  duty,  liis  com- 
pensation shall  be  paid  to  the  special  policeman  or  chance 
man  performing  his  duty,  the  compensation  of  such 
chance  man  shall  be  determined  by  the  Council. 

Sec.  11.  Rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of 
the  ])olice  force  of  the  city,  and  prescribing  the  powers 
and  duties  of  |)olice  as  well  as  the  compensation  ]iaid  for 
police  serrice,  shall  be  made  by  and  under  the  direction 
of  the  Mayor,  and  submitted  to  the  Council  for  approval, 
and  each  member  of  the  said  police  force,  shall  at  the 
time  of  entering  upon  his  duties  be  furnished  by  the 
City  Clerk  with  a  printed  copy  of  this  ordinance,  and  of 
such  rules  and  regulations.

The 
Collector  shall  immediately  upon  receipt  of  an  assess- 
ment, prepare  a  condensed  recapitulation  thereof,  and 
cause  the  same  to  be  transcribed  into  a  book  called  the 
"Record  of  Assessments,"  which  shall  also  contain  the 
name  of  the  street,  road  or  avenue  on  which  each  lot  is 
situated,  with  the  street  and  assessment  number  of  each 
lot  or  a  description  thereof,  the  name  of  the  person  to 
whom  it  is  assessed,  the  dimensions  of  the  lots,  the 
amount  of  assessments  and  the  time  of  confirmation,  said 
book  shall  also  contain  marginal  blanks  opposite  each 
name  for  date  of  payment  of  principal  and  interest,  or 
giving  bonds  therefor,  which  blanks  he  shall  fill  up  when 
he  receives  the  said  payment  or  bond. 

Sec.  2.   The  Collector  of  Revenue,  upon  receiving  an 
assessment  for  collection,   shall  forthwith    prepare  and 
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serve  upon  each  person  assessed  a  written  notice  of  the 
confirmation  of  said  assessment,  the  date  thereof,  the

1.  Tliat  sucli  streets  and  parts  of  streets  as  the  Council 
sliuli,  by  resolution,  from  time  to  time  determine,  shall 
be  lighted  with  gas  upon  such  terms  as  shall  be  from 
time  to  time  provided. 

2.  The  Council  may  contract  with  the  Bayonne  and 
Greenville  Gas  Light  Company,  or  any  other  corporation 
or  person,  for  the  furnishing  of  such  gas  of  a  proper  stand- 
ard and  quality  as  may  be  required  for  lighting  the  streets 
of  the  City  of  Bayonne,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  the  Council  shall,  by  resolution,  determine  and  jirovide. 

3.  The  Council  may  contract  with  any  person  or  persons 
to  furnish  posts,  lanterns  and  other  fixtures  for  burning 
gas  in  the  streets,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  by 
resolution  they  shall  determine  and  provide. 

4.  That  a  fit  and  suitable  person  or  persons  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Council,  to  hold  their  appointment 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  Council  as  lamplighters;  Avhose 
duty  shall  be  to  light  the  public  lamps  of  the  city  and 
keep  them  lighted  within  the  limits  assigned  him  or  them, 
respectively,  upon  such  nights  and  during  such  hours  as 
the  Council  nmj  h'om  time  to  time  by  resolution  deter- 
mine and  provide. 

5.  The  lamplighters  shall  keep  the  lamps,  glasses  and 
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posts  clean  and  in  good  order,  and  when  any  lamp  shall  be 
broken  or  injured,  shall  .immediately  make  report  thereof 
to  tlie  Committee  on  Streets,  and  shall  diligently  inquire 
for  the  name  of  the  person  or  persons  who  may  have  oc- 
casioned the  injury,  and  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Streets.

That  every  clergyman,  magistrate,  or  other  per- 
son authorized  to  solemnize  marriages,  who  may  perform 
a  marriage  ceremony,  shall  report  the  j)erformance  of  said 
ceremony,  together  with  the  time  and  place  thereof, 
christian  and  surname  of  the  parties  married,  and  the 
residence,  age,  color  and  condition  of  each,  (whether  ever 
l)efore  married  or  not),  to  the  City  Health  Inspector 
within  two  weeks  of  the  time  of  such  marriage. 

8ec.  2.  That  every  physician,  midwife  and  other  person 
who  shall  professionally  assist  or  advise  at  any  birth,  or 
if  no  one  present  assisting  professionally,  the  parent  or 
parents  or  next  of  kin  of  any  child  born  in  the  city,  shall 
within  two  weeks  after  such  birth,  report  to  the  City 
Health  Inspector  the  tinle  and  place  of  said  birth,  and  the 
sex  and  color  of  said  child  born,  and  the  names,  residence 
and  nativity  of  each  of  the  parents  ( so  far  as  the  foregoing 
facts  can  be  ascertained).  , 

Sec.  3.  That  every  physician  or  medical  adviser  who 
has  attended  any  person  in  his  or  her  last  illness,  or  has 
been  present  by  request  at  the  death  of  any  person,  shall 
make  a  report  in  writing  of  the  death  of  such  person  to 
the  City  Health  Inspector  within  forty-eight  hours  of  the 
occurrence  thereof,  stating  as  nearly  as  possil)le  the  time, 
place  and  cause  thereof. 

That  every  physician,  or  person  acting  as  such, 
shall  report  in  writing  to  the  City  Health  Inspector  every 
case  of  contagious  disease,  such'  as  cholera,  yellow  fever, 
small  pox,  diptheria,  typhus  and  typhoid  fevers,  scarla- 
tina and  cerebro  spinal  meningitis  (and  the  state  of  such 
disease  and  condition  of  the  dwelling  in  which  the  person 
affected  by  such  disease  is),  which  he  or  she  may  be  called 
upon  to  attend  or  prescribe  for,  or  which  he  or  she  shall 
attend  or  prescribe  for,  within  twenty-four  hours  of  his 
or  her  first  knowledge  of  the  case.

The  City  Health  Inspector  shall  keep  a  correct 
record  of  the  time  and  place  of  each  marriage,  birth  and 
death  reported  to  him,  and  also  of  the  names,  residence, 
age,  color  and  condition  ( whether  ever  before  married  or 
not)  of  the  parties  married,  the  sex  and  color  of  each 
child  born,  and  the  nativity  and  place  of  residence  of  its 
parents  or  parent,  the  cause  of  each  death,  and  the  name 
of  the  contagious  disease  with  which  any  person  is  afiect- 
ed,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Health  of  the

That  it  shall  be  hiwful  for  the  Mayor,  at  any 
time,  when  in  his  opinion  the  safety  of  the  citizens  of 
said  city  and  the  public  good  requires  the  same  to  be 
done,  to  issue  his  proclamation,  which  shall  be  published 
in  the  official  newspapers  of  the  city,  authorizing  the 
pound  masters,  and  all  adult  persons,  to  cause  the  seizure 
and  impounding  in  the  public  pounds  of  the  said  city,  and 
their  detention  and  destruction  there,  of  all  dogs,  goats 
and  swine,  found  running  at  large  in  said  city ;  and  said 
proclamation  shall  be  a  justification  to  such  pound  mas- 
ters, or  adult  persons  so  authorized  by  him,  who  may  so 
seize,  impound,  detain  and  destroy  any  such  dogs,  goats 
or  swine  during  the  time  such  proclamation  shall  remain 
in  force  and  until  the  same  be  annulled  by  order  of  the 
said  Mayor  and  Council. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  dogs  and  goats  so  seized  and  im- 
pounded shall  at  the  expiration  of  twenty-four  hours  af- 
ter delivery  into  any  such  pound  be  destroyed  by  the 
poundkeeper  thereof,  unless  the  owner  reclaim  the  same 
within  that  time  and  pay  the  poundkeeper  the  sum  of 
five  dollars.

Sec.  1.  That  two  Pouud  Keepers  sliall  he  appointed  bv 
the  Board  of  Couuciluieu  auuually,  who  shall  be  residents 
of  the  City  of  Bayonne,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  until 
the  first  Monday  of  May  next  after  their  appointment,  and 
shall  continue  in  office  until  the  end  of  their  term  and  un- 
til others  are  appointed  and  qualified  in  their  stead,  or 
until  otherwise  ordered  Ijy  the  Board  of  Councilraen. 

Sec.  2.  Each  Pound  Keeper  shall,  immediately  on  his 
qualification  to  office,  provide  himself  with  a  suitable

sons who  shall  l)ring  said  animal  or  animals  to  him,  fifty 
cents  for  each  animal,  and  all  animals  so  impounded  shall 
be  held  until  they  shall  be  lawfully  sold,  or  until  they 
shall  be  redeemed. 

Sec.  G.  If  the  owner  of  any  animal  so  impounded  shall 
apply  to  the  Pound  Keeper  for  the  redemption  of  the 
same  and  shall  tender  to  the  Pound  Keeper  two  dollars 
for  each  horse,  cow,  ox,  or  bull,  and  one  dollar  for  each 
other  animal,  then  such  animal  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
owner  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  All  impounded  animals  not  rendered  as  ])rovi- 
ded  in  section  six  of  this  Ordinance,  with  four  days  from 
the  date  of  the  commencement  of  the  impounding  of  the 
same,  shall  be  sold  at  public  auction  to  the  highest  bid- 
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(lev,  ])r()vi(le(l  tliat  tliree  day's  notice  of  the  said  sale  shall 
be  first  <j:;iv(ni,  wliich  notice  shall  contain  a  sliort  descrip- 
tion of  each  animal  to  be  sold  at  the  sale,  aud  shall  be 
conspicuouslv  ])osted  on  or  near  the  Pound  in  wliich 
said  animal  or  animals  shall  be  confined,  and  also  in  four 
])ablic  places  in  the  City  of  Bayonne,  one  of  which  shall 
l)e  in  the  City  Clerk's  office  of  said  city. 

Sec.  8.  Upv)n  application  to  him  by  the  owner  of  any 
animal  or  animals  as  aforesaid  sold  within  thirty  days  af- 
ter the  sale,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pound  Keeper 
who  made  the  sale,  after  deductiuo-  from  the  proceeds  of 
said  sale  a  sufficient  sum  to  pay  all  fees  in  this  ordinance 
above  mentioned  and  provided  for,  and  in  additinon  there- 
to one  dollar  for  selling  each  animal,  aud  one  dollar,  or 
proi)ortionate  part  thereof  for  drawing  and  posting  notices 
of  sale,  to  pay  the  balance  of  the  proceeds  of  said  sale  to 
said  owner. 

Sec.  9.  If  the  owner  of  any  animal  sold  as  aforesaid 
shall  not  apply  to  the  Pound  Keeper  who  made  the  sale

TIk'  Mnijor  (111(1  Coiiiicil  of  tliv  City  of  liOt/oinic  Jo  orchiiu 
OS  folloirs : 

Sec.  1.  Tliat  the  Board  of  Counciliuen  shall  from  time 
to  time  by  resolution  appoint  as  many  masons — skillful 
and  competent  in  the  work  of  tappinj^  sewers  and  making 
connections  to  the  same,  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
who  sliall  ])e  called  "licensed  masons," — and  shall  hold 
their  office  as  such  durinjjj  the  pleasure  of  the  said  Board 
of  C*ouncilmen. 

8ec.  2.  Each  mason  appointed  a  licensed  mascm  as  in 
the  first  section  of  this  ordinance  mentioned,  shall  within 
twenty  days  after  his  a})pointment,  take,  subscribe  and 
tile  with  the  City  Clerk  the  oath  of  affirmation  required

The  tapping  of  every  sewer  must  be  done  and 
the  connection  thereto  must  be  made  by  a  "licensed  ma- 
son," a})pointed  and  qualifiied  as  aforesaid;  who  before 
the  commencement  of  the  work  of  making  said  C(muectiou 
or  tapping  a  sewer  shall  make  application  to  the  Board 
of  Council  men,  or  to  the  Street  Commissioner,  in  Avriting. 
stating  the  location  of  th(^  ])remisps  to  which  the  connec- 
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tioii  is  to  l)e  iiiade,  the  pl;n*t;  where  the  sewer  will  be 
t.ipped,  the  kind  of  <lr;iiu  or  connection  proposed  and  the 
time  when  the  trench  will  be  ready  for  the  connection  to 
be  made,  and  pay  to  the  Street  Commissioner  or  Citv 
(^lerk  the  sum  of  two  dollars,  (to  be  ])aid  by  said  Street 
(commissioner  or  City  C^lerk  into  the  city  treasury,)  and 
obtain  from  the  Board  of  Councilmeii  (n*  Street  Com- 
missioner a  written  permit  tor  the  same,  which  shall 
state  the  place  where  the  connection  is  to  be  made  and 
the  kind  of  drain  or  connection  permitted.  In  case  the 
})ermit  shall  be  tfranted  by  the  Board  of  (-ouncilmen  it 
shall  be  attested  by  the  City  Clerk,  and  in  case  it  is 
uranted  bv  the  Street  ( -ommissioner,  it  shall  be  siorned 
by  him. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  necessary  to  obtain  a  permit  to 
make  connections  with  sewer  connections  that  have  been 
laid  to  curb  line,  in  the  same  manner  as  though  the  con- 
nection is  to  be  made  to  the  sewer  itself. 

Sec.  o.  In  excjivating  in  streets,  roads  or  avenues,  for 
the  purpose  of  making  sewer  connections  as  aforesaid,  the 
material  taken  from  the  excavation  must  be  so  deposited 
as  to  cause  the  least  obstruction  possible  to  travel;  the 
trench  or  hole  must  not  be  left  open  at  night ;  the 
surface  of  the  street,  road  or  avenue  shall  be  restored  to 
its  former  condition  and  so  kept  by  the  mason  making 
the  connection  at  his  own  expense  for  six  months.

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  -layor  of  the  City  of 
Bayonue,  at  any  time,  when  in  his  opinion  the  public  good 
requires  the  same,  to  issue  a  proclamation  authorizing  the 
iudiscriminnte  destruction  of  all  dogs,  male  and  female^ 
found  running  at  large  in  said  city,  (except  such  as  shall 
be  properly  muzzled  with  a  wire  muzzle  about  the  nose 
securely  fatened),  and  such  proclamation  being  posted  up 
in  said  city  for  six  days,  shall  be  a  justification  to  all  per- 
sons who  may  destroy  any  such  dog  or  dogs,  male  or  fe- 
male, found  running  at  large,  as  aforesaid,  during  the 
time  such  proclamation  shall  remain  in  force. 

Sec.  2.  All  dogs,  male  or  female,  found  running  at  large 
in  the  City  of  Bayonne;  except  such  as  shall  be  properly 
muzzled  with  a  wire  muzzle  about  the  nose  securely  fast- 
ned,  may  be  taken  by  any  person  or  persons  and  driven 
ur  carried  to  any  pound  in  the  said  city,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  keeper  thereof  to  enter  in  a  book  to  be  kept 
by  him  for  that  purpose,  the  names  and  places  of  abode  of 
all  persons  who  may  bring  any  dog  as  aforesaid  to  such 
pound  and  the  time  of  bringing  the  same  respectively,  and 
the  said  keeper  shall  pay  to  the  person  bringing  any  such 
dog  as  aforesaid  to  such  pound,  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
cents  for  each,  and  the  owner  or  person  claiming  any  such 
dog  shall  pay  to  the  keeper  of  the  pound  fifty  cents  for 
every  such  dog  as  aforesaid  so  impounded,  and  if  no  per- 
son shall  claim  any  such  dog  so  impounded  and  pay  such 
amount  within  three  days  from   the  time   of  impounding 
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the  same,  it  slirtll  be  the  duty  of  said  keeper  to  kill  such 
dog  immediately  thereafter,  and  bury  or  remove  the  same 
beyond  the  limits  of  the  city;  and  for  every  dog  sokilled 
and  buried  or  removed  as  aforesaid,  the  said  keeper  shall 
be  paid  out  of  the  city  treasury  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
cents,  on  the  presentatit^n  of  a  claim  for  such  services, 
and  verified  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  said  keeper, 
within  twenty  days  after  the  performance.

That,  wlieu  applicatiou  is  made  to  the  Council 
for  the  formation  of  any  Fire  Engine  Company,  said  ap- 
plication sliall  be  signed  by  not  less  than  twentj-tive  (25) 
nor  more  than  forty  (40)  applicants. 

Sec.  2.  When  permission  shall  be  given  by  the  Council 
for  the  formation  of  any  Fire  Engine  Company,  such  com- 
})any  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  forty  (40)  members  ; 
and  should  any  vacancies  occur,  such  company  may  fill 
the  same. 

Sec.  3.  Such  company  shall  or  may  choose  out  of  their 
t)\vn  number,  a  Foreman,  Assistant  Foreman,  Clerk  or 
Secretary,  and  other  otiicers,  in  such  manner  and  at  such 
times,  as  they  may  see  fit. 

Sec.  4.  Such  company  shall  have  power  to  make  and 
prescribe  such  rules  and  regulations  from  time  to  time, 
as  shall  appear  needful  and  necessary  for  their  govern- 
ment. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  become  a  member  of  such  com- 
pany unless  between  the  ages  of  twenty-one  (21)  and  sixty 
(60),  aud  an  actual  resident  of  this  city. 

Sec.  6.  The  Foreman  of  such  company  shall  be  respon- 
sible f(n-  the  ])roper  care  of  the  engine  house,  tire  engine, 
and  other  fii"e  apparatus,  or  any  property  belonging  to  the 
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city,  entrusted  to  the  compauy  uuder  liis  comniaiid  ;  shall 
keep  himself  well  iuformed  in  regard  to  the  condition  of 
apparatus  belonging  to  his  company,  and  when  necessary 
shall  repair  the  same  forthwith,  except  when  the  expense 
of  said  repairs  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  (15)  fifteen  dollars, 
he  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Council  for  their  action ; 
shall  preserve  order  and  discipline  in  the  company  at  all 
times,  and  cause  the  roll  book  of  the  company  to  be  kept 
in  a  proper  manner,  by  the  clerk  or  secretary. 

Sec.  7.  The  clerk  or  secretary  of  such  company  shall 
keep  a  record  of  all  appointments,  resignations  or  removals 
of  members  of  such  company,  and  shall  make  out  and  de- 
liver to  the  Council  such  report  thereof  as  may  be 
required  of  him. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  members  of  such  com- 
pauy, each  and  all  of  them,  when  ever  any  fire  shall  break 
out,  to  repair  immediately  upon  the  alarm  thereof,  with 
their  apparatus,  to  or  near  the  place  where  such  fire  sludl 
exist,  and  there,  under  the  direction  of  their  foreman,  to 
work  and  manage  said  apparatus  with  all  their  skill  and 
power,  and  when  said  fire  is  extinguished  they  sJiali  not 
remove  therefrom  except  by  dii'ection  of  tlie  foreman. 

Sec.  9.  No  apparatus,  during  any  fire,  or  any  report  of 
fire,  or  at  any  time  under  any  pretense  whatever,  shall  be 
removed  c^ut  of  the  house,  unless  the  foreman,  assistant 
foreman,  or  at  least  two  (2)  members  of  the  coiupany  shall 
be  present,  and  consent  thereto,  uuder  a  penanlty  of  (10) 
ten  dollars,  for  every  such  offence.

Tlie  Mayor  and    (hmwil  af  ilie  ( 'if// of  Ba//oiitie  do   ordain 
afi  foJIo(r>i: 

Sec.  1.  That  the  fire  department  of  this  citj^  shall  con- 
sist of  one  Cliief  Engineer,  a  first  and  second  assistant 
engineer,  and  as  many  engine  men,  hook  and  ladder  men, 
hosemen  and  l)ucket  men,  as  are  now,  or  nniy  hereafter 
become  lawful  mend^ers  of  fire  companies  estal)lislied  by 
the  said  city..  No  person  shall  become  a  member  of  the 
fire  department  over  the  age  of  fifty  nor  under  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  and  must  be  an  actual  resident  of  tliis 
city. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  each  and  any  company  estab- 
lished by  the  city,  shall  from  time  to  time  elect  suitable 
persons  (not  exceeding  the  23rescril)ed  number)  to  fill  all 
vacancies  there  may  be  now,  or  that  may  occur  in  their 
several  companies,  subject  to  approval  of  the  Council. 
Such  person  shall  be  furnished  with  (certificates  Ity  the 
City  Clerk,  signed  l)v  the  Mayor,  and  thereafter  be  con- 
sidered members  of  the  fire  department  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  Council. 

Sec.  3.  On  the  first  Monday  in  January  of  each  and ' 
every  year,  there  shall  be  an  election  held  by  the  var- 
ious fire  companies  aforesaid,  for  one  chief  engineer,  a. 
first  and  second  assistant  engineer,  who  shall  l)e  residents 
of  difierent  Wards  of  said  city,  and  who  are  at  the  time 
of  election  members  of  difierent  fire  companies  of  the 
said  city.     Each  company  shall  hold  said  election  in  their 
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respective  lionses  (or  reguLir  places  of  meetiufj;),  polls  to 
l)e  open  three  hours  iu  the  evenino-  of  said  Monday,  be- 
tween the  hours  of  seven  and  ten  P.  M.  All  vf)tes  given 
for  chief  or  assistant  engineers  shall  be  by  written  or 
printed  ballot,  containing  the  name  of  the  person  voted 
for,  also  designating  the  office  for  which  he  shall  be  elec- 
ted, and  the  person  receiving  the  largest  number  of  all 
votes  so  cast,  by  the  members  of  the  various  companies 
of  the  city,  shall  be  elected  to  their  respective  offices, 
subject,  however,  to  confirmati(m  by  the  Council.  In 
the  event  of  a  tie  vote,  at  any  election  aforesaid,  for 
chief  or  assistant  engineers,  the  Council  shall  appoint  a 
person  or  persons  to  till  the  office,  or  offices,  till  the  next 
annual  election. 

Sec.  4.  The  chief  and  assistant  engineers  shall  several- 
ly continue  iu  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  confirmed  (unless  sooner  removed 
by  the  Council)  in  which  case  the  Council  shall  appoint 
a  person  or  persons  to  fill  the  racancy  till  the  next  elec- 
tion. 

Sec.  o.  The  chief  engineer,  in  all  cases  of  Hre,  or  alarms 
of  fire,  or  threatened  damage  or  destruction  of  property 
in  consecpience  of  fire,  shall  have,  when  present,  the  sole 
and  absolute  control  and  command  over  all  the  persons 
attached  to  the  fire  department,  or  any  other  company, 
or  persons  allowed  to  do  fire  duty.  He  shall  direct 
their  operations  so  as  most  effectually  to  prevent  the  de- 
struction of  life  and  property,  using  all  the  means  of  the 
department  to  this  end.  He  shall  have  also  power  to 
call  out  once  in  every  year,  all  persons  belonging  to  the 
fire  department,  for  review  and  inspection. 

Sec.  6.  The  assistant  engineers  shall  at  all  times  assist 
the  chief  engineer  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  and 
obey   his  directions   and  commands  when  on   duty  at  a 
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fire  or  alurin  of  fire.  In  case  of  absence,  or  disability  of 
tlie  cliief,  then  the  first  assistant,  in  case  the  fire  or  ahirm 
of  fire  occurs  in  liis  Ward,  and  the  second  assistant  in 
case  it  occurs  in  his  Ward,  shall  act  in  the  stead  of  the 
chief  engineer,  and  be  clothed  with  all  the  powers  and 
responsibility  of  the  chief. 

In  case  a  fire  or  alarm  occurs  in  other  Wards  than 
above,  (in  a])seuce  of  tlie  chief)  then  either  assistant  i)re- 
sent  shall  take  full  charge  till  arrival  of  his  superior 
officer,  who  then  shall  assume  command  in  place  of  the 
one  then  acting. 

8ec.  7.  The  cliief  engineer  shall  devote  such  time  and 
attention  to  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  shall  be  nec- 
essary, and  shall  receive  no  compensation  therefor,  di- 
rectly, or  indirectly,  from  the  city.  He  shall  examine 
once  in  every  month,  and  ofteuer  if  necessary,  all  the 
engine  houses,  engines  and  other  ap])aratus,  and  pro- 
perties, belonging  to  the  city,  and  shall  keep  a  record  of 
such  examination,  and  of  tlie  conditions  in  which  the 
said  properties  were  found  at  the  time,  and  shall  report 
same  every  three  months  to  the  C-ouncil,  with  date  of 
said  examination,  also  the  number  of  fires  which  have 
occured  during  tlie  time,  and  amount  of  loss  by  fire  or 
otherwise,  as  near  as  can  be  ascertained,  with  any  recom- 
mendation he  mav  deem  necessary  and  pro])er  for  further 
effecting  the  usefulness  or  efficiency  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment. 

Sec.  8.  The  chief  engineer  shall  oi'der,  direct,  and  su})- 
erintend,  all  ordinary  repairs  to  engine  houses,  engines, 
aiid  other  a})paratus,  and  shall  examine  and  certify  all  ac- 
counts for  such  repairs.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  on 
liand  a  proper  supply  of  all  articles  needed  by  the  var- 
ious  companies,   at    tluHV    i-espective    houses,    and    shall 
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have  power  to  procure  such  supplies,  or  make  such  re- 
pairs, or  alteration,  when  the  amount  does  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  9.  He  shall  also  keep  iu  his  book  a  record  of  all 
fires,  and  alarms  of  fire,  which  may  happen  in  this  city, 
with  the  cause  thereof,  when  same  can  be  ascertained, 
and  the  description  of  the  building,  or  buildings  injured, 
or  destroyed,  and  shall  report  at  the  close  of  every  year, 
names  of  all  members  of  the  department  and  the  company 
to  which  they  belong. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief,  or  assistant 
engineers,  to  cause  order  to  be  observed  by  the  members 
of  the  fire  department,  in  going  to,  working  at,  or  return- 
ing from  a  fire,  or  an  alarm  of  fire,  and  at  all  other  times 
when  they  are  on  duty.  If  any  member  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment refuses  to  obey  all  proper  orders  of  the  chief,  or  as- 
sistant engineer,  or  refuses  to  assist  at  a  fire,  he  shall  be 
subject  to  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  11.  All  complaints  by  the  chief  or  assistant  engi- 
neers, against  firemen  for  misconduct  in  the  performance 
of  their  duty,  shall  be  forthwith  reported  to  the  Council 
for  their  action,  and  any  officer,  or  member  of  the  fire  de- 
partment, complained  of,  as  above,  may  be  suspended  by 
a  majority  vote  of  4is  company,  until  final  action  of  the 
Council  on  the  subject  of  such  complaint. 

Sec.  12.  The  members  of  each  fire  company  of  the  city, 
shall  elect  once  in  every  year,  from  their  own  number,  a 
foreman,  and  two  assistant  foremen,  a  secretary,  and  treas- 
urer, and  siicli  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  proper. 
Tliey  shall  also  have  power  to  make  their  own  rules  and 
by-laws,  not  in  conflict  with  charter,  or  ordinances,  of  our 
city,  and  each  company,  l)y  a  v(^te  of  the  majority  of    its 
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members,  shall  have  power  to  expel  any  member  for  disor- 
derly coudiict,  or  ueglect  of  duty,  subject  to  approval  of 
Council.  The  secretary  of  each  company  shall  promptly 
send  in  writing  to  the  Council  the  name  of  every  persr)n 
who  is  elected,  or  dismissed,  or  may  die,  or  resign  from 
the  various  companies,  and  in  case  of  dismission  the 
cause  shall  be  stated  in  full. 

Sec.  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  foreman  of  each 
company,  to  see  that  his  engine,  or  a])paratus,  are  kept 
clean  and  in  good  order,  and  shall  re})ort  to  the  chief,  or 
assistant  engineers,  immediatety,  any  repairs  or  supplies 
needed  by  his  company.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  see  tliat 
the  engine  houses  are  not  defaced,  or  injured,  and  that 
the  houses  are  not  used  as  a  place  of  resort,  or  loitering, 
or  social  gathering.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  see  that  each 
and  every  member  of  his  company,  are  supplied  with  tlie 
proper  badge,  and  he  shall  be  responsible  for  return  of 
same,  when  any  person  ceases  to  be  a  member  of  his 
company. 

Sec.  14.  It  shall  ])e  the  duty  of  every  company  to  obey 
the  directions  and  orders  given  them  by  the  chief  engineer, 
ov  assistant  engineers,  and  when  a  fire  is  extinguished  they 
shall  not  remove  therefrom,  but  by  the  permission  of  the 
engineer  then  in  command,  and  on  such  permission,  they 
shall  return  at  once  to  their  respective  engine  houses. 

Sec.  15.  Each  member  of  the  fire  department  of  this 
city,  shall  provide  himself  immediately  with  the  proper 
badge,  and  shall  Avear  the  same,  conspicuously  displayed, 
at  every  fire,  in  order  that  he  may  be  readly  distinguished 
as  belonging  to  this  fire  department.  If  any  member  of 
the  fire  department  of  said  city  shall  be  found  wearing 
the  badge  of  another  meml)er,  or  shall  at  any  time  lend 
Iris  own  badge  to  any  person,  he    shnll    ])e    subject   to   a 
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peualty  of  teu  dollars,  aud  also  be   liable   to    suspeusion 
or  expulsion  from  the  dejjartmeut  by  the  Council. 

Sec.  16.  The  badge  meutioned  in  the  preceding  sections 
sliall  be  made  of  German  silver,  bearing  the  words  "Bay- 
oune  Fire  Department;"'  each  badge  shall  bear  a  distinct 
uuml)er  in  raised  figures  thereon,  of  brass  metal;  said 
badge  shall  be  struck  from  a  metallic  die,  which  shall  be 
the  exclusive  property  of  the  city.  All  badges  shall  be 
placed  in  the  costody  of  the  chief  engineer,  to  be  deli- 
vered as  required  to  the  foreman  of  the  respective  com- 
j^anies,  and  return  again  to  chief  engineer  when  any  per- 
son ceases  to  be  a  member  of  the  department. 

Sec.  17.  Each  and  every  member  shall  be  required  to 
deposit  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  with  the  chief  engineer, 
upon  the  delivery  of  said  badge  to  him,  which  shall  be 
repaid  to  the  depositor  upon  the  return  of  the  badge  to 
the  chief,  in  good  condition,  at  any  time  after  he  shall 
have  ceased  to  be  a  member  of  the  department.  All 
such  badges  shall  be  the  exclusive  property  of  the  city. 

Sec.  18.  The  chief  engineer  shall  keep  in  his  book  a 
register  of  the  badges  so  delivered,  with  the  number  of 
said  badge,  and  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  deli- 
vered and  shall  credit  each  depositor  with  the  sum  paid, 
and  charge  the  said  sum  to  each  person  to  whom  it  shall 
be  returned.  He  shall,  once  in  three  months,  report  to 
the  Council  the  numl)er  of  badges  delivered  and  return- 
ed, aforesaid,  and  the  amount  of  money  so  deposited  and 
so  returned,  and  shall  pay  over  to  the  City  Treasurer  the 
balance  of  such  moneys  remaining  in  his  hands,  if  any, 
at  such  time. 

Sec.  19.  It  shall  be  the  dut}'  of  all  firemen,  as  often  as 
any  fire  shall  break  out  in  this  city,  or  upon  an  alarm  of 
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fire,  to  repair  immediately  to  tlieir  respective  engines  or 
apparatus,  and  convey  the  same  to  the  pLace  where  such 
fire,  or  aharm  of  fire  shall  happen.  They  shall  obey  the 
orders  of  their  foremen  and  the  by-laws  of  their  com- 
pany. 

Sec.  20.  No  person,  or  persons,  other  than  the  mem- 
bers of  the  department,  shall  be  permitted  to  have  ac- 
cess to  the  houses  of  the  respective  fire  companies.  No 
person  or  persoiis,  except  the  members  of  the  company, 
and  persons  accomj^anying  them,  shall  be  permitted  to 
enter  any  of  the  engine  houses,  hook  and  ladder,  or  hose 
houses  in  the  city,  or  to  handle,  or  meddle,  or  disturb 
any  of  the  fire  apparatus,  Avithout  permission  from  an  en- 
gineer or  foreman;  but  the  foregoing  provision  shall  not 
be  deemed  to  apply  to  the  Mayor,  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil; or  persons  accompanying  them,  or  those  they  may 
send,  or  to  any  police  officer  in  discharge  of  his  duty. 

Sec.  21.  No  member  of  the  fire  department  of  the  city, 
shall  use  the  engine,  or  hook  and  ladder,  or  hose  houses 
of  the  city  as  places  of  resort,  or  loitering,  nor  for  any 
social  gathering;  neither  shall  there  be  at  any  time  any 
card  playing,  or  game  or  games  of  any  kind  whatsoever, 
witliin  said  building,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars 
for  each  and  every  offence,  to  be  collected  of  each  and 
every  member,  person  or  persons  found  so  violating  this 
section  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  22.  Every  mend)er  of  tlie  fire  department  shall 
receive  a  certificate  of  membership,  duly  excuted  and 
signed,  and  the  commencement  of  the  term  of  service  of 
each  person,  approved  by  the  Council  as  a  member  of 
the  department,  shall  be  computed  from  the  date  of  such 
CHi'tificate  of  membei-shi]),  and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  ex- 
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cuipilons  jind  privileges  provided  by  law,  and  upon  serv- 
ing- the  term  of  seven  years  consecutively  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  a  certificate  as  an  exempt  fireman,  and  same 
shall  then  be  delivered  to  him,  upon  proper  application 
therefor,  and  upon  payment  of  one  dollar  into  city 
treasury. 

Sec.  23.  Any  person  who  has  been  expelled  from  any 
fire  company  and  whose  expulsion  has  been  confirmed  by 
the  Council,  shall  not  be  allowed  to  join  any  other  com- 
pany, unless  reinstated  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
actual  meml>ers  of  the  (company  from  which  he  was  ex- 
pelled, also  the  confirmation  of  the  Council. 

Sec.  24.  No  fire  apparatus  of  any  kind  shall  be  let  out 
for  hire,  or  loaned  in  any  case  without  permission  in  writ- 
iuo;  from  the  Council.  No  engine,  hose  or  hook  and  lad- 
der house  shall  be  used  any  time  for  any  purpose  other 
tiiau  housing  its  apparatus,  or  the  meeting  of  the  com- 
[)any,  without  permission  from  the  Council ;  prodded,  that 
nothing  contained  in  this,  or  preceding  sections,  shall  be 
construed  to  interfere  with  the  use  of  said  rooms  for  elec- 
tion purposes,  if  the  Council  decide  to  have  them  used 
on  such  occasions. 

Sec.,25.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  members  of  any 
engine,  hook  and  ladder,  hose  or  other  company  belong- 
ing to  the  city,  or  otherwise,  when  returning  from  a  lire 
or  an  alarm  of  fire,  to  draw  any  machine  or  apparatus  to 
which  they  may  be  attached,  faster  than  by  walking  with 
same;  and  it  shall  l^e  the  duty  of  the  foreman  or  the  as- 
sistant foreman  of  each  company  alluded  to  above  to 
prevent  their  members  from  violating  this  section  of  the 
ordinance.  Any  and  every  officer,  or  any  and  every  mem- 
ber of  the  fire  department  of  this  city,  or  any  and  every 
officer,  member,  or  person  connected  with,  or  belonging 
to,  any  other  fire  company,  found  violating  this  section 
of  this  ordinance,  or  detected  in  anv  conduct    that   mar 
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likely  cause  a  l)reacli  of  the  peace,  or  would  tend  to  re- 
flect discredit  ou  tlie  fire  dei^artuient,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  to  the  city  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every 
oifeuce.  Any  enp;ineer  or  assistant  engineer,  any  fore- 
man or  assistant  foreman,  belon<>infi|;  to  the  fire  depart- 
ment, who  shall  not  report  such  viohition  to  the  Council, 
be  it  in  his  or  any  otlier  company,  shall  be  lialde  to  be 
removed  by  the  Council. 

Sec.  26.  When  the  chief  engineer  shall  report  to  the 
Mayor  that  there  are  good  and  sufficient  grounds  of  sus- 
picion that  any  fire  within  said  city  has  been  caused  by 
design,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  to  offer  sucli  re- 
ward as  he  may  deem  advisal)le,  not  exceeding  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars  for  the  discovery  and  apprehen- 
sion of  the  incendiary,  to  be  paid  only  on  the  conviction 
of  the  person  or  persons  so  offending. 

Sec.  27.  That  the  cf)mplement  of  men  allowed  each 
hook  and  ladder  company  shall  be  forty,  each  engine  com- 
pan}^  forty,  and  each  hose  or  bucket  company  thirty,  and 
the  number  shall  not  bo  increased  or  diminished  except 
by  consent  of  the  Council. 

Sec.  28.  Nothing  ccmtained  in  this  ordinance  shall  de- 
])rive  the  Council  at  any  time  of  the  power  to  disband 
an}^  and  all  companies  belonging  to  the  fi^^-e  department 
of  this  city. 

Sec.  29.  All  fines  and  penalties  prescribed  in  this  or- 
dinance, in  any  section  thereof,  shall  be  recovered  before 
the  Recorder  elected  and  residing  in  this  city,  in  the  man- 
ner provided  bylaw,  and  the  forfeiture  so  recovered  shall 
l)e  paid  to  the  Cit}'  Treasurer. 

Sec.  30.  All  previous  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances 
relating  to  the  fire  department  be  and  tliey  are  hereby 
repealed.

To  Regulate  and  Grade  Foupth  Street, 
from  the  westerly  line  of  Ingham 
Avenue  to  the  easterly  line  of  Avenue 
A,  exeept  where  already  graded. 

The  Mayor  and  (htiuciJ  of  the  Cifif  of  Baijoiiue  do  ordain 
as  folloirff  : 

Sec.  1.  That  Fourtli  Street,  from  tlie  westerly  line  of 
lugliani  Avenue  to  the  easterl}^  line  of  Avenue  A,  he  regul- 
ated and  graded,  except  where  already  graded,  as  the 
same  is  laid  down  upon  a  map  made  by  the  Map  and 
Grade  C^ommissioners  of  said  city,  and  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  C'lerk  of  the  City  of  Ba^'onne. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  actual  net  cost  of  said  improvement, 
after  the  completion  thereof,  shall  be  assessed  and  paid 
as  directed  by  "the  Revised  City  Charter.

To  Define  and  Prescribe  the  Duties  of 
the  Recorder,  and  to  Establish  and 
Regulate  Proeeedings  in  the  Record- 
ers Court. 

Tlie  Mayor  kikJ  {'otnicil  of  flit  Ci///  <>/'  Biq/oime  do  onlo'ni 
as  foUoiVs: 

Sec.  1.  The  .Recorder  of  the  City  of  Bayonue  sli.-iU  1)e 
in  atteudance  at  the  court  room  iu  the  City  Hall  })i'()vid- 
ed  for  the  use  of  the  Recorder,  between  the  hours  of 
eight  and  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  each  and  every 
day,  (Sundays  excepted,)  for  the  ])urpose  of  attending  to 
the  business  of  his  court;  he  shall  also  designate  and  fix 
one  day  in  each  Aveek  for  the  trial  of  contested  ca;ises,  to 
which  day,  if  he  deem  it  expedient  or  be  requested  by 
the  defendant  so  to  do,  he  may^  adjourn  the  tri;d  of  any 
cause  arising  out  of  the  infraction  of  a  city  ordinance;  he 
shall  also  give  and  devote  as  much  more  of  his  time  and 
attention  to  the  duties  of  his  oflftce  as  shall  be  necessary 
to  the  faithful  and  full  performance  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  The  Recorder  shall  keep  a  regular  doc  ted  in 
which  he  shall  make  accurate  and  complete  entries  of 
each  and  every  act  done  by  him  in  any  matter  or  cause 
regularly  brought  up  l)efore  him,  immediately  upon  the 
act  being  done,  which  entries  shall  conform  to  the  direc- 
tions and  recpiirements  contained  in  the  laws  of  this  State 
aflecting  entries  in  the  dockets  of  Justice  of  the  Peace, 
as  nearly  as  may  be,  and  shall  at  least  be  as  full  and 
particular. 

Sec.  8.   Before  the  Recorder  shall  issue  any  summons 
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or  warrant,  under  tlie  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  lib 
shall  enter  the  cause  in  his  docket  as  near  as  may  be  in 
the  following  form:

his  answer  to  it ;  it  must  also  set  out  the  names  of  wit- 
nesses examined,  and  the  substance  of  their  testimony. 
The  judgment  when  rendered  against  a  defendant  should 
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1)6  entered  as  follows  us  near  as  may  l)e : 

"Wliereupon  I  gave  judgment  that  the  defendent  has 
forfeited  the  penalty  in  the  ordinance  above  mentioned  set 

forth  by  oft'endiug  against  the section 

thereof  as  complained  of  against  him  and  that  the  plain- 
tiffs do  recover  of  the  defendant  the  snni  of 

dollars  and  also  dollars   and cents  for    their 

costs/' 

Sec.  4.  The  Kecorder  shall  accurately  keep  an  account 
of  all  moneys  received  by  him,  as  penalties  recovered,  or 
I'osts,  in  a  book  ke])t  by  him  for  that  ))urpose  (which  book) 
shall  ])e  furnished  to  him  by  the  citv,  and  shall  be  the 
property  of  the  city,  and  open  for  inspection  at  any  time 
i)y  the  Mayor  or  any  member  of  the  Council;)  he  shall  at 
the  last  regular  meetings  of  the  Council'  held  in  the 
months  of  March,  June,  September  and  December,  trans- 
mit to  said  Council  an  accurate  and  true  account  of  all 
the  moneys  which  have  come  into  his  hands  as  Recorder 
for  the  three  preceding  months  and  at  the  same  time  pay 
over  to  the  City  Treasurer  the  amounts  then  due  from 
him  to  the  city. 

Sec.  5.  The  Recorder  shall  also  keep  a  regular  account 
of  all  the  complaints  made  before  him,  and  of  the  dis- 
position of  each  aud  every  case,  and  when  he  transmits 
his  accounts  of  moneys  coming  into  his  hands  to  the  City 
Council  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  send  in  a  written  report 
showing  the  total  uund)er  of  com] )laints  made  before  him 
for  the  previous  three  months,  what  they  were  for,  and 
how  disposed  of  and  any  other  matters  or  facts  connected 
with  his  office  which  he  may  deem  proper  and  necessary 
to  report. 

Sec.  (').    U})on  coinplaint  being  made  to  the  Recorder  by 
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Hiiy  person  iiiulor  ojitli  or  alKriiiatioii  of  u  violation  of  or 
otfonce  committed  against  any  ordinance  or  part  of  an 
ordinance  of  the  City  of  Bayouue,  whereby  any  person 
shall  be  lial)le  to  any  penalty,  which  complaint  shall 
clearly  set  out  the  offence  char<i;ed  and  the  title,  date  and 
section  of  the  ordinance  alleged  to  have  been  violated  or 
offended  against  and  the  substances  of  such  section,  he 
shall  issue  process  either  in  the  nature  of  the  summons 
or  of  a  warrant  as  to  him  may  seem  most  advisable, 
against  the  person  or  persons  so  violating  or  offending 
against  such  ordinance,  which  process  when  in  the  nature 
of  a  warrant  shall  be  returnable  forthwith,  and  when  in 
the  nature  of  a  summons  be  returnable  in  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  six  days  from  the  issuing  thereof; 
that  such  process  shall  state  what  ordinance  and  what 
section  of  the  ordinance  setting  out  the  same  or  the  sub- 
stance thereof  the  defendant  or  defendants  has  or  have 
violated  or  offended  against;  and  in  what  manner  the 
same  has  been  violated  or  offended  against;  when  the 
process  is  in  the  nature  of  a  summons  it  shall  be  served 
by  one  of  the  constables  of  the  city  ov  by  one  of  the  police 
oflficers  of  the  city,  on  the  defendant  or  defendants,  at 
least  three  days  before  tlie  return  day  thereof,  either 
personalh'  by  reading  the  same  to  said  defendant  or  de- 
fendants and  delivering  to  him,  her  or  them,  a  true  copy 
thereof,  if  he,  she  or  they  may  be  found,  and  if  not  found, 
by  leaving  a  true  copy  thereof,  at  his,  her  of  their  house 
or  houses,  or  place  or  places  of  abode,  in  the  presence  of 
some  member  of  the  family  of  the  age  of  fourteen  years 
or  more,  who  shall  also  be  informed  of  the  contents 
thereof,  and  the  said  officer  shall  on  the  oath  of  his 
office,  endorse  on  the  said  summons  the  time  and  man- 
ner of  serving  the  same  and  sign  his  name  thereto;  and 
if  any  such  defendant  or  defendants  shall  not  appear  at 
the  time  and  place  expressed  in  said  process,  and  it  shall 
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appear  by  the  returu  eutlorsed  tliereou  that  the  said 
process  was  duly  served,  then  the  Recorder  may  proceed 
to  try  the  case,  and  upon  lepjal  evidence  of  a  witness  or 
witnesses  to  enter  jiTd^ment  in  favor  of  the  city  and 
against  the  defendant  or  defendants  for  the  amount  of  the 
penalty  prescribed  by  the  ordinance  or  the  section  of  the 
ordinance  violated  or  offended  against,  and  the  costs  of 
the  suit,  the  same  as  if  said  defendant  or  defendants  was 
or  were  personally  present;  provided,  nevertheless,  that 
nothing  in  this  ordinance  contained,  shall  prevent  the 
Recorder  from  adjourning  said  hearing  upon  reasonable 
canse  assigned,  or  if  he  deem  it  expedient  so  to  do,  being 
for  any  length  of  time  not  exceeding  thirty  days  from  the 
return  day  of  the  summons  and  warrants  or  Avarrant. 

Sec.  7.  Where  the  process  used  is  in  the  nature  of  a 
Avarrant,  the  constable  or  police  officer  shall  serve  the 
same  by  taking  the  body  or  bodies  of  the  offenders  in 
custody  and  convey  him,  her  or  them,  before  the  Recor- 
der to  answer  the  complaint ;  said  process  shall  be  returned 
in  the  same  manner  as  far  as  circumstances  jnay  admit, 
as  warrants  for  the  arrest  issued  out  of  the  courts  for  the 
trial  of  small  causes  are  returned. 

Sec.  8.  If  on  the  return  of  the  process,  the  Recorder 
shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  the  hearing  or  the  charge  made  and 
so  orders,  the  defendant  or  defendants  named  therein 
shall  enter  into  recognizance  as  near  as  maybe  in  the  man- 
ner directed  by  the  laws  of  this  State  in  the  courts  for  the 
trial  of  small  causes,  in  the  amount  of  penalty  named  in 
the  process,  or  any  proceedings  to  be  brought  for  the  re- 
covery of  the  same,  with  such  surity  as  may  be  approved 
of  by  the  Recorder,  unto  the  Mayor  and  (Jouncil  of  the 
City  of  Bayonne,  for  his,  her  or  their  appearance  on  the 
day  to  which  said  hearing  may  be  adjourned,  and  in  de- 
fault of  snch  appearance,  the    said   recognizance  may  be 
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niif^lit  liave  been  if  tlie  said  recognizance  had  been  taken 
in  a  preceding  in  courts  for  tlie  trial  of  small  causes. 

Hec.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  constable  or  police 
officer  who  has  served  anv  process  as  aforesaid  to  be  in 
attendance  at  the  Recorder's  Court  at  the  time  when  the 
-^ame  is  returnable,  and  to  await  and  carry  into  execution 
any  further  order  the  Recorder  may  desire  to  make  to 
liim  in  the  cause. 

Sec.  10.  On  the  return  of  said  process,  or  at  the  time  to 
Avhich  tlie  Recorder,  shall  have  adjourned  the  hearing  as 
aforesaid,  the  Recorder  after  having  read  oi-*caused  to  be 
read  the  complaint  to  the  defendant  or  defendants,  and 
made  note  on  his  docket  of  so  doing,  and  of  the  answer 
or  answers  of  said  defendant  or  defendants,  shall  proceed 
to  hear  the  testimony  and  to  give  judgment  in  the  matter 
without  tlie  filing  of  any  pleadings,  and  upon  being  satis- 
fied by  legal  evidence,  or  the  confession  of  the  defendant 
or  defendants,  that  any  ordinance  or  part  of  ordinance 
has  been  violated  or  offended  against,  he  shall  render 
judgment  against  the  defendant  charged  therewith  in  the 
amount  of  the  penalty  named  in  the  said  ordinance  or 
part  of  ordinance,  and  the  costs  of  the  proceedings. 

8p:c.  11.  When  a  penalty  sought  to  be  recovered  as 
aforesaid,  shall  exceed  twenty  dollars,  the  Recorder  shall, 
if  so  requested  by  the  defendant  or  defendants,  grant  a 
trial  by  jury,  to  be  conducted  in  the  manner  that  cases 
are  now  triable  by  jury  in  courts  for  the  trial  of  small 
causes,  and  also  on  appeal,  as  in  causes  where  an  appeal 
may  now  be  had  in  courts  for  the  trial  of  small  causes. 

Sec.  12.  Immediately  upon  the  rendering  of  a  judgment 
as  aforesaid,  the  Recorder  shall  issue  to  any  constable  of 
the  City  of  Bayonne  an  execution  against  the  goods   and 
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chattels  aiirl  as^aiDst  the  body  or  bodies  of  the  defendants^ 
in  form  as  near  as  may  he  to  an  execution  issued  out  of 
the  courts  f(n-  the  trial  of  sm;dl  causes  against  the  goods 
and  chattels  and  tlie  body  of  a  defendant.  Upon  receipt 
of  an  execution  the  constable  sliall  immediately  proceed 
thereunder  in  the  same  manner  in  which  he  woukT  under 
a  similar  execution  issued  oat  of  a  court  for  the  trial  of 
small  causes,  cxcejit  that  if  he  takes  tlie  body  or  bodies 
of  the  defendant  or  defendants  in  custody  he  shall  convey 
him,  her  or  them  to  the  city  jail  of  the  City  of  Bayonne, 
and  place  him,  her  or  them  in  the  custody  of  the  police 
officer  in  charge  thereof  (and  deliver  to  said  police  officer 
a  true  copy  of  the  said  execution),  to  be  there  confined 
till  he,  she  or  they  be  discharged  or  released  by  order  of 
the  court  or  Council,  or  by  due  process  of  law. 

Sec.  13.  Every  person  summoned  as  a  jurer  or  sub- 
p<ened  as  a  witness  by  the  Reccnxler  shall  appear  before 
the  Recorder  at  the  time  stated  in  th3  writ,  and  shall  act 
as  a  jurer,  or  give  evidence,  as  required  l)y  the  writ,  under 
the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  refusal  or  neglect 
so  to  do. 

Sec.  14:.  The  officer  or  officers  Avho  shall  perform  any 
of  the  duties  required  of  him  or  them  by  this  ordinance 
shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  for  such  of  the 
following  services  performed  by  him  or  them  the  fees 
below  prescribed  for  the  same,  and  no  more,  which  fees 
are  to  be  collected  together  with  the  penalty  from  the 
defendant  or  defendants  by  execution  as  is  above  provided.

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AN    ORDINANCE 

Regulating  Inns  and  Taverns,  Restau- 
rants and  Beep  Saloons,  Restaurants, 
'and  Beep  Saloons. 

Tlte  Mayor  unci   Council  of  the  City  of  Bayo^ine  do  ordain 
as  foUoivs : 

Sec.  1.  The  Council  may,  by  resolutiou,  passed  by  at 
least  a  majority  of  concurring  yotes  and  approved  by  the 
Mayor,  or  by  such  action  as  becomes  necessary  in  cases 
of  non-approval  by  him  of  ordinances,  or  resolutions  af- 
fecting the  city,  license  any  male  inhabitant  or  inhabi- 
tants of  the  City  of  Bayonne  to  keep  an  inn  and  tavern, 
or  to  keep  a  restaurant  and  beer  saloon,  or  either,  where 
spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors  may  be  sold,  within 
said  city,  in  the  manner  and  upon  the  terms  provided  for 
by  this  ordinance.  The  yeas  and  nays  upon  the  package 
of  such  resolutions  shall  in  all  cases  be  recorded  upop 
the  minutes. 

Sec.  2.  No  license  to  keep  an  inn  and  tavern,  restau- 
rant and  beer  saloon,  or  either,  shall  be  granted,  except 
uj)ou  the  recommendation  in  writing  of  the  party  mak- 
ing application  therefor,  by  at  least  ten  freeholders,  re- 
siding and  owning  real  estate  in  the  city  of  Bayonne,  who 
shall  not  have  recommended  for  license  am^  other  person, 
who  at  the  time  of  the  presentation  of  such  recommend- 
ation is  awaiting  the  action  of  the  Board  of  (^ouncilmen 
upon  an  application  for  a  license;  provided,  that  such  free- 
holders or  any  of  them  shall  not  be  themselves  applicants 
for  or  keepers  of  an  inn  and  tavern  or  restaurant  and 
beer  saloon  or  either. 

Sec.  3.  Every  such  license  shall  expire  and  be  utterly 
void   and  of  no  effect  on  and  after  the    first  day  of  June 
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next  ensuing  the  date  of  said  license;  and  where  a  license 
is  granted  to  go  into  effect  on  the  first  da}^  of  June  next 
ensuing,  after  the  granting  thereof,  said  license  shall  be 
dated  and  issued  on  said  first  day  of  June. 

Sec.  4.  The  price  of  a  license  to  keep  an  inn  and  tavern 
shall  be  seventy-five  dollars,  and  for  a  license  to  keep  a 
restaurant  and  beer  saloon,  or  either,  where  spirituous  or 
intoxicating  liquors  may  be  sold,  the  charge  shall  be  fifty 
dollars.  Each  applicant  for  a  license  shall,  at  the  time 
he  hands  in  his  application,  deposit  five  dollars  with  the 
City  Clerk,  which  sum,  if  his  lisense  be  granted,  will  be 
credited  on  the  amount  required  by  this  section  to  be 
paid  for  said  license. 

Sec.  5.  Every  license  to  keep  an  inn  and  tavern  shall  be 
sealed  with  the  corporate  seal,  signed  by  the  Mayor  and 
attested  by  the  City  Clerk,  and  shall  be  in  the  words  fol- 
lowing : 

Bayonne  City,  to  wit: 

The  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of  Bayonne  do  here- 
by allow  and  license of  the Ward  of 

the  City  of  Bayonne  to  keep  an  inn  and  tavern  in  the 
house  (designating,  describing  it,)  from  the  date  thereof 
until  the  first  day  of  June  next  ensuing,  unless  sooner  re- 
voked, upon  condition  nevertheless  that  the  said 

shall  during  said  term  keep  and  observe  all  the  laws  of 
this  State  and  ordinances  of  the  city,  and  shall  keep  said 
inn  and  tavern  closed  upon  the  Christian  Sabbath,  except 
for  the  entertainment  of  travelers. 

In  witness  whereof  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  of  Bay- 
onne is  hereunto  affixed  and  these  presents  are  signed  by

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And  every  license  to  keep  a  restaurant  and  beer  saloon 
(or  either,  as  the  case  may  be)  as  aforesaid,  and  sliall  be 
in  the  words  following; 

City  of  Bayonue,  to  Avit: 

The  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of  Bayonue  do  here- 
by allow  and   license of  the Ward  of 

the  City  of  Bayonue,  to  keep  a  restaurant  and  beer  saloon 
(or  either;  as  the  case  may  be)  where  spirituous  or  intox- 
icating liquors  may  be  sold,  in  the  house  (specifying  and 
describing  it)  from  the  date  hereof  Tintil  the  first  day  of 
June  next  ensuing,  unless  sooner  revoked,  upon  condition 

nevertheless  that  the  said shall  during  said 

term  keep  and  oliserve  all  the  laws  of  the  State  and  or- 
dinances of  the  city ;  and  shall  keep  said  restaurant  and 
beer  saloon  (or  either,  as  the  case  may  be)  closed  on  the 
Christian  Sabbath. 

In  witness  whereof  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  of  Bay- 
onue is  hereunto  affixed  and  these  presents  are  signed  by 

the  Mayor  and  attested  by  the  City  Clerk  this

Sec.  6.  No  license  shall  entitle  any  persen  to  keep  an 
inn  and  tavern  or  restaurant  and  beer  saloon,  or  either, 
in  any  other  place  than  that  which  is  designated  in  said 
license,  nor  shall  the  same  be  assigned  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  Council  of  said  city. 

Sec.  7.  The  Council  may  revoke  or  annul  any  such  li- 
cense which  shall  be  granted,  incase  the  person  so  licensed 
shall  either  personally  or  by  his  agents,  attorneys  or 
servants,  offend  against  any  part  of  this  ordinance,  or  of 
any  supplements  hereto  which  may  hereafter  be  enacted, 
or  any  law  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  applicable  to  the 
sale  of  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors. 
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Sec.  8.  A  true  and  correct  list  of  all  licenses  which 
shall  be  granted  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be 
kept  by  the  City  Clerk,  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that 
purpose,  which  book  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of 
all  persons  desirous  to  see  the  same,  and  which  book 
shall  also  contain  a  full  and  correct  record  of  all  proceed- 
ings had  in  respect  to  each  license  granted. 

Sec.  9.  Every  person  licensed  under  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  shall  cause  his  license  to  be  kept  in  a  con- 
spicuous place  behind  his  bar,  in  plain  sight,  under  the 
penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  every  neglect  so  to  do. 

Sec,  10.  Every  person  licensed  under  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  to  keep  an  inn  and  tavern,  shall  cause  the 
name  of  the  house  where  such  inn  and  tavern  shall  be 
kept  to  be  posted  on  some  conspicuous  part  of  said  bull- 
ing; and  the  word  "licensed"  to  occupy  a  space  of  not 
less  than  ten  inches  in  length,  shall  be  painted  or  exhibit- 
ed on  or  about  the  main  entrance,  under  the  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  for  every  neglect  so  to  do. 

Sec.  11.  Every  person  licensed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  to  keep  a  restaurant  and  beer  saloon, 
or  either,  shall  cause  the  words  "licensed  restaurant  and 
beer  saloon,"  "licensed  restaurant,"  or  "licensed  beer 
saloon,"  as  the  case  may  be,  to  be  placed  on  or  at  the 
main  entrance  on  the  outside  of  the  building,,  under  the 
penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  every  neglect  so  to  do. 

Sec.  12.  No  person  or  persons  shall  on  the  Christian 
Sabbath,  on  the  first  day  of  the  week,  commonly  called 
Sunday,  either  personally  or  by  his  agents,  attorneys  or 
servants,  sell,  furnish,  or  expose  for  sale,  or  cause  to  be  sold, 
furnished  or  exposed  for  sale,  any  ale,  cider,  lager  beer  or 
other  beer,  or  spirituous  or  iutoxicatingliquorsof  any  kind, 
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mixed  or  uumixed,  in  auy  pbiee  witliiu  the  limits  of  tlic, 
C^ity  of  Bayonne,  under  tlie  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for 
eacL  offence. 

Sec.  13.  No  person  or  persoiis  licensed  to  keep  an  inn 
and  tavern  as  aforesaid,  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of 
Bayonne,  shall  keep  open  such  inn  and  tavern  on  the 
Christian  Sabhath,  or  on  the  first  day  of  the  -week  com- 
monly called  Sunday,  except  for  the  entertainment  of 
travelers,  and  shall  not  permit  on  the  day  aforesaid  auy 
uumher  of  persons  therein  to  congregate  and  cause  dis- 
turbance, under  the  penalty  of  twenty  (h)llars  for  each 
offence. 

Sec.  14.  No  person  or  persons  licensed  to  keep  a  restaii- 
rant  and  beer  saloon,  ov  either,  as  aforesaid,  within  the 
limits  of  the  City  of  ]3ayonne,  shall  keep  open  restaurant 
or  saloon  on  the  C^hristain  Sabl)ath,  or  first  day  of  the 
week  commonly  called  Sunday,  under  the  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Sec.  15.  No  person,  whether  proprietor  or  owner  of  an 
inn  and  tavern,  restaurant  and  beer  saloon,  restaurant,  or 
beer  saloon,  or  clerk,  agent,  servant  or  representative  of 
the  proprietor  or  owner  thereof,  or  any  other  person  shall 
expose  for  sale,  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Bayonne 
any  ale,  cider,  porter,  lager  beer,  or  other  malt  liquor,  or 
any  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquor,or  any  mixed  liquors, 
part  of  which  is  intoxicating,  (except  licensed  druggists 
and  their  clerks,  upon  the  prescription  of  a  practicing 
physician)  in  less  quantity  than  one  gaUon,  no  part  of 
which  shall  be  drunk  on  the  premises,  unless  the  pro- 
prietor or  owner  of  said  inn  and  tavern,  restaurant  and 
beer  sahxm,  restaurant,  or  beer  saloon,  or  any  other  per- 
son, shall  at  the  time  of  such  sale  or  exposure  for  sale,  be 
licensed  as  hereinbefore  [)roviiled,  and  his  license  omspicu- 
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ously  posted  holiiiid  tlie  har  and  in  plain  si_L!;lit,  and  the 
words  "licensed,"  "licensed  restaurant  and  beer  salo()n," 
"licensed  restaurant,"  or  "licensed  beer  saloon,"  as  the 
case  may  be,  be  placed  over  at  the  main  entrance  (m  the 
outside  of  the  buildinfj;,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  under 
the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

8ec.  1(5.  The  terra  restaurant  and  beer  saloon,  or  either, 
shall  not  be  taken  or  construed  to  mean  a. place  where 
spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors  are  alone  sold,  but  that 
the  same  be  taken  and  construed  to  mean  only  such  places 
where  travelers  may  be  supplied,  at  all  proper  times, 
with  such  meals,  or  food,  as  they  may  require. 

Sec.  17.  Any  penalty  arisin<^  under  this  ordinance  may 
he  recovered  before  the  Recorder  of  the  (Jity  of  Bayonne 
in  the  maner  provided  by  the  city  charter  and  ordinances, 
which  penalty,  when  recovered,  shall  be  paid  into  the  city 
treasury;  and  it  shall  be  the  special  duty  of  the  constables 
and  policemen  of  the  city  to  make  complaints  to  the  said 
Recorder,  of  the  violations  of  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance. 

Sec.  18.  The  City  Clerk  shall  be  paid  one  dollar  and 
lifty  cents  for  drawing  each  license,  which  shall  be  paid 
by  the  applicant  therefor  when  the  license  is  belivered. 

Sec.  19.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  contained  shall  be 
construed  to  grant  j)ermission  to  any  person  to  exercise 
any  of  the  privileges  granted  under  a  license  until  the 
license  shall  be  first  had,  obtained  and  displayed,  and  if 
said  license  be  not  paid  for  and  taken  by  the  applicant 
therefor  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  when  the  license 
Avas  granted,  upon  the  expiration  of  the  said  thirty  days 
it  shall  become  null,  void,  and  of  no  effect. 

Sec. '20.  Immediately  upon  a  license  as  aforesaid  b;^iug 
o-ranted,  it  shall  be  the  dut^•  of  the  City  Clerk  to  make  the 
same  out  and  have  it  jiorperly  executed,  and  to  j)1a'.-e  it  in 
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the  hands  of  the  Collector  of  Reveuiie,  who  upon  receipt 
of  the  price  thereof  us  prescribed  hy  this  ordiuauce  and 
of  the  fee  allowed  to  the  City  CUerk  for  making  out  said 
license,  from  the  person  to  whom  the  same  was  granted, 
shall  deliver  the  same  to  him.  If  the  license  be  not  j)aid 
for  and  taken  out  by  the  applicant  therefor  Avithin  thirty 
days  from  the  date  when  the  same  was  granted,  the  Col- 
lector of  Revenue  shall  return  the  same  to  the  City  Clerk, 
who  shall  notify  the  Council  of  the  same  at  its  next  regu- 
lar meeting. 

Sec.  21.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  regu- 
lating inns  and  tavern,  restaurant  and  beer  saloons  res- 
taurants, and  beer  saloons,  and  the  varies  supplements 
thereto,  heretofore  enacted,  are  hereby  repealed.

To  prevent  Geese,  Dueks,  and  other 
fowls  from  running  at"  large,  and 
to  provide  for  the  innpounding  and 
sale  of  the  same. 

The  JJ(i//()f  (111(1  CoKiicil  of  the  Cltij  of  Bdi/omic  Jo  ordain 
(IS  folloir.s: 

Sec.  1.  xllf^-eese,  ducks  ;iud  other  fowls  found  ruimiu^- 
at  large  witliiu  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Bayomie,  may  be 
taken  by  auy  person  or  persons  to  any  one  of  the  public 
pinmds  of  said  city,  whereupon  it  shall  lie  the  duty  of  the 
pound  keeper  of  the  pound  to  which  any  such  fowl  or 
fowls  shall  be  taken,  to  receive  and  confine  the  same  and 
to  pay  to  the  said  person  or  persons  who  shall  so  bring 
said  fowl  or  fowls  to  him,  ten  cents  for  each  fowl,  and  all 
fowls  so  impounded  shall  be  held  until  they  shall  be 
lawfully  sold,  or  until  they  shall  be  redeemed. 

Sec.  2.  If  the  owner  of  any  fowl  so  impounded  shall 
apply  to  the  pouudkeeper  for  the  redemption  of  the  same 
and  shall  tender  to  the  pound  keeper  seventy-five  cents 
for  each  goose,  and  twenty-five  cents  for  each  other  fowl, 
then  such  fowl  or  fowls  shall  be  delivered  to  the  owner 
thereof. 

Sec.  3.  All  impounded  fowls  not  redeemed  as  provided 
in  section  two  of  this  ordinance  within  four  days  from  the 
date  of  the  commencement  of  the  impounding  of  the  same; 
shall  be  sold  at  public  auction  to  the  highest  bidder, 
provided  that  three  day's  notice  of  the  said  sale  be  first 
given,  which  notice  shall  contain  a  short  description  of 
each    fowl  to  be  sold  at  the   sale,  and  shall  be    conspicu- 
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<nisly  posted  on  or  uetir  the  pound  in  whii-li  suid  fowl  (tr 
fowls  shall  be  confined,  and  also  in  four  public  places,  in 
the  City  of  Bavonne,  one  of  which  shall  be  in  the  C'itv 
Clerk's  office  of  said  city. 

Sec.  4.  Upon  a])plication  to  liini  l)y  the  owner  of  any 
fowl  or  fowls  as  aforesaid  sold,  within  thirty  days  after 
the  sale,  it  shall  l)e  the  duty  of  the  pound  kee})er  who 
made  the  sale,  after  deducting  from  the  proceeds  of  said 
sale  sufficient  to  pay  all  fees  in  this  ordinance  above  men- 
tioned and  provided  for  and  in  addition  thereto  tAventy- 
five  cents,  for  selling  each  fowl,  and  fifty  cents,  or  pro- 
portionate part  thereof  for  drawing  and  posting  notices  of 
sale,  to  pay  the  balance  of  the  proceeds  of  said  sale  to 
said  owner. 

Sec.  o.  If  the  owner  of  any  fowl  or  fowls  sold  as  afore- 
said shall  not  apply  to  the  pouudkeeper  who  made  the 
sale,  for  the  balance  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  mention- 
ed in  the  fourth  section  of  this  ordinance,  within  thirty 
days  after  the  sale,  then  and  in  such  case  the  said  pound- 
keeper  shall  pay  said  balance  into  the  City  Treasury. 

Sec.  6.  The  owner  of  any  fowl  or  the  person  or  persons 
who  may  have  last  owned  any  fowl,  wdio  shall  allow  saitl 
fowl  to  run  at  large  in  the  City  of  Bayonne,  or  through 
whose  negligence  said  fowl  may  run  at  large,  shall  for

Sec.  8.  If  any  person  shall  rescne  or  attempt  to  rescue 
from  the  custody  of  any  person  who  shall  be  driving  or 
taking  such  fowl  or  fowls  to  the  pound,  he,  she,  or  they, 
so  offending,  shall  for  each  fowl  so  rescued  or  attempted 
to  be  rescued,  be  subject  to  the  payment  or  a  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  before  the 
Recorder  of  said  city,  in  the  manner  provided  for  by  the 
city  charter.

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AN    ORDINANCE 

To  Regulate  the  Sale,  Storage  and  keep- 
ing of  Gunpowder  and  other  Explo- 
sive and  Dangerous  Materials,  within 
the  linaits  of  the  City  of  Bayonne. 

The  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of  Bayonne,  do  ordain 
as  follows : 

Sec.  1.  That  uo  persciu  or  persons  shall  sell  or  expose 
for  sale  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Bayonne,  any 
gunpowder  without  having  first  obtained  a  license  from 
the  Major  and  Council  of  the  City  of  Bayonne  as  here- 
inafter provided,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for 
each  oifence. 

Sec.  2.  That  no  person  or  persons  shall  keep,  store,  or 
have  in  their  possession  or  ciistody,  gunpowder  within 
the  limits  of  the  City  of  Bayonne,  in  a  greater  quantity 
than  fifteen  pounds  at  any  one  place,  under  a 
penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  day  said  gunpowder  is 
so  kept,  stored  or  had  in  his,  lier  or  their  posession  or 
custody. 

Sec.  3.  That  before  any  person  or  persons  shall  sell  or 
expose  for  sale  any  gunpowder  within  the  limits  of  the 
City  of  Bayonne,  he,  she  or  they  shall  make  application 
to  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of  Bayonne  for  a 
license  so  to  do,  which  application  shall  be  signed  by  at 
least  five  freeholders  resident  in  the  City  of  Bayonne, and 
shall  not  be  "Tinted  until  the  next  stated  meetinii:  of  the 
Council  after  the  said  application  is  received.  The  Coun- 
cil may  grant  such  license  by  a  resc^lution  passed  l)y  at 
least  a  majority  of  concurring  votes  and  approved  by  the 
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Mayor,  or  by  such  action  as  becomes  iiecessary 
ill  cases  of  iionapproval  by  him  of  ordinances  or 
resolutions  aftecting  the  city.  Such  license  shall 
be  valid  for  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  granting 
thereof.  The  yeas  and  nays  upon  the  passage  of  such 
resolution  shall  in  all  cases  be  recorded  upon  the 
minutes.  Before  any  licenses  so  granted  shall  be  valid, 
it  must  be  first  taken  out  and  paid  for,  and  hung  up  in  a 
conspicuous  place  in  the  premises  where  the  applicant 
Carries  on  or  intends  to  carry  on  the  business  of  selling 
gunpowder.  Every  license  so  granted  shall  be  sealed 
with  the  corporate  seal  signed  by  the  Mayor  attested  by 
the  City  Clerk..  The  Council  may  revoke  or  annul  any 
such  license  granted,  in  case  the  person  or  persons  so 
licensed  shall  ofiend  against  any  part  of  this  ordinance.

stored  or  had  in  his,  her  or  their  posession  or  custody. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  or  persons  shall  sell  or  expose  for 
sale  any  fire  Avorks  of  any  kind  or  description,  within  the 
limits  f)f  the  City  of  Bayonne,  unless  he,  she  or  they  shall 
have  first  obtained  from  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City 
of  Bayonne  a  permit  so  to  do,  which  permit  shall  be  grant-

To  regulate  the  use  of  the  publie  docks 
and  Wharves  and  to  regulate  and 
establish  rates  of  doekage  and  storage 
thereat. 

T]>e  Mayor  and  ('oiincil  of  the  ('ifyoj'  Bayoit/K'  do  ordain 
as  foUoivs: 

Sec.  1-.  That  the  Street  Commissioner  shall  have  a  gen- 
eral superintendence  and  care  of  all  docks  and  wharves 
now  owned  by  the  City  of  Bayonne,  or  which  it  may  here- 
after acquire,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  see  that  the  sauio 
are  not  improperly  obstructed  or  encumbered;  he  shall 
also  from  time  to  time  report  to  the  Council  what  improve- 
ments or  repairs  are  necessary  to  any  of  said  docks  or 
wharves;  he  shall  also  collect  or  cause  to  be  collected 
all  monies  due  to  the  city  for  the  use  of  said  docks  and 
wharves,  and  at  the  expiration  of  each  quarter  of  a  year 
pay  the  same  into  the  city  treasury,  and  report  the 
amount  collected  during  said  quarter  to  the  Council. 

Sec.  2.  The  folloAving  shall  be  the  rates  or  charges  for

All  other  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  not  herein 
enumerated,  the  same  rates  as  the  class  of  goods  above 
enumerated,  which  comes  nearest  in  character  to  such 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise. 

For  all  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  remaining  on  the 
public  dock,  for  each  and  every  day  such  goods,  wares  or 
merchandise  shall  remain  after  the  expiration  of  48  hours 
from  the  time  the  same  shall  be  commenced  to  be  placed 
thereon,  the  sum  of  10  cents  per  ton  per  day  for  all  goods 
charged  for  by  the  ton  for  landing ;  lumber  five  cents  per 
thousand  feet  per  day  ;  all  other  goods  to  be  charged  per 
day ;  half  rates  charged  for  landing. 

All  applications  for  berths  must  be  made  to  the  collec- 
tor of  wharfage. 

The  same  rates  to  be  charged  for  all  goods,  wares  and 
merchandise  shipped  from  said  wharves  as  is  charged 
for  landing  at  said  wharves. 

Sec.  3.  No  goods,  wares,  merchandise  or  materials 
landed  on  said  docks  or  wharves  shall  be  removed  there- 
from by  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever  until  all 
charges  for  dockage  or  wharfage,  demurrage  and  storage 
shall  have  been  fully  paid  under  the  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  offence,  said  penalty  to  be  recovered 
before  the  Recorder  of  the  City  of  Bayonne  in  the  man- 
ner provided  by  the  revised  charter  of  said  city,  which 
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penalty    when    recovered    shall    be    paid    into   the    citv 
treasury. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  or  persons  shall  make  any  use  of  any 
public  dock  or  wharf  belonging  to  the  city  without  making 
payment  therefor  to  the  Street  Commissioner  as  above  pro- 
vided at  the  time  of  said  use  under  the  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  offence  to  be  recovered  in  the  manner 
provided  for  in  the  third  section  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  5.  The  Street  Commissioner  shall  have  the  power 
to  assign  positions  at  said  public  docks  and  wharves  to 
the  various  vessels  making  use  of  the  same  and  generally 
to  regulate  the  use  thereof  by  resonable  and  lawful 
rules  and  regulations.  Any  person  or  persons  disobey- 
ing or  disregarding  the  orders  or  regulations  of  the  Street 
Commissioner  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars;  to  be  /recovered  in  the  manner  provided  in  the 
third  section  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  6.  All  ^vessels  making  temporary  landings  at  or 
mooring  to  said  docks  or  wharves  without  discharging  or 
receiving  cargo  shall  be  charged  1  cent  per  ton  per  day 
or  any  part  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  All  vessels  laying  and  occupying  outside  berth, 
shall  pay  one-half  the  regular  rates  of  wharfage.

To  prevent  horses,  cattle;  sheep,  swine, 
dogs,  goats  and  all  other  animals  from 
runningat  large,  and  to  provide  for  the 
impounding  and  sale  of  the  same. 

The  31ayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of  Bayon}ie  do  ordahi 
as  folloivs : 

Sec.  1.  That  two  or  more  poundkeepers  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board  of  Councilmen  annually,  who  shall 
be  residents  of  the  City  of  Bayonne,  and  shall  hold  their 
offices  until  the  first  Monday  of  May  next  after  their 
appointment,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  end  of 
their  term  and  until  others  are  appointed  and  qualified 
in  their  stead,  or  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board 
of  Councilmen. 

Sec.  2.  Each  poundkeeper  shall,  immediately  on  his 
qualification  to  office,  provide  himself  with  a  suitable 
pound  as  the  Council  may  direct,  which  pound  he  shall 
maintain  without  charge  or  expense  to  the  city  and  report 
the  location  of  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Councilmen  at 
its  next  meeting  and,  upon  the  location  of  said  pound 
being  approved  by  the  Board  of  Council,  it  shall  become 
a  public  pound  and  its  location  shall  not  be  changed  dur- 
ing said  Poundkeeper's  continuance  in  office  without  the 
consent  of  the  Board  of  Councilmen. 

Sec.  3.  Each  Poundkeeper  shall,  immediately  on  his 
qualification  to  office,  provide  himself,  at  his  own  cost, 
with  a  proper  book  in  which  he  shall  keep  the  account 
and  register  mentioned  in  the  fourth  Section  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 
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Sec.  4  Each  Pouudkeeper  shall  keep  a  register  of  each 
animal  impounded  in  his  pound  together  with  the  name 
of  the  person  or  names  of  the  persons  impounding  it,  and 
also  the  name  of  the  owner  or  names  of  the  owners  of 
each  animal  impounded,  if  the  same  can  be  ascertained 
and  lie  shall  also  keep  a  register  and  account  of  all  the 
fees  received  by  him  and  he  shall  keep  said  register  open 
at  all  proper  times  for  inspection  by  any  one  interested 
in  the  same  and  he  shall  make  quarter  yearly  returns  of 
the  facts  which  he  is  required  to  keep  in  said  register 
and  account  to  the  Board  of  Councilmen,  and  at  the  end 
of  his  term  of  "office  deposit  the  book  containing  said 
register  and  account  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk  that 
ifc  may  there  remain  the  property  of  the  city. 

Sec.  5.  All  horses,  cattle,  sheep,  swine,  dogs,  goats  and 
other  animals  found  running  at  large  within  the  city  limits 
may  be  taken  by  any  person  or  persons  to  any  one  of  the 
public  pounds  of  said  city  whereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Pouudkeeper  of  the  pound  to  which  any  such 
animal  or  animals  shall  be  so  taken  to  receive  and  con^ 
fine  the  same,  and  after  ascertaining  the  name  of  the 
person  or  persons  bringing  said  animal  or  animals,  to 
pay  to  the  said  person  or  persons  bringing  said  animal 
or  animals  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  animal, 
and  all  animals  so  impounded  shall  be  held  until  they 
shall  be  lawfully  sold  or  untill  they  shall  be  redeemed. 

Sec.  6.  The  Pouudkeeper  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
for  his  services  in  impounding  every  animal  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  cents  and  shall  furthermore  receive  for  his 
labor  and  costs  in  furnishing  sustenance  for  every  such 
animal  so  impounded  the  sum  of  forty  cents  for  each  horse, 
co^^■,  ox,  or  bull  for  every  twenty-finir  hours  and  the  sum 
of  ten  cents  for  everv  tAventv-four   hours   for  each    other 
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animal  so  long  as  said  animals  remain  in  liis  cliarge  and 
until  tliey  shall  be  lawfully  sold  or  redeemed  as  herein- 
after provided. 

Sec.  7.  If  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  animal  so 
impounded  shall  apply  to  the  Poundkeeper  for  the 
redemption  of  the  same  and  shall  render  to  the  Pound- 
keeper  fifty  cents,  together  with  said  Poundkeeper's  legal 
charges  for  providing  for  the  sustenance  of  said  animal, 
then  such  animal  shall  be  delivered  to  the  owner  thereof. 

Sec.  8.  All  impounded  animals  not  redeemed  as  pro- 
vided in  section  7  of  this  ordinance  within  four  days 
from  the  date  of  the  commencement  of  the  impounding 
of  the  same,  shall  be  sold  at  public  auction,  to  the  highest 
bidder,  provided  that  three  days  notice  of  the  said  sale 
shall  be  first  given,  which  notice  shall  contain  a  short 
description  of  each  animal  to  be  sold  at  the  sale,  and  shall 
be  conspicuously  posted  on  or  near  the  pound  in  which 
said  animal  or  animals  shall  be  confined,  and  also  in  four 
public  places  in  the  City  of  Bayonne,  one  of  which  shall 
be  the  City  Clerk's  office  of  said  city.  And  provided 
further  that  should  the  highest  bid  received  upon  the  sale 
of  any  goat  or  goats  not  equal  in  amount  to  all  the  expense 
incurred  by  the  impounding,  sustenance  and  sale  of  each 
of  them,  then  said  goat  or  goats  shall  be  purchased  by 
the  Poundkeeper  for  the  city  and  which  shall  thereby 
become  the  legal  owner  of  said  goat  or  goats,  which  goat 
or  goats  shall  be  forthwith  killed  and  disposed  of  or 
buried  by  said  Poundkeeper,  who  shall  receive  therefor 
the  additional  sum  of  thirty  cents  for  every  goat  thus 
killed  and  disposed  of  or  buried. 

Sec.  9.  Upon  application  to  him  by  the  owner  of  any 
animal  or  animals  as   aforesaid  sold   within  thirtv  davs 
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after  the  sale,  it  sliall  be  tlie  duty  of  tlie  Poundkeeper  who 
made  the  sale,  deducting  from  the  proceeds  of  said  sale 
a  sufficient  sum  to  pay  all  fees  in  this  ordinance  above 
mentioned  add  provided  for,  and  in  addition  thereto, 
fifty  cents  for  said  Poundkeeper's  services  in  all  things 
relative  to  the  sale  of  said  animal  or  each  of  said  animals, 
to  pay  the  balance  of  the  proceeds  of  said  sale  to  said 
(^wner. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Poundkeeper  on 
making  delivery  of  any  animal  so  impounded  before  sale, 
or  on  any  payment  of  surplus  money  after  sale,  to  obtain 
from  the  person  or  persons  claiming  the  same,  his,  her  or 
their  name  or  names  and  residence,  and  once  in  each 
month  to  report  to  the  City  Attorney  the  same  and  the 
names  of  all  persons  claiming  any  animal  or  animals  so 
impounded,  the  date  when  the  same  were  left,  the  date 
when  the  same  were  sold  or  redeemed,  and  the  names  of 
the  persons  leaving  the  same  at  the  pound. 

Sec.  11.  If  the  owner  of  any  animal  sold  as   aforsaid 

shall  not  apply   to  the  Poundkeeper  who  made  the   sale 

for  the  balance  of  the  proceeds   of  sale  mentioned  in  the 

ninth   section  of  this  ordinance,  within  thirty  days   after 

the  sale,  then  and   in   such  case  the   said  Poundkeeper 

f  .  .  . 

shall  pay  said  balance  into  the  city  treasury. 

Sec.  12.  The  owner  or  possessor  of  any  animal  or  any 
person  harboring  the  same,  who  shall  allow,  permit  or 
suffer  said  animal  to  run  at  large  in  the  City  of  Bayonne, 
or  through  whose  negligence  said  animal  may  run  at 
large,  shall  for  each  and  every  animal  so  running  at  large, 
and  for  each  time  each  animal  shall  run  at  large  in  said 
city,  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  five  dollars,  to  be  recov- 
ered before  the  Recorder  in  the  manner  provided  b}-  the 
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city  charter,  and  payment  of  whicli  shall  be  enforced  by 
process  against  the  goods  and  chattels  of  the  offender 
and  in  default  thereof  against  his  or  her  body. 

If  any  person  or  persons  shall  break  or  open 
or  attempt  to  open  any  public  pound,  or  take  or  let  out 
any  animal  therein,  he,  she,  or  they  so  offending  shall  for 
every  such  offence  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars  to  be  recovered  before  the  Recorder 
in  the  manner  provided  b}-  the  city  charter,  and  payment 
of  which  shall  be  enforced  by  process  against  the  goods 
and  chattels  of  the  offenders,  and  in  default  thereof 
against  the  body  or  bodies  of  such  offender  or  offenders. 

Sec.  14.  If  any  person  shall  rescue  or  attempt  to  res- 
cue any  animal  from  the  custody  of  any  pei'sou  or  persons 
who  shall  be  driving  or  taking  such  animal  to  the  pound, 
he,  she,  or  they  so  offending,  shall  for  each  animal  so 
rescued  or  attempted  to  be  rescued  be  subject  to  the  pay- 
ment of  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  to  be  recovered  before 
the  Recorder  of  said  city  in  the  manner  provided  by  the 
city  charter,  and  payment  of  which  shall  be  enforced  by 
process  against  the  goods  and  chattels  of  the  offender 
or  offenders  and  in  default  thereof  against  the  body  or 
bodies  of  such  offender  or  offenders. 

Sec.  15.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  take  to  any 
pound  other  than  the  pounds  provided  by  this  city  any 
animal  found  within  the  city  limits,  shall  be  subject  to 
the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offence,  and  any  Pound- 
keeper  who  shall  knowingly  receive  or  confine  any  animal 
taken  from  without  the  city  limits,  shall  beside  the 
damages  he  may  incur  to  the  owner  of  such  animal,  be 
subject  to  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  Ifi.   The  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  pre- 
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vent  horses,  cattle,  SAviue  sheep,  goats  and  dogs  from  run- 
ning at  hxrge  in  the  public  streets  and  to  provide  for  the 
impounding  and  sale  of  the  same:  approved  March  19.

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AN    ORDINANCE 

Cpeating   a  Board   of   Health   and    De- 
fining their  Duties. 

The  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of  Bayonne  do  ordain 
r/,s  folJoivs: 

Sec.  1.  Tlie  Mayor,  by  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Council  of  the  City  of  Bayonne,  shall  from  time  to  time 
appoint  a  competent  and  discreet  physician,  resident  of 
said  city,  as  Healtli  Physicisn  of  the  said  city,  who  shall 
perform  his  duties  as  such  officer,  without  compensation 
or  reward  from  the  City  Treasury. 

Sec.  2.  The  Mayor,  the  President  of  the  Council,  and 
the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  of  the  Council,  and 
the  Health  Physician,  shall  constitute  and  be  called  Board 
of  Health  of  the  City  of  Bayonne. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Health  shall  have  the  power  and 
it  shall  be  their  duty : 

First.  To  make  and  by  order  direct  to  be  made  dili- 
i^ent  inquiry  with  respect  to  all  nuisances  of  every  descrip- 
tion known  to  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  to  abate  the  same 
or  to  cause  the  abatement  of  the  same  in  the  manner  and 
under  the  penalties  hereinafter  prescribed. 

Second.  To  stop,  detain,  examine,  and  by  order  to  direct 
to  be  stopped,  detained  and  examined,  for  the  pur^^ose  of 
preventing  the  entrance  of  any  pestilence  or  infectious 
disease  in  said  city,  every  person  coming  from  any  place 
infected,  or  believed  to  be  infected  with  such  disease. 

Third.  To  cause  any  person  who  shall  be  suspected  of 
being  infected  with  any  such  disease,  and  who  is  not  an 
inhabitant  of  this  city,  to  be  sent  out  of  the  city  or  to  a 
suitable  hospital. 
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Fourth.  To  cause  any  resident  of  the  said  city  infected 
with  any  such  disease  to  be  removed  to  a  suitable  hospi- 
tal if  the  Health  Physician,  or  in  his  absence  of  the 
Mayor,  shall  certify  in  writing  that  the  removal  of  such 
residents  is  necessary  to  the  preservation  of  the  public 
health. 

Fifth.  To  remove  from  the  said  city,  cause  to  be  disin- 
fected or  destroyed,  any  furniture,  wearing  apparrel, 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  or  articles  of  property  of 
any  kind,  which  shall  be,  or  are  suspected  of  being 
tainted  or  infected  with  pestilence,  or  which  shall,  or  be 
likely  to  pass  into  such  state  as  to  generate  or  propagate 
disease,  and  any  claim  for  compensation  arising  out  of 
such  destruction,  shall  before  payment  b}^  the  city 
authorities  be  audited  and  approved  by  said  Board. 

Sixth.  Every  person  avIio  shall  be  served  with  a  copy 
of  any  order  made  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  certified 
by  the  Clerk  under  the  power  conferred  by  this  section, 
and  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  obey  or  comply  with  the 
same,  shall  forfeit  and  j^ay  twenty  dollars  for  each  day 
or  part  of  a  day's  continuance  of  said  offence  after  not- 
ice, said  penalty  to  be  collected  and  enforced  in  manner 
as  prescribed  by  city  charter. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Health  Physician 
from  time  to  time  to  report  to  the  Board  of  Health  rela- 
tive to  the  health  of  the  said  City  of  Bayonne,  and  the 
measures  to  be  taken  by  said  Board  for  the  protection 
and  maintenance  of  the  same;  and  specially  in  relation  to 
the  introduction  and  spread  of  any  infectious  or  pesti- 
lential disease;  he  shall  also  obey  all  orders  of  the  Board 
of  Health. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  Board  of  Health  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  a  Health  Inspector  for  the  said  City  of  Bayonne 
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who  shall  be  provided  with  a  shield  of  office,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  said  Health  Inspector  : 

First.  To  ascertain  every  nuisance  which  may  exist  in 
the  said  city,  and  forthwith  report  the  same  in  writing 
to  the  President  or  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

Second.  To  enter  upon  the  premises  and  into  the  house 
of  any  person  in  said  city  for  the  jjurpose  of  examining 
into  the  health,  cleanliness,  and  number  of  persons 
inhabiting  such  house,  when  upon  consultation  with  the 
Health  Physician  such  a  course  is  deemed  necessary,  and 
to  inspect  the  cellars,  vaults,  privies  and  sewers  upon 
said  premises. 

Third.  To  execute  the  orders  and  resolutions  of  the 
Board  of  Health  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  direct. 

Sec.  6.  The  Board  of  Health  may  employ  such  and  so 
many  nurses,  for  the  j^ersons  sent  to  a  hospital,  as  they 
may  deem  proper,  and  by  thesjr  order  procure  such  food 
and  articles  and  necessaries  for  their  use  as  they  may 
think  proper,  at  the  expense  of  the  city;  and  whenever, 
in  case  of  emergency  or  during  the  existence  of  any 
infectious  or  pestilential  disease  in  the  cit}^  the  Council 
shall  establish  a  temporary  hospital ;  all  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to  apply  to  such  hospital. 

Sec.  7.  The  Council  shall  in  the  annual  tax  ordinances 
appropriate  to  the  said  Board  of  Health  such  monies  as 
they  may  deem  expedient  and  proper,  to  be  expended  for 
the  objects  and  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  and  the  Board 
of  Health  shall  at  the  last  meeting  of  each  Councilmanic 
year  report  to  the  Council  a  detailed  statement  of  the 
money  ordered  to  be  disl)ursed  by  them  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  8.   Tlie  Board  of  Ht^alth  shall  hold  meetings  to  be 
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called  by  the  President  or  auy  two  members  of  the  Board, 
they  shall  appoint  a  Clerk,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take 
and  keep  a  correct  record  of  all  their  proceedings,  and 
may  publish  their  proceedings  in  such  of  the  journals 
circulating  in  said  city  as  shall  be  appointed  to  publish 
the  proceedings  of  the  Council,  except  in  case  of  pesti- 
lence or  epidemic,  when  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of 
Health  shall  be  published  in  such  other  journals  as  the 
Mayor  and  Council  may  by  resolution  prescribe,  and 
shall  make  all  necessary  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
control  of  said  Board. 

Sec.  9.  The   place  and  hour  of  the   meeting   shall  be 
fixed  by  the  Mayor.

To  Kegulate  the  duinping  and  deposit- 
ing  of  any. substance  containing  ani- 
mal or  vegetable  matter,  refuse,  refuse 
mud  or  garbage,  within  the  limits  iof 
the  City  of  Bayonne. 

The  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  Gity  of  Bayonne  do  ordoin 
as  follows  : 

Sec.  1.  No  person  or  persons,  by  means  of  any  boat, 
or  boats,  scow  or  scows,  vessel  or  vessels,  or  in  any  man- 
ner whatever,  sliall  cast,Pthrow,  dump,  or  deposit  or  cause 
to  be  cast,  thrown,  dumped  or  deposited  any  substance 
containing  animijl  or  vegetable  matter,  any  refuse,  refuse 
mud,  or  garbage,  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Bayonne, 
unless  the  said  substance  containing  animal  or  vegetable 
matter,  said  refuse,  refuse  mud,  or  garbage  be  cast,  thrown 
dumped,  or  deposited  behind  a  bulkhead  for  filling;  if 
cast,  thrown,  damped,  or  deposited  on  lands  covered  by 
tide  waters,  and  in  all  cases  be  so  confined  that  no  such 
substance  containing  animal  or  vegetable  matter,  refuse, 
refuse  mud  or  garbage  can  escape  into  the  adjoining 
waters,  and  also  that  the  said  substance  containing 
animal  or  vegetable  matter,  refuse,  refuse  mud,  or  garbage, 
be  so  cast,  thrown,  dumped,  or  deposited  that  it  will  not 
emit  any  stench,  to  the  discomfort  of,  or  damage  to  the 
health  of  the  inhabitants. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  cast,  throw, 
dump,  or  deposit,  or  cause  to  be  east,  throAvn,  dumped,  of 
deposited,  any  substance  containing  animal  or  vegetable 
matter,  refuse,  refuse  mud,  or  garbage,  within  the  limits 
of  the  Citv  of  Bayonne,  unless  the  said  substance  contain- 
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ing  animal  or  vegetable  matter,  refuse,  refuse  mud,  or 
garbage,  shall  be  cast,  thrown,  dumped  or  deposited 
behind  a  bulkhead  for  filling;  if  cast,  thrown,  dumped,  or 
deposited  on  lands  covered  by  tide  water,  and  in  all  cases 
be  so  confined  that  no  such  substance  containing  animal 
or  vegetable  matter  refuse,  refuse  mud,  or  garbage  can 
escape  into  the  adjoining  waters  and  unless  the  said  sub- 
stance containing  animal  or  vegetable  matter,  refuse, 
refuse  mud  or  garbage;  be  so  cast,  thrown,  dumped,  or 
deposited  that  it  will  not  emit  any  stench  to  the  discom- 
fort of,  or  danger  to  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  under 
the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence. 

Sec.  3.  Any  penalty  arising  under  this  ordinance  may 
be  recovered  before  the  Recorder  of  the  City  of  Bayonne 
in  the  manner  provided  by  the  Cit}^  Charter,  and  ordi- 
nances which  penalty  when  received  shall  be  paid  into 
the  City  Treasury,  and  it  shall  be  the  special  duty  of  the 
constables  and  policemen  of  the  City  of  Bayonne  to  make 
complaints  to  the  said  Recorder  of  the  violations  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.

To  license  and  regulate  Junk  shop  keep- 
ers and  Junk  Dealers. 

Tlie  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of  Bayonne  do  ordain 
as  follows : 

Sec.  1.  The  Council  may  by  a  resolution  passed  by  at 
least  a  majority  of  concurring  votes,  and  approved  by  the 
Mayor,  or  by  such  action  as  becomes  necessary  in  cases 
of  non  approval  by  him  of  ordinances  or  resolutions 
affecting  the  city,  license  any  male  person  to  carry  on 
the  business  of  a  junk  shop  keeper  or  dealer. 

Sec.  2.  Every  such  license  shall  expire  and  be  utterly 
void  and  of  no  effect  on  and  after  the  first  day  in  June 
next  ensuing  after  the  granting  thereof,  said  license  shall 
be  granted  and  dated  and  issued  on  said  first  day  of 
June. 

Sec.  3.  The  price  of  a  license  to  keep  a  junk  shop  or 
to  carry  on  the  business  of  a  junk  dealer  shall  be  the 
sum  of  fifteen  dollars  for  non-residents  and  the  sum  of 
one  dollar  for  residents. 

Sec.  4.  Every  such  keeper  or  dealer  shall  provide  and 
keep  a  book,  in  which  shall  be  fairly  written  at  the  time 
of  the  purchase  of  any  article  or  thing  in  the  way  of  his 
buisness,  an  accurate  account  and  description  of  the 
article  or  think  so  purchased,  the  price  paid  therefor, 
the  precise  time  of  making  such  purchase  and  name  and 
residence  of  the  person  fi'om  whf)m  such  purchase  was 
made. 
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Sec.  5.  Every  sucli  book  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to 
the  inspection  of  the  Mayor,  Chief  of  Police,  Recorder, 
Councilmen,  and  Policemen  of  said  city  and  each  of  them. 

Sec.  6.  Everj^  license  granted,  or  to  be  granted,  to  any 
junk  shop  keeper  or  to  any  junk  dealer  may  be  revoked 
by  the  Mayor,  on  satisfactory  cause  appearing  to  him 
for  so  doing. 

Sec.  7.  Every  licensed  keeper  of  a  junk  shop  or  licensed 
junk  dealer  shall  be  entitled  to  keep  one  or  more  carts, 
or  wagons  or  other  vehicles  provided  that  he  shall 
before  using  such  carts,  wagons  or  other  vehicles  cause 
to  be  painted  on  the  outer  side  of  such  carts,  wagons  or 
other  vehicles  his  name  at  length,  and  the  street  of  his 
place  of  business. 

Sec.  8.  A  seperate  lecense  shall  be  obtained  by  the 
owner  thereof  for  each  cart,  wagon  or  other  vehicle. 

Sec.  9.  No  licensed  junk  shop  keeper  or  junk  dealer 
shall  purchase  or  receive  any  goods,  article  or  thing 
whatever  from  any  minor,  apprentice  or  servant,  knowing 
or  having  reason  to  believe  him  or  her  to  be  such  under 
the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

Sec.  10.  No  person  shal]  use  excercise  or  carry  on  the 
trade  or  business  of  a  junk  shop  keeper  or  junk  dealer, 
without  being  specially  licensed  for  such  purpose  as 
aforesaid,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  every 
such  offence. 

Sec.  11.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  for  the  infraction  of  which  provision  no 
penalty  is  above  set  forth  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum 
of  twenty  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 
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Sec.  12.  Any  penalty  arising  under  this  ordinance  may 
be  recovered  before  the  Recorder  of  the  City  of  Bayonne, 
in  the  maimer  provided  by  the  City  Charter  and 
Ordinances,  which  penalty,  when  recovered,  shall  be  paid 
into  the  City  Treasury;  and  it  shall  be  the  special  duty 
of  the  constables  -and  policemen  of  the  city  to  make  com- 
plaints to  the  said  Eecorder  of  the  violations  of  any  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  13.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  iucon- 
sistant  herewith  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

AN    ORDINANCE 

Regulating  the  introduetion  of  Water 
fop  Manufaeturing  and  other  pur- 
poses. 

Whereas,  An  urgent  necessity  exists  for  an  immediate 
temporary  supply  of  water  for  manufacturing  and  other 
purposes,  the  absence  of  which  is  a  serious  detriment  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  city:  therefor 

Tlie  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of  Bayonne  do  ordaiv 
as  follows  : 

Sec.  1.  In  order  to  obtain  a  suitable  supply  of  water 
for  manufacturing,  fire,  and  such  other  purposes  as  may 
hereafter  be  found  necessary  or  convenient,  an  agreement 
or  contract  may  be  entered  into  between  the  Mayor  and 
Council  of  the  City  of  Bayonne,  subject  to  charter  restric- 
tions and  provisions,  and  any  existing  xA-queduct  Board 
or  Water  Company,  for  a  term  of  years  not  to  exceed 
ten  at  any  one  time,  but  which  may  be  renewed  from 
time  to  time,  for  the  obtaining  and  furnishing  of  a  supply 
of  Avater  to  be  used  by  and  within  our  municipal 
corporation  limits. 

Sec.  2.  That  whenever  it  becomes  necessary  to  use 
any  streets,  avenues  or  highways,  such  streets,  avenues 
or  highways  shall  be  designated  by  a  resolution  of  the 
Council,  in  which  to  lay  pipes  for  the  supplying  of  water 
for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  section  one  of  the  ordi- 
nance, and  only  such  streets,  avenues  or  highways  are 
hereb}'  permitted  to  be  used,  and  then  only  under  the 
direction  and  control  of  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  the 
city. 
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Sec.  3.  The  cost  of  the  pipes  and  the  laying  of  the 
same  together  with  the  cost  of  fire  hydrants,  meters  and 
all  other  appurtenances  and  fixtures  connected  there- 
with which  may  become  necessary,  shall  be  j)aid  for  by 
the  City  by  an  issue  of  bonds  to  be  designated  on  the 
face  thereof  City  of  Bayonne  AVater  Bonds  and  shall  be 
payable  in  twenty  years  from  the  date  thereof;  said  bonds 
shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent,  per  annum 
interest  payable  in  like  way  or  manner  as  all  other  bonds 
of  the  City  of  Bayonne.  The  said  bonds  may  be  sold  at 
not  less  than  par  value  thereof,  or  in  lieu  of  said  sale  the 
city  may  expend  said  water  bonds  at  their  par  value  in 
paj^ment  for  the  pipes,  appurtanances  or  laying  of  the 
same  or  any  part  thereof  as  may  become  necessary. 

Sec.  4.  All  monies  received  and  revenue  derived  from 
water  rents  shall  be  paid  to  the  Collector  of  the  City  and 
by  him  be  immediately  turned  over  to  the  Treasurer 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  all  monies  derived  from 
this  source  seperate  from  all  other  monies,  and  at  the 
expiration  of  each  year  whatever  balance  remains  after 
paying  interest  on  water  bonds  and  all  other  legitimate 
water  expenses,  shall  be  invested  by  the  Mayor  and 
President  of  the  Council  and  the  Treasurer,  and  all  invet- 
ments  so  made  shall  be  securely  held  and  be  applied 
only  to  the  payment  of  bonds  issued  by  virtue  of  section 
three  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  corpora- 
tions, the  city  excepted,  shall  be  entitled  to  or  allowed  to 
use  the  water  when  introduced  except  by  permission  of 
the  Mayor  and  Council,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars 
for  each  day  said  water  may  be  used  without  permissioD, 
to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  before  the  Recorder  of  the 
City;  the  proceeds  of  said  fines  shall  be  paid  into  the 
City  Treasury,  and  be  credited  to  water  account. 
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Sec.  6.  Whatever  fiirtlier  actiou  by  the  Mayor  and 
Couucil  may  become  necessary  in  order  to  accomplish 
and  carry  into  eft'ect  the  introduction  and  maintenance 
of  a  water  supply  for  fire,  manufacturing  and  other  pur- 
poses, may  be  done  and  performed  by  resolution  of  the 
Council  in  the  ordinary  manner  in  which  resolutions  are 
carried  into  effect. 

Provided,  however,  that  any  resolution  in  reference  to 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  having  reference 
to  the  introduction  and  maintenance  of  a  water  supply 
must  secure  before  it  becomes  a  law  the  concurrent 
aflirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Council  and  be  approved  in  the  usual  manner  by  liis 
Hon<n'  the  Mayor.

To  prevent  Dogs  froiTi  running  at  large 
within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Bay- 
onne,  and  to  provide  for  tlie  Licensing 
of  the  same. 

'lilt  JJayor  and  Council  of  the  Cilji  uf  /idt/omie  do  ord/iin 
as  folhncs: 

Sec.  1.  Every  dog,  male  or  female,  allowed,  permitted 
or  suffered  by  its  owner  or  owners  to  run  at  large  within 
the  limits  of  the  City  of  Bayonne  shall  be  j)rovided  by 
the  owner  or  owners  with  a  collar,  uj^ou  which  collar  the 
name  of  the  dog,  male  or  female,  and  a  number  shall  be 
placed,  which  name  of  said  dog,  male  or  female,  and 
number  shall  be  registered  with  tlie  City  Clerk  in  a  ])ook 
kept  for  that  purpose,  and  for  so  registering  the  same  the 
Clerk  shall  be  paid  the  sum  of  (me  dollar  by  said  owner 
or  owners. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  any  policeman  or  constable  of  said  City  at  any  time  to 
destroy  any  dog,  male  or  female,  found  running  at  large 
within  the  limits  of  the  City,  which  is  not  provided  with 
the  above  mentioned  collar,  Awlj  numbered  and  registered, 
as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  lawful  for,  ami  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of,  any  policeman  or  constable  of  said  City  to  destroy 
every  dog,  male  or  female,  whether  provided  with  said 
collar  or  (otherwise,  found  running  at  large  unmuzzled 
within  the  limits  of  the  City,  between  the  first  day  of 
June  and  the  first  day  of  October  in  each  and  every  year.

To  License  Peddlers. 

The  Mayor  and  Council  of  the   City  of  Bayotnie  do  ordain 
as  follows : 

Sec.  1.  No  person  sliall  linwk  or  peddle  or  expose  for 
sale  any  fruit,  fisli,  vegetables  or  other  produce,  or  an}- 
merchandise,  goods,  or  articles  of  any  description 
whether  through  or  along  any  of  the  highways,  or  from 
any  stand  or  wagon  stationed  in  any  of  the  highways, 
without  being  duly  licensed,  as  hereafter  mentioned, 
under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Sec.  2.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  a 
license  to  any  person  applying  for  the  same.,  which  license 
shall  be  in  the  sum  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more 
than  twenty-five  dollars,  and  shall  expire  on  the  first  day 
of  May  next  after  the  granting  thereof. 

SfiC.  3.  All  applications  shall  be  filed  with  the  City 
Clerk,  who  shall  issue  the  license  upon  approval  of  the 
Mayor  and  place  the  same  in  the  hands  of  the  (Collector 
of  Revenue,  who,  upon  the  receipt  of  the  price  thereof 
prescribed  by  the  Mayor,  deliver  the  same  to  the  applic- 
ant. 

Sec.  4.  This  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  farmers  within 
the  city  limits  bringing  any  of  their  produce  into  the 
city  to  be  sold  to  persons  having  stores  or  other  places 
of  business  in  said  city  who  mayuse  or  employ  any  wagon 
or  wagons  in  connection  therewith.

Sec.  1.  No  persou  or  persons  shall  sell  or  expose  for 
sale,  at  any  picnic  or  social  gathering,  within  the  limits 
of  the  City  of  Bayonne,  any  ale,  beer,  or  other  malt  bev- 
erages, except  npon  permission  granted  by  the  Council 
and  approved  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor. 

Sec.  2.  The  Mayor,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Coun- 
cil, is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  a  permit  to  any  persons 
to  whom  the  foregoing  section  may  apply;  which  permit 
shall  be  in  the  sum  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more 
than  twenty-five  dollars,  and  shall  be  good  only  on  the 
date  for  which  such  permission  is  granted,  subject  to  such 
regulations  as  the  Mayor  may  deem  necessary,  but  any 
such  picnic  is  expressly  prohibited  on  the  Christian  Sab- 
bath.

■     as  folio  If  s  : 

Sec.  1.  No  vault,  privy,  siuk  or  cesspool  shall  here- 
after be  made  or  rebuilt  iu  the  City  of  Bayouue  unless 
the  same  be  constructed  of  brick  at  least  eight  inches 
thick  and  laid  in  cement  water  tight;  so  that  the  contents 
thereof  cannot  escape  therefrom,  and  so  constructed  as 
to  be  readily  and  easily  cleaned  out. 

Sec.  2.  All  vaults  and  privies  shall  be  located  so  that 
the  inside  of  the  same  shall  be  at  least  three  feet  distant 
from  the  line  of  every  adjoined  lot,  and  at  the  same  dis- 
tance from  every  street,  lane,  alley,  court,  square  or  pub- 
lic place,  or  public  or  private  passageway. 

Sec.  3.  All  vaults,  privies,  sinks  or  cesspolls  shall  be 
located  at  least  fifty  feet  from  every  well  or  cistern  used 
for  drinking  purposes. 

Sec.  4.  No  well  shall  be  dug  within  fifty  feet  of  any 
vault,  privy,  sink  or  cesspool. 

Sec.  5.  No  privy,  vault,  sink  or  cesspoll  shall  be  clean- 
ed, emptied  or  removed,  except  by  a  person  or  persons 
designated  by  the  Board  of  Health;  and  the  contents  so 
removed  shall  be  conveyed  beyond  the  city  limits  in  air 
tight  tanks  or  vessels  and  shall  be  disposed  of  iu  such 
manner  as  to  cause  no  offence,  subject  to  the  provisions 
and  control  of  the  Board  of  Health. 
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Sec.  6.  No  person  sluill  draw  off,  empty,  or  allow  to  run 
into  any  ground,  street,  gutter  or  lane,  any  sink,  laundry 
or  waste  water  drainage  from  any  house  in  this  city. 
Such  drainage  when  not  connected  with  a  sewer,  must  be 
collected  into  water  tight  cesspolls,  provided  with  the 
proper  traps  and  properly  covered;  and  the  contents  of 
said  cesspools  cleaned  out  and  removed  as  prescribed  in 
section  5  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  7.  No  owner,  tenant  or  occupant  of  any  building 
to  which  any  vault,  sink,  privy  or  cesspool  shall  apper- 
tain or  be  attached,  shall  permit  the  contents,  or  any 
part  thereof,  to  flow  therefrom,  or  to  rise  within  two  feet 
of  any  part  of  the  top,  or  said  contents  to  become  offen- 
sive; nor  shall  any  vault,  sink,  privy  or  cesspool  be  filled 
with  or  covered  with  dirt  till  its  filthy  contents  shall 
be  emptied. 

Sec.  8.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  or  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  twenty 
dollars  for  each  otlense,  such  penalty  to  be  recovered 
before  the  Recorder  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  City 
Charter;  which  penalty  when  recovered  shall  be  paid  into 
the  City  Treasury.

8ec.  5.  That  all  water  pipes  shall  be  laid  at  a  depth  of 
fonr  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  roadway,  as  may  be 
necessary  and  approved  of  by  the  Mayor  and  Council 
from  time  to  time,  by  resolution  or  ordinance,  where  the 
same  shall  not  be  under  high  water  level  of  the  streets, 
roads  and  avenues  of  the  City  of  Ba3'onne,  and  six  feet 
from  the  curb  line  thereof,  on  the  opposite  side  to  that 
designated  for  the  laying  of  gas,  or  other  pipes  as  may  be 
conceded  by  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of  Bay- 
cmne.

To  Regulate  and  Control  the  Fire  De- 
partment of  the  City  of  Bayonne. 

Tlie  Maijor  and  (:<»nicil  of  ilie  Cih/  of  Bayonne  ih>  ordain 
as  follows : 

Sec.  1.  That  the  fire  department  of  this  city,  shall  cou- 
sist  of  one  chief  engineer,  a  first  and  second  assistant 
engineer,  and  as  many  engine  men,  liook  and  ladder  men, 
hose  men,  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  become  lawful 
members  of  fire  companies  established  by  the  said  city. 
No  person  shall  become  a  member  of  the  fire  department 
over  the  age  of  fifty  nor  under  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years,  and  must  be  an  actual  resident  of  this  city. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  each  and  any  company  estab- 
lished by  the  city,  shall  from  time  to  time  elect  suitable 
perstms  (not  exceeding  the  prescribed  number,)  to  fill  all 
vacancies  there  may  be  now,  or  that  may  occur  in  their 
several  companies,  subject  to  approval  of  the  Council. 

Such  persons  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  certificates 
of  membership  as  provided  in  section  24  of  this  ordi- 
nance, and  thereafter  be  considered  members  of  the  fire 
department  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Council. 

Sec.  3.  On  the  first  Monday  in  January  of  each  and 
every  year,  there  shall  be  an  election  held  by  the  var- 
ious fire  companies  aforesaid,  for  one  chief  engineer,  a 
first  and  second  assistant  engineer,  who  are  at  the  time 
of  such  election  members  of  difterent  fire  companies  of 
said  city.  Each  company  shall  hold  said  election  in  their 
respective  houses  (or  regular  places  of  meeting,)  polls  to 
be  opened  ^two  hours  in  the  evening  of  said  Monday, 
between  the  hours  of  8  and  10  p.  m. 
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All  votes  given  for  chief  or  assistaut  engiueers,  sliall 
l)e  l)Y  printed  or  written  ballots,  containing  names  of 
persons  voted  for,  also  designating  the  office  for  which  he 
is  a  candidate,  and  tlie  persons  receiving  the  largest 
number  of  all  votes  so  cast  by  the  members  of  the  various 
companies  of  the  city,  shall  bo  electetl  to  their  respective 
offices  subject  to  eonfirmatioji  by  the  Council. 

In  the  event  of  a  tie  vote  at  an  election  aforesaid,  the 
Council  shall  appoint  one  of  the  candidates  to  fill  the 
office  till  the  next  election. 

When  the  time  for  said  election  occurs  on  a  holiday, 
said  election  shall  be  held  on  the  following  Monday, 
same  time,  manner  and  places  as  provided  for  election 
on  first  Mauday  in  January. 

It  shall  be  tlie  duty  of  the  inspectors  of  election  to 
deliver  to  the  City  Clerk,  a  certified  copy  of  the  result  of 
the  election  in  their  respective  companies,  on  the  day  of 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Council,  thereafter. 

Sec.  4.  The  chief,  and  assistant  engineers,  shall 
.  severally  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected  (or  appointed,)  and  confirmed 
(unless  sooner  removed  by  the  Council  for  cause,)  in  which 
case  the  Council  sliall  appoint  a  person  who  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  fire  department  to  fill  the  vacancy  till  the 
next  election. 

Sec.  5.  The  chief  engineer  in  all  cases  of  fire  or  alarm 
of  fire,  or  threatened  damage  or  destruction  of  property 
in  consequence  of  fire,  shall  have  when  present  the  sole 
and  absolute  co'ntrol,  and  command  over  all  persons,  fire 
apparatus,  and  horses,  attached  to  the  fire  department,  or 
any  other  company  or  persons  allowed  to  do  fire  duty. 
He  shall  direct  their  operations  so  as  most  effectually  to 
prevent  the  destruction  of  life  and  property,  using  all  the 
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means  of  the  department  to  this  end.  He  shall  have  also 
power  to  call  out  once  in  every  year,  all  persons  belonging 
to  the  lire  department  for  review  and  inspection. 

Sec.  6.  The  assistant  engineers  shall  at  all  times  assist 
the  chief  engineer  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  and 
obey  his  directions  and  commands  when  on  duty  at  afire 
or  an  alarm  of  fire.  In  case  of  absence,  or  disability  of 
the  chief,  then  the  first  assistant,  and  in  the  absence  of 
the  chief  and  first  assistant,  then  the  second  assistant 
shall  act  in  their  stead,  and  be  clothed  with  all  the  power 
and  responsibility  of  the  chief,  until  the  arrival  of  his 
superior  officer,  who  shall  then  take  command  of  the  one 
then  acting.  In  the  absence  of  the  chief  and  assistant 
engineers,  the  senior  officer  of  a  company  established  as 
provided  in  sections  1  and  2  of  this  ordinance,  then  at  a 
fire,  shall  assume  command  and  remain  in  command  until 
relieved  by  the  chief  or  an  assistant  engineer,  and  b^ 
respected  accordingly,  and  he  shall  report  his  action  to 
the  chief,  or  assistant  engineer  relieving  him.  It  sliall 
be  the  duty  of  the  asiiistajit  engineers,  or  senior  officer 
in  command  in  the  absence  of  the  chief  at  a  fire,  to  report 
to  the  chief  engineer  within  three  days  after,  cause  of 
such  fire,  time,  location,  property  destroyed,  value  of  same 
as  near  as  can  be  ascertained,  and  names  of  companies 
present,  and  such  other  information  as  he  may  deem 
necessary. 

No  member  of  the  fire  department  shall  be  eligible  for 
chief,  or  assistant  engineers,  unless  he  has  been  a  member 
of  this  fire  department  for  at  least  three  (3)  years. 

Sec.  7.  The  chief  engineer  shall  devote  such  time  and 
attention  to  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary, and  shall  receive  no  compensation  therefor,  directly 
or  indirectly  from  the  city. 

He  shall  examine  once  in  every  three   (3)    montlis,    or 
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ofteuer  if  neee.ssiiry,  iiU  the  engine,  liook  and  ladder  and 
iiose  companies'  houses  and  their  apparatus,  and  properties 
belonging  to  the  fire  department  of  the  city,  and  shall 
keep  a  record  of  sucli  examinations,  and  of  the  condition 
in  which  the  said  properties  were  found  at  the  time,  and 
shall  report  same  every  three  (3)  months  to  Council,  with 
date  of  such  examinations,  also  the  number  of  fires  which 
have  occLired  during  the  time,  and  amount  of  loss  by 
fire,  oi  otherwise,  as  near  as  can  be  ascertained,  with  any 
recommendations  lie  may  deem  necessary  and  proper  for 
further  affecting  the  usefulness  or  efficiency  of  the  fire 
department,  and  he  shall  apply  or  cause  to  be  applied  to 
all  the  chemical  extinguishers  in  the  department  the 
standard  hydraulic  pressure  test  once  in  every  six  (6) 
months,  or  oftener  if  necessary,  keeping  a  record  of  the 
date  and  result  of  same. 

.  Sec.  8.  The  chief  engineer  shall  order  such  supplies, 
direct  and  superintend  all  ordinary  repairs  to  engine,  hook 
and  ladder,  and  hose  companies'  hoiises  and  their  appara- 
tus, and  shall  examine  and  certify  all  accounts  for  such 
repairs  which  he  has  ordered,  and  supplies  purchased  by 
him.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  on  hand  a  proper  sup- 
ply of  all  articles  needed  hj  the  various  companies  at 
their  respective  houses,  and  shall  have  power  to  procure 
such  supplies  or  make  such  repairs  or  alterations  wdien 
the  amount  does  not  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dol- 
lars ($25.00.)  He  shall  also  have  power  to  suspend  any 
company,  officer  or  member  for  disorderly  conduct,  refus- 
ing to  obey  the  orders  of  the  chief  while  going  to,  at,  or 
returnii:!g  from  a  fire  or  an  alarm  of  fire,  he  shall  report 
all  cases  of  suspensions,  and  cause  thereof,  in  writing,  to 
the  Council  at  their  next  meeting  thereafter. 

Sec.  9.  He  shall  also  keep  in  his  book  a  record  of  all  fires 
and   alarms  of  fire   which  may  happen  in  this  city,   with 
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the  cause  thereof,  when  same  can  be  ascertained  and 
the  description  of  the  buikling  or  buiklings  injured  or  de- 
stroyed, ond  shall  report  at  the  close  of  every  year,  names 
of  all  members  of  the  department,  and  the  company  to 
which  they  belong. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  and  assistant 
engineers,  to  cause  order  to  be  observed  b}^  the  members 
of  the  fire  department  in  going  to,  while  at,  or  returning 
from  a  fire  or  an  alarm  of  fire,  and  at  all  other  times 
when  they  are  on  duty. 

If  any  member  of  the  fire  department  refuse  to  obey 
all  orders  of  the  chief  or  assistant  engineers,  or  refuses 
to  assit  at,  or  go  to  a  fire,  he  shall  be  subject  to  a  pen- 
alty of  ten  dolars  ($10.00.) 

Sec.  11.  Any  complaints  made  by  the  chief  engineer 
or  complaints  made  to  him  against  firemen  or  misconduct 
in  the  performance  of  their  duty,  shall  be  (if  he  think 
proper)  reported  by  him  to  the  Council  for  their  action, 
and  any  oificer  or  member  of  the  fire  department  com- 
plained of  as  above,  may  be  suspended  by  a  tAvo-thirds 
vote  of  the  members  of  his  company  present  at  a  meet- 
ing. 

Such  suspension  and  cause  thereof  must  be  reported 
by  the  company  in  writing  to  the  Council  at  its  next 
meeting  thereafter  and  the  oflicer  or  member  so  suspended 
shall  stand  suspended  until  final  action  of  the  Council 
on  the  subject  of  such  complaint.  All  communications 
to  the  Council  from  officers  and  members  of  the  depart- 
ment shall  be  made  through  the  chief  engineer,  except 
applications  for  exempt  certificate,  appeals  from  suspen- 
sion, reports  of  companies  of  persons  elected,  suspended, 
dissmissed,  or  may  die,  or  resign  from  the  companies, 
and  as  provided  in  section  28  of  this  ordinance. 
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Sec.  12.  The  members  of  each  company  shall  elect  once 
in  every  year,  (or  as  often  as  a  vacancy  occurs),  from  their 
own  members,  a  foreman,  a  first,  and  second  assistant 
foreman,  a  secretary  and  treasurer  and  such  other  officers 
as  they  may  deem  proper.  They  shall  also  have  power 
to  make  their  own  rules  and  by-laws,  not  in  conflict  with 
the  charter  or  ordinances  of  this  city,  and  each  company 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  its  members  present  at  a  regular 
meeting,  shall  have  power  to  suspend  or  expel  any  officer 
or  member  for  disoj-derly  conduct,  neglect  of  duty,  or 
violation  of  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  his  company. 
The  secretary  of  each  company  shall  promptly  send  in 
writing  to  the  Council,  the  name  of  every  person  who  is 
elected,  or  dismissed,  ov  may  die,  or  resign  from  the 
varifHis  companies,  and  in  case  of  dismissal,  the  cause 
shall  be  stated  in  full. 

Sec.  13.  The  foreman  of  each  company  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  the  proper  care  of  the  engine,  hook  and 
ladder,  and  hose  companies  houses,  and  their  apparatus 
and  other  property  belonging  to  the  city  entrusted  to  the 
company  under  his  command,  and  shall  keep  himself 
well  informed  in  regard  to  the  condition  of  the  apparatus 
belonging  to  his  company,  which  must  at  all  times  be 
kept  clean,  and  in  good  order,  and  shall  report  to  the 
cliief  or  assistant  engineers  any  repairs  or  supplies  needed 
by  his  company.  He  shall  preserve  order  and  discipline 
in  his  company  at  all  times. 

It  shall  be  his  duty  to  see  that  his  engine,  hook  and 
ladder,  or  hose  company  house  is  not  used  as  a  place  of 
improper  resort,  and  he  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
conduct  of  the  members  while  in  the  house,  and  to  see 
that  each  and  every  member  of  his  company  is  supplied 
with  the  proper  badge,  and  he  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  return  of  the  same  to  the    chief   engineer,  when    any 
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person  ceases  to  be  a  member  of  his  company,  ;iud  lie 
shall  notify  the  chief  engineer  within  seven  days  there- 
after of  the  issuing  of  a  badge  to  a  member,  giving  num- 
ber and  name  of  member  to  whom  issued,  and  also  furnish 
the  chief  engineer  between  the  15th  and  2oth  of  Decem- 
cer  in  each  year,  with  a  list  of  names  of  the  members  of 
his  company  and  their  badge  numbers. 

Sec.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  company  to  obey 
the  directions  and  orders  given  them  by  the  chief  or 
assistant  engineers,  or  officer  in  command,  and  when  a 
fire  is  extinguished  they  shall  not  remove  therefrom,  but 
by  permission  of  the  engineer  or  officer  acting  as  erigineer 
then  in  command,  and  on  such  permission  they  shall 
return  at  once  with  their  apparatus,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  him,  to  their  respective  houses. 

Sec.  15.  Each  officer,  member,  or  exempt  member  of 
the  fire  department  of  this  city  shall  provide  himself  with 
the  proper  badge,  and  shall  wear  the  same  conspicuously 
displayed  at  everj-  fire,  in  order  that  he  may  be  readily 
distinguished  as  belonging  to  the  fire  department. 

If  any  officer,  member,  or  exempt  member  of  the  fire 
department  of  said  city  shall  be  found  wearing  the  badge 
of  another  member,  or  shall  at  any  time  give  or  lend  his 
own  badge  to  any  person,  he  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty 
of  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  and  also  be  liable  to  suspension 
or  expulsion  from  the  department  by  the  Council. 

Sec.  16.  The  badges  mentioned  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tions shall  be  as  follows :  For  chief  engineer  and  first 
and  second  assistant  engineers,  a  gold  plated  badge  in  the 
form  and  shape  of  a  fire  hat  front,  having  a  device  repre- 
senting a  miniature  fire  steamer  with  the  words  "Chief 
Engineer,"'  First  Assistant  Engineer,  or  Second  Assistant 
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Eugiueer,  Bajoune  Fire  Department,  as  the  case  may  be. 

For  company  officers,  a  silver  plated  badge  in  the  form 
iind  shape  of  a  fire  hat  front  with  the  number  in  l>rass  of 
the  company  in  raised  figures  thereon,  and  the  words, 
"Foreman,"  "First  Assistant  Foreman"  and  Second  Assist- 
ant Foreman,  Bayonne  Fire  Department."  as  the  case 
]nay  be,  witii  the  number  of  said  badge,  which  shall  be 
known  as  company  officers'  badges. 

Foi-  active  members  of  the  department,  a  German  sil- 
ver badge  in  the  form  of  a  shield,  having  the  words, 
"Bayonne  Fii'e  Department,"  in  raised  letters  and  figures 
thereon  of  brass  Uietal,  said  badge  being  struck  from  a 
metallic  die  v.-hich  shall  be  the  exclusive  property  of  the 
city. 

For  exempt  members  of  this  department,  a  silver 
plated  badge  in  the  form  of  a  circle  with  the  words, 
"Exempt"  on  the  top,  "Bayonne  Fire  Department"  across 
the  centre,  and  the  number  of  said  badge  at  the  bottom, 
and  said  badge  shall  be  the  personal  property  of  such 
exempt  member  upon  the  presentation  of  his  exempt 
certificate  and  the  payment  of  one  dollar  (!i?1.00)  to  the 
Chief  engineer,  such  badge  shall  then  be  delivered  to  him 
and  shall  entitle  him  to  the  privileges  of  the  depart- 
ment at  all  times,  except  holding  office,  or  voting  for 
officers  of  the  fire  department. 

Sec.  17.  All  badges  hereafter  shall  be  placed  in  the 
custody  of  the  city  treasurer,  to  be  delivered  as  required 
to  the  chief  engineer,  upon  the  deposit  by  him  with  said 
treasurer,  the  respective  amounts  per  badge,  as  required 
by  this  ordinance  to  be  deposited  by  the  officers  and 
members  of  the  fire  department  when  their  badges  are 
delivered  to  them  and  the  same  amount  per  badge,  to  be 
returned  to  the  chief  engineer  by  the  treasurer,  upon  the 
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return  to  him  of  any  or  all  badges.  And  the  cJiief  engineer 
shall  deliver  the  badges  as  required  to  the  foreman  of 
the  respective  compa.nies,  upon  the  deposit  l)y  the  fore- 
man of  like  sums  with  him,  and  upon  return  of  badge  or 
badges  to  the  chief  engineer,  he  shall  return  the  deposit 
per  badge  to  the  foreman;  said  foremen  being  res})oiK-;ible 
to  the  chief  eugiuger  for  the  return  of  the  same,  vvhen 
any  person  ceases  to  be  a  n:!ember  of  his  com])any. 

Sec.  18.  The  chief  engineer  shall  deposit  with  the  city 
treasurer  the  sum  of  one  dollar  ($1.00)  upon  receipt  of 
his  badge. 

Assistant  engineers  shall  each  deposit  with  the  chief 
engineer  the  sum  of  one  ($1.00)  upo3i  receiving  their 
badges. 

The  officers  of  the  various  companies  shall  each  deposit 
the  sum  of  seventj'-five  cents  ($0.75)  with  the  chief  engineer 
upon  the  delivery  of  the  badges  to  them. 

Each  active  member  of  this  department,  shall  deposit 
the  sum  of  fifty  cents  ($0.50)  with  the  foreman  of  his  com- 
pany uj^on  the  delivery  of  the  badge  to  him,  which  amount 
shall  be  repaid  to  him  by  the  foreman,  upon  the  return  of 
the  badge  to  the  foreman  of  his  company. 

The  city  shall  provide  all  the  badges  mentioned  in 
this  ordinance  and  the  same  shall  be  the  exclusive  prop- 
erty of  the  cit}^,  except  exempt  members'  badges,  after 
deliver}'  to  said  exem]:»t  meinbers  as  provided  in  section 
16  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  19.  Assistant  engineers,  or  f(n-emen  of  companies 
and  exempt  members  losing  their  badges  shall  report 
such  loss  to  the  chief  engineer  as  soon  as  such  loss  is 
discovered,  describing  such  badge  and  the  number  of 
same,  and  said  chief  engineer  shall  notify  the  different 
companies  of  such  loss,  which  notice  shall  be  posted  up 
in  each  company's  house. 
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Assistant  forciuau  aud  members  iu  case  of  loss  of  badge, 
sliall  as  soon  as  siicli  loss  is  discovered  notify  the  foreman 
of  tlieir  comp;Miy,  giving  number  of  tlie  badge.  The  fore- 
man of  such  cojnpany  sliall  notify  the  chief  engineer  and 
cause  the  secretary  of  his  company  to  notify  the  other 
companies,  aud  also  cause  to  be  posted  up  in  the  com- 
pany's honse  a  notice  of  the  loss  of  such  badge,  giving 
number,  etc.  If  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  said 
badge  is  not  found,  a  new  badge  may  be  issued  to  such 
person,  (not  a  duplicate  number)  upon  his  depositing  the 
amount  necessary  as  })rovi(led  in  section  18  for  a  badge 
of  tLe  class  required. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  officer,  or  member  of  the 
tire  department  fiudiug  any  lost  badge  in  the  possession 
of  any  member  of  the  department,  to  report  it  to  tiie 
chief  engineer,  giving  the  name  of  the  member  in  whose 
possession  it  was  seen.  If  found  in  the  possession  of  a 
person  not  a  member  of  the  department,  the  member  so 
finding  it  shall  demand  it,  aod  if  refused  he  shall  immedi- 
ately notify  the  chief  engineer,  giving  the  name  of  the 
])erson  in  whose  possession  it  was  seen  or  known  to  be. 

In  case  a  lost  fire  department  badge  is  found  in  the 
possession  of  a  member,  or  person  not  a  member  of  the 
fire  department,  and  upon  his  refusal  to  deliver  the  same 
to  the  chief  engineer  u])on  his  demanding  it,  said  mem- 
ber or  person  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars, 
($10.00.) 

Upon  the  recovery  of  a  lost  badge,  the  chief  engineer 
shall  notify  the  foreman  of  the  difi'erent  companies  that 
such  l)adge  has  been  found. 

The  chief  engineer  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office 
sliall  return  his  badge  to  the  city  treasurer,  or  his  suc- 
cessor. Company  officers  to  the  chief  engineer  or  their 
successors. 
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Members  ou  becoming  officers,  shall  turu  over  tlieir 
member's  badge  to  the  foreman  of  their  company,  and 
ceasing  to  be  an  officer,  he  shall  return  such  officer's  badge 
as  provided  in  this  section  of  this  ordinance  and  obtain 
from  the  foreman  of  his  company  the  proper  badge. 

Sec.  20.  The  chief  engineer  shall  keep  in  a  proper  book 
a  register  of  the  badges  delivered,  with  the  number  of 
said  badges,  and  the  names  of  the  foremen  and  exempt 
members  to  whom  delivered,  and  shall  credit  each  fore- 
man with  the  monies  deposited  and  charge  each  foreman 
with  like  sums  returned.  He  shall  annually  report  to  tlie 
Council,  the  number  of  the  badges  delivered  and  return- 
ed as  aforesaid,  and  the  amount  of  nioney  deposited  and 
returned,  and  pay  over  to  the  city  treasurer  the  l)alauce 
of  such  monies  remaining  in  his  hands,  if  am',  at  such 
time. 

Sec.  21.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  firemen,  as  often  as 
any  dre  shall  break  out  in  this  city,  or  upon  an  alarm  of 
fire,  to  repair  immediately  to  their  respective  engines,  or 
apparatus,  and  convey  the  same  to  the  place  where  such 
fire,  or  alarm  of  fire  shall  happen.  They  shall  obey  the 
orders  of  the  officers,  ordinances  of  this  cit}^  and  the  by- 
laws of  their  company. 

Sec.  22.  No  person,  or  persons,  other  than  the  mem- 
bers of  the  department,  shall  be  permitted  to  have  access 
to  the  houses  of  the  respective  fire  companies.  No  per- 
son, or  persons,  except  members  of  the  company,  and 
persons  accompanying  them,  shall  be  permitted  to  enter 
any  of  the  engine,  hook  and  ladder  and  hose  companies' 
houses  in  the  city,  or  to  handle,  or  meddle,  or  disturb  any 
of  the  fire  apparatus,  without  permission  from  an  engineer, 
or  foreman;  but  the  foregoing  provision  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  appl}^  to  the  mayor,  members  of  the  council,  or 
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persons  ;iceoinpanying  them,  or  those  they  may  send   or 
to  any  police  officer  in  discharge  of  his  duty. 

Sec.  23.  No  member  of  tlie  fire  department  of  this  city 
or  persons  accompanying  them,  shall  use  any  engine,  hook 
and  ladder  and  hose  company's  house  as  a  place  of 
improper  resort,  neither  shall  the  house  be  usea  as  a 
place  of  resort  on  Sunday,  nor  shall  there  be  at  any  time 
any  gambling  or  intoxicating  liquors  of  any  kind  what- 
soever within  said  buildings  under  a  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars  ($20.00)  for  each  and  every  ofi'euce,  to  be  collected 
of  each  and  every  member,  or  person,  found  so  violating 
this  section  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  24  Every  member  of  the  fire  department  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  a  certificate  of  membership,  by  the 
payment  of  one  dollar  ($1.00)  to  the  City  Clerk,  duly 
executed  and  si'gned  by  the  Mayor,  and  foreman  of  his 
company  and  attested  by  the  City  Clerk,  showing  the  date 
of  commencement  of  the  term  of  service  of  such  person, 
being  date  of  approval  by  the  Council  as  a  member  of 
the  department,  and  shall  be  provided  to  all  exemptions 
and  privileges  provided  by  law,  and  upon  serving  the  term 
of  seven  consecutive  years,  he  shall  then  be  entitled  to 
receive  a  certificate  as  an  expeut  fireman,  and  the  same 
shall  be  delivered  to  him  upon  the  presentation  to  the 
Council  of  a  certificate  signed  by  the  foreman  of  his 
company,  and  attested  by  the  secretary,  showing  that 
such  member  has  served  at  least  seven  consecutive  years, 
is  not  indebted  for  fines  and  dues,  and  has  no  charge 
pending  against  him. 

Sec.  25.  Any  person  who  has  been  expelled  from  any 
fire  company,  and  whose  expulsion  has  been  confirmed 
by  the  Council,  shall  not  be  allowed  to  join  any  other 
company,  unless  reinstated  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
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actual    members    of    the    compamy  from    wliicli    lie  was 
expelled,  also  the  confirmation  of  the  Council. 

A  member  of  anj  company,  upon  proper  application, 
and  with  the  consent  of  the  Council,  ma}^  be  transferred 
to  another  company,  upon  the  approval  of  his  company, 
as  expressed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present 
at  a  regular  meeting,  and  duly  elected  (as  provided  for 
the  election  of  new  meinbers)  in  the  company  to  which  he 
desires  to  be  transferred.  Said  transfer  shall  in  no  way 
affect  his  term  of  service  as  a  member  of  tliis  department. 

Sec.  26.  The  chief,  and  assistant  engineers  of  the  fire 
department,  shall  provide  themselves  within  ten  days 
after  their  election  and  confirmation  by  the  Coaneil,  and 
wear  if  the  same  can  be  readily  obtained  while  on  duty, 
at  a  fire  or  alarm  of  fire,  a  white  leather  fire  hat,  with 
gilt  front  on  said  hat,  with  a  device  representing  a  steam 
fire  engine,  with  the  words  chief,  first  assistant,  or  sec- 
ond assistant  engineer,  as  the  case  may  be,  with  tlie 
initials  of  said  ofiicer  across  the  bottom.  No  other  mem- 
ber of  the  fire  department,  or  person  allowed  to  do  fire 
duty,  shall  wear  a  white  leather  hat.  All  the  officers  and 
members  shall  provide  tliemselves  with,  and  wear  if  the 
same  canbe  readily  obtained,  black  leather  fire  hats  while 
on  duty,,  with  the  proper  fronts,  denoting  rank,  and  the 
companies  to  which  thev  belon^i,-. 

For  exempt  members  they  shall  be  black  leather  fire 
hats  with  their  company  fronts,  with  the  word  "exempt" 
on  top  of  said  front. 

Sec.  27.  No  fire  apparatus  of  any  kind,  shall  be  let 
out  for  hire,  or  loaned  in  any  case  without  permission  in 
writing  from  the  Council,  or  chief  engineer. 

Nothing  shall  be  housed  in  any  engine,  hook  and  lad- 
der or  hose  company's  house,  except  a  fire  apparatus  or 
])roperty  belonging  to  the  fire  department,  without  per- 
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missiou  from  the  Couucil,  provided  that  nothing  contiiined 
iu  this  or  preceeding  sections  sh;dl  be  construed  to  inter- 
fere with  the  use  of  said  rooms  for  election  purposes,  if 
the  Council  decide  to  have  them  used  on  such  occasions- 

Sec.  28.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  members  of  any 
engine,  hook  and  ladder,  hose,  or  other  company  belong- 
ing to  the  city,  otherwise  wdien  returning  from  a  fire,  or 
an  alarm  of  tire,  to  draw  any  machine  or  apparatus  to 
which  they  are  or  horses  may  be  attached,  faster  than  by 
w^alkiug  with  the  same;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty,  of -the 
foreman  or  the  assistant  foreman,  of  each  company  allud- 
ed to  above,  to  prevent  their  members  from  violating  this 
section  of  the  ordinance,  A_ny,  and  every  officer,  or  any  and 
every  member  of  the  fire  department  of  this  city,  or  any  and 
everj'  officer,  member,  or  person  connected  with  or  belong- 
ing to  any  other  fire  company,  found  violating  this  sec- 
tion of  this  ordinance,  or  detected  in  any  conduct  that 
may  likely  cause  a  breach  of  the  peace,  or  would  tend  to 
reflect  discredit  on  the  fire  department,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  to  the  city  the  sum  of  five  dollars  ($5.00)  for  each 
and  every  offence.  Any  engineer,  or  assistant  engineer, 
any  ftjreman,  or  assistant  foreman,  belonging  to  the  tire 
department  who  shall  not  report  such  violation  to  the 
Council,  be  it  in  his  own  or  any  other  company,  shall  be 
liable  to  be  removed  by  the  Council.  #  • 

Sec.  29.  When  the  chief  engineer  shall  report  to  the 
Mayor,  that  there  are  good  and  sufficient  grounds  of  sus- 
picion, that  any  fire  within  said  city  has  been  caused  by 
design,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  to  offer  such 
reward  as  he  may  deem  advisable,  not  exceeding  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00,)  for  the  discovery  and 
apprehension  of  the  incendiary,  to  be  paid  only  on  the 
conviction  of  the  person  or  persons  so  offending.

Providing  for  the  Appointment  and 
GoverniTient  of  an  Inspector  of  Seals, 
Weights,  and  Measures,  and  to  pre- 
seribe  his  duties  and  compensation, 
and  to  enforce  the  keeping  and  using 
of  weights  and  measures. 

Tlie  Mayor  a)id  Council  of  ike  Cilij  of  Batjoune,  do  orditiu 
an  follows : 

Sec.  1.  The  Council  shall  and  may  from  time  to  time 
elect  and  appoint,  subject  to  approval  by  the  Mayor,  an 
Inspector  of  scales,  weights  and  measures,  who  shall  exer- 
cise the  powers  and  attend  to  the  duties  of  said  office;  he 
shall  hold  the  office  for  one  year  after  the 
and  until  hissuccessor  shall  be  elected  and  has  qualified. 

Sec.  2.  Said  inspector  shall,  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office,  execute  a  bond  to  the  corporation, 
with  sureties  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office, 
and  for  the  safe  keeping  of  all  weights,  measures  and 
instruments  furnished  him  by  the  Council  for  the  use  of 
his  office,  or  other  property  belonging  to  the  corporation, 
and  for  the  due  return  thereof  on  the  ret^uisition  of  the 
Council. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  officer  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  to  inspect,  examine  and  seal,  once  in 
each  and  every  year,  between  the  first  day  in  July  and 
the  first  day  of  January  succeeding,  and  as  much  oftener 
as  the  Council  shall  consent  thereto,  all  weights,  measures. 
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scales,  beams,  patent  balances,  steelj'^ards  aud  other  iustru- 
nieuts  iu  the  City  of  Bayouue  used  iu  weighing  or  measur- 
ing any  article  or  articles  intended  to  be  purchased  or 
sold  iu  said  city. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  who  shall  in  weighing  or  measuring 
any  article  or  articles  for  purchase  and  sale  in  said  city 
after  the  first  day  of  November  next,  use  any  weight, 
measure,  scale,  beam,  patent  balance,  steelyard,  or  any 
other  instrument  not  sealed  and  marked  by  the  officer 
appointed  as  aforesaid  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of 
ten  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  refnse  to  exhibit  and  deliver, 
when  demanded  by  said  officer,  any  weights,  measures, 
scale  beams,  patent  balance,  steelyards  or  other  instru- 
ments used  for  weighing  and  measuring  to  the  afore- 
said inspector  for  the  purpose  of  being  inspected,  examin- 
ed and  sealed,  under  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  All  weights,  measures,  scale  beams,  steelyards, 
patent  balances  aud  other  instruments  for  weighing  aud 
measuring,  to  be  sealed  and  adjusted  by  said  inspector, 
shall  be  made  conformable  to  the  standard  of  this  State, 
and  shall  be  marked  l)y  him  with  the  initials  of  his  name, 
and  the  year  in  which  the  same  shall  be  sealed  and 
marked. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  officer  to  make  a 
regtster  of  Aveights,  measures,  scale  beams,  patent  bal- 
ances, steelyards,  and  other  instruments  used  for  weigh- 
ing or  measuring  inspected  by  him,  in  which  he  shall 
state  the  names  of  the  same,  and  whether  they  are  con- 
formable to  the  standard  f)f  the  State. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  said  officer,  once 
in  each  year,  to  deliver  a  copy  of  the  register  made  or 
kept   by  him  as   aforesaid   during   the  year  to   the    City 
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Clerk,  to  be  by  him  laid  before  the  Couueil,  aud  sliall 
also  report  forthwith  U)  the  proper  authorities  the  names 
of  all  persons  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  inspector  of 
scales,  weights  and  measures  to  demand  and  receive  from 
the  owners  thereof  the  following  fees  for  inspectiug^exami- 
ning  and  sealing  weights,  measures,  scale  beams,  steel- 
yards, patent  l>alances  and  other  instruments  used  for 
weighing  in  the  City  of  Bay onne,  viz:  for  inspecting  every 
weight  of  fourteen  pounds  and  upwards,  three  cents;  for 
inspecting  every  weight  of  a  smaller  denomination,  twn 
cents;  every  liquid  measure,  tAvo  cents;  for  every  yard  of 
dry  measure  two  cents;  for  every  scale  beam,  patent  bal- 
ance, steelyard  or  other  instrument  used  for  weigliiug, 
three  cents;  for  sealing  and  marking  every  scale  beam, 
patent  balance  steelyard  or  other  instrument  used  for 
weighing,  except  patent  balances  used  for  weighing  coal, 
hay  or  other  articles  of  like  bulk  or  weight,  twelve  cents; 
for  insjDecting,  selling  and  marking  every  patent  balance 
used  for  weighing  coal,  hay  or  other  articles  of  like  bulk, 
one  dollar;  for  sealing  and  marking  every  measure  of 
extension,  ten  cents  per  yard,  but  not  to  exceed  for  any 
one  measure  fifty  cents;  for  sealing  and  marking  every 
weight  not  over  seven  pounds,  three  cents;  for  sealing 
and  marking  every  weight  from  seven  to  fourteen  pounds 
inclusive,  eight  cents;  for  sealing  and  marking  every 
weight  from  fourteen  to  twent3--eight  pounds  inclusive 
fifteen  cents;  for  sealing  and  marking  every  weight  from 
twenty-eight  to  fifty-six  pounds,  inclusive,  twenty  cents; 
for  sealing  and  marking  every  liquid  or  dry  measure  under 
one  gallon,  three  cents;  for  gallon  and  over,  five  cents, 
for  sealing  and  marking  every  measure  of  a  half  bushel, 
twelve    cents;   for  every   measure  of  one   bushel,    twenty 
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cents;  for  every  measure  of  two  l)usliels,  thirty  ceuts;  for 
every  measure  of  three  bushels,  forty  cents.  Tjie  said 
inspector  and  sealer  shall  also  he  entitled  to  a  reason- 
able coupeusation  for  making  weights  and  measures  con- 
form to  the  standard  established  by  the  laws  of  tliis 
State. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  said  officer  to 
demand  the  aforesaid  charge  more  than  once  in  each  jeav, 
unless  su-ch  weights  and  measures,  or  instruments  used 
in  weighing,  shall  be  found  not  eomforiuable  to  the  stan- 
dai'd  of  weights  and  measures  of  this  State,  and  in  no 
case  shall  it  be  lav/ful  for  him  to  reseal  and  charge  for 
the  same  unless  they  si) all  be  found  incorrect. 

And  in  ease  such  inspector  shall  demand  more  than 
h'g;il  fees  for  any  service  under  this  ordinance,  or  shall 
demand  fees  oftener  than  he  is  by  Jaw  authorized  so  to 
do,  he  shall  incur  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  and  upon  con- 
viction shall  be  deprived  of  his  said  office. 

Sec.  11.  Auy  penalty  arising  under  this  ordinance  may 
be  recovered  before  the  Recorder  of  the  City  of  Bayonne 
in  the  manner  provided  by  the  Cit}'  Charter  and  ordi- 
nances, which  penalty  when  recovered,  shall  be  paid  into 
the  City  Treasury. 

Sec.  12.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  hereof  are  hererby  repealed.

Sec.  1.  That  permission  and  authority  are  liereby  given 
and  granted  unto  the  Bayonne  Electric  Company  of  the 
City  of  Bayonne,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to  place, 
construct  and  to  use  wires,  poles,  conduits  and  conductors 
for  electric  light,  heat  power  in  the-  City  of  Bayonne, 
and  over  and  under  the  streets,  avenues,  squares,  wharves 
and  piers  therein  or  adjacent  thereto,  according  to  plans 
which  shall  be  approved  by  the  City  Surveyor  of  said 
city,  for  the  time  being,  whose  fees  shall  be  paid  by  said 
company.  That  said  company  shall  forthwith  restore 
the  surface  of  all  streets  and  avenues,  disturbed  by  the 
erection  of  its  said  poles. 

Sec.  2.  That  as  compensation  for  the  privilege  hereby 
granted,  the  said  Bayonnne  Electric  Co.  shall  furnish, 
maintain  and  light  in  the  streets  or  avenues  occupied  by 
said  company,  free  of  charge,  lo  the  City  of  Bayonne,  for 
maintenance  or  ortherwise,  and  at  such  place  or  places  on 
the  line  of  their  conductors,  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
Mayor  and  Council,  one  lamp,  arc  or  incandescent,  as  the 
conductors    may  furnish   for    every  fifty  subscribers   for 
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private  li<ijlitiug,  and  tliey  shall  make  return  under  oath  of 
the  uund)erof  such  subscribers  whenever  required  l)y  the 
Mayor  and  Council,  and  this  privilepje  to  erect,  lay  and 
maintain  electrical  conductors  and  appurtenances  shall 
be  an  exclusive  one  for  a  term  of  ten  years  from  the  date  of

7'Ae  Mayor  at  id  Council  of  the  City  of  Bayonne  do  or- 
daih  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  The  council  may,  by  resolution,  passed  by  at 
least  a  majority  of  concurring  votes  and  approved  by  the 
Mayor,  or  by  such  action  as  becomes  necessary  in  cases 
of  non-approval  by  him  of  ordinances,  or  resolutions 
affecting  the  city,  license  any  male  inhabitant  or  inhabit- 
ants of  the  City  of  Bayonne  to  keep  an  inn  and  tavern, 
or  to  keep  a  restaurant  and  beer  saloon,  or  either,  where 
spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors  may  be  sold,  within 
said  city,  in  the  manner  and  upon  the  terms  provided  for 
by  this  ordinance.  The  yeas  and  nays  upon  the  passage 
of  such  resolutions  shall  in  all  cases  be  recorded  upon 
the  minutes. 

Sec.  2.  No  license  to  keep  an  inn  and  tavern,  restaurant 
and  beer  saloon,  or  either  shall  be  granted,  except  upon 
the  recommendation  in  writing  of  the  party  making  appli-

penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  every  neglect  so  to  do. 

Sec.  12.  No  person  or  persons  shall  on  the  Christian 
Sabbath  on  the  first  day  of  the  week,  commonly  called 
Sunday,  either  personally  or  by  his  agents,  attorneys  or 
servants,  sell,  furnish,  expose  for  sale,  or  cause  to  be  sold> 
furnished  or  exposed  for  sale,  any  ale,  cider,  lager  beer 
or  other  beer,  or  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors  of  any 
kind,  mixed  or  unmixed,  in  any  place  within  the  limits 
of  the  City  of  Bayonne,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty  dol- 
lars for  each  offence. 

Sec.  13.  No  person  or  persons  licensed  to  keep  an  inn 
and  tavern  as  aforesaid,  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of 
Bayonne,  shall  keep  open  such  inn  and  tavern  on  the 
Christian  Sabbath,  or  the  first  day  of  the  week  commonly 
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called  Sunday,  except  for  the  entertainment  for  travelers, 
and  shall  not  permit  on  the  aforesaid  any  number  of  per- 
sons therein  to  congregate  and  cause  disturbance  under 
the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Sec.  14.  No  person  or  persons  licensed  to  keep  a 
restaurant  and  beer  saloon  or  either  as  aforesaid,  within 
the  limits  of  the  City  of  Bayonne,  shall  keep  open  res- 
taurant or  saloon  on  the  Christian  Sabbath,  or  the  first 
day  of  the  week  commonly  called  Sunday,  under  the 
penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Sec.  15.  That  no  vinous,  spiritous  or  other  alcholic 
liquors,  and  no  ale,  strong  beer,  lager  beer,  porter,  or 
other  malt  liquors,  shall  be  sold  or  given  in  great  or 
small  quantities  to  any  boy  or  girl  under  the  age  of 
eighteen  years  by  any  person  or  persons,  their  servants 
or  agents  licensed  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence,  to  be 
collected  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  16.  No  person,  whether  proprietor  or  owner  of 
an  inn  and  tavern,  restaurant  and  beer  saloon  restaurant, 
or  beer  saloon,  or  clerk,  agent,  servant  or  representative 
of  the  proprietor  or  owner  thereof,  or  any  other  person 
shall  sell  or  expose  for  sale,  within  the  limits  of  the  City 
of  Bayonne  any  ale,  cider,  porter,  lager  beer,  or  other 
malt  liquor,  or  any  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquor,  or 
any  mixed  liquors  part  of  which  is  intoxicating,  (except 
licensed  druggists  and  their  clerks,  upon  the  prescription 
of  a  practising  physician)  in  less  quantity  than  one  gal- 
lon, no  part  of  which  shall  be  drunk  on  the  premises, 
unless  the  proprietor  or  owner  of  said  inn  and  tavern, 
restaurant  and  beer  saloon,  restaiirant,  or  beer  saloon 
or   any  other   person,  shall   at  the  time  of   such   sale    or 
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exposure  for  sale,  be  licensed  as  hereinbefore  provided,

To  authorize  the  Bayonne  City  Eleetrie 
Light  and  Power  Company  to  ereet 
poles  and  wires  in  the  streets,  avenues 
and  public  places  of  the  City  of 
Bayonne  for  the  purpose  of  conveying 
and  distributing  electricity  .for  light- 
ing, heating  and  power  purposes. 

The  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of  Bayonne  do  ordain 
as  foUoius  : 

Sec.  1.  That  permission  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Bay- 
onne City  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company  to  erect 
poles  and  string  wires  thereon  in  the  streets,  avenues  and 
public  places  of  the  City  of  Bayonne  for  the  purpose  of 
conveying  and  distributing  Electricity  for  lighting,  heat- 
ing and  power  purposes. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  poles  shall  be .  located,  placed  and 
erected  within  and  adjacent  to  the  curb  line  where  shown 
by  the  official  maps  of  the  City,  that  no  pole  shall  be 
placed  in  front  of  the  lands  of  any  owner  without  his 
consent;  that  said  poles  shall  be  reasonably  straigth  and 
be  painted  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Committee  on 
Water,  Streets  and  Drainage,  that  no  wires  shall  be 
strung  upon  said  poles  at  a  distance  less  than  seventeen 
feet  above  the  surface  of  the  street. 

Sec.  3.  That  said  compano  shall  provide  and  maintain 
at  least  eighty  (80)  arc  lights,  for  lighting  the  streets  of 
said  city  for  a  term  of  five  (5)  years  at  a  cost  of  thirty- 
seven  and  a  half  cents  per  night  for  each  of  said    lights, 
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which  lights  the  said  City  hereby  agrees  to  pay  for  at  the 
rate  aforesaid  for  said  term;  that  each  of  said  arc  lights 
shall  be  of  at  least  2000  candle  power.  Said  lights  shall  be 
placed  upon  Avenues  C  and  T>,  at  suitable  distances 
apart,  at  such  places  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  above 
mentioned  Committee,  and  upon  such  other  streets  along 
the  lines  hereafter  erected  by  said  Company  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  City,  provided  always  that  the  City 
reserve  the  right  to  order  from  time  to  time  such  additi- 
onal lights  as  they  may  deem  "wise  in  each  year  at  the 
rate  aforsaid. 

Sec.  4.  Said  Company  shall  furnish  to  the  City,  free 
of  charge,  a  system  of  fire  alarm  telegraph,  connecting 
the  two  fire  alarm  towers  with  all  the  engine  houses  in 
such  City  now  or  hereafter  to  be  construed  upon  what  is 
known  as  the  Gamewell  system,  in  such  a  manner  that 
in  each  of  said  Engine  Houses  the  alarm  shall  be  given 
by  registers  and  bells  operated  by  said  Fire  Alarm  Tele- 
graph; a  like  system  shall  be  placed  in  the  house  of  the 
Chief  of  the  Fire  Department;  said  Company  shall  also 
provide  fifteen  fire  boxes,  or  stations,  at  such  points  as 
may  be  designated  by  the  Committee  on  Police  and 
Fire  Departments  of  such  city  on  the  line  of  said  Com- 
pany's wires,  provided  that  said  Company  shall  construct 
their  line  in  such  a  manner  as  to  have  one  or  more  fire 
boxes,  or  stations,  upon  what  is  known  as  Constable 
Hook;  that  said  Company  shall  maintain  said  fire  alarm 
system  free  of  expense  to  the  City  for  the  term  of  one 
year;  such  telegraph  system  and  the  wires  connecting  the 
same  to  become  upon  construction  the  property  of  the 
City  of  Bayonue  free  from  all  control  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  City  shall  have  the  right  to  use  and 
occupy  for  its  Fire  Alarm  System  and  Police  Alarm  Sys- 
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tern  and  all  additions  thereto  without  charge,  such  cross 
arms  upon  such  poles  and  on  the  outside  of  such  arms 
as  in  the  judgment  of  the  City  may  required. 

Sec.  6.  That  such  Company  shall  have  the  right  to 
supply  electric  light,  heat  and  power  through  such  sys- 
tem to  all  persons,  Avithin  the  limits  of  said  City  desir- 
ing to  contract  therefor. 

Sec.  7.  That  said  Company  shall  be  responsible  for 
all  damage  done  to  person  and  property,  both  public 
and  private,  within  such  City  in  the  erection  and  main- 
tenances of  such  poles  and  wires  and  the  supplying  of 
electricity  thereby;  against  all  of  which  damage  said 
Company  shall  indemnify  and  hold  the  City  harmless. 

Sec.  8.  That  said  company  shall  pay  all  taxes  lawfully 
assessed  by  the  City  Authorities  upon  its  property  and 
franchises. 

Sec.  9.  That  this  ordinance  shall  not  be  binding  upon 
the  City  nor  shall  any  poles  or  wires  be  erected  under 
its  authority  until  said  Company  shall  signify  its  accept- 
ance of  the  terms  thereof,  in  writing,  under  its  seal  and 
filed  with  the  City  Clerk.  And  enter  into  a  bond  in  the 
sum  of  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  with  securites  to  be 
approved  by  the  Mayor  and  Council  for  the  faithful  per- 
formances of  the  condition  hereby  imposed.

To  provide  for  the  appointment  and 
government  of  an  Inspector  of  scales, 
weights  and  measures,  and  to  pre- 
scribe his  duties  and  compensation, 
and  to  enforce  the  keeping  and  using 
of  just  weights  and  measures. 

The  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of  Bayontie  do  ordai/i 
as  follows : 

Sec,  1.  The  Council  shall  and  may  from  time  to  time 
elect  and  appoint,  subject  to  approval  by  the  Mayor,  an 
Inspector  of  scales,  weights,  and  measures,  who  shall 
exercise  the  powers  and  attend  to  the  duties  of  said 
office;  he  shall  hold  the  office  for  one  year  after  the  first 
Monday  in  May  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected 
and  has  qualified. 

Sec.  2.  Said  Inspector  shall  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office  execute  a  bond  to  the  corporation, 
with  two  sureties  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  con- 
ditioned for  the  failhful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his 
office;  and  for  the  safe  keeping  of  all  weights,  measures 
instruments  furnished  him  by  the  Council  for  the  use  of 
his  office,  or  other  property  belonging  to  the  corporation 
and  for  the  due  return  thereof  on  the  requistion  of  the 
Council. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  officer,  and  he  is

instruments  not  sealed  and  marked  by  the  officer  ap- 
pointed, as  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of 
ten  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  refuse  to  exhibit  and  deliver, 
when  demanded  by  said  officer,  any  weights,  measures, 
scales,  beams,  patent  balances,  steel-yards,  or  other 
instruments  used  for  weighing  and  measuring  to  the  fore- 
said inspector  for  the  purpose  of  being  inspected  exa- 
mined and  sealed,  under  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  All  weights,  measures,  scales,  beams,  steel- 
yards, patent  balances,  and  other  instruments  for  weigh- 
ing and  measuring,  to  be  sealed  and  adjusted  by  said 
inspector,  shall  be  made  jconformable  to  the  standard  of 
this  State,  and  shall  be  marked  by  him  with  the  initials 
of  his  name  and  the  year  in  which  the  same  shall  be 
sealed  and  marked;  all  dry  measures  shall  be.  sealed  as 
aforesaid  by  a  brand  burnt  in  measures,  letters  of  which 
shall  not  be  less  than  one  half-inch. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  officer  to  make  a 
register  of  weights,  measures,  scales,  beams,  patent  bal- 
ances, steel-yards,  and  other  instruments  used  for  weigh- 
ing or  measuring,  inspected  by  him,  in  which  he  shall 
state  the  name  of  the  same,  and  whether  there  are  com- 
formable  to  the  standard  of  the  state.

It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  said  officer,  once 
m  each  year  to  deliver  a  copy  of  the  register  made  or 
kept  by  him  as  aforesaid  during  the  year,  to  the  City 
Clerk,  to  be  by  him  laid  before  the  Council,  and  shall 
also  report  forthwith  to  the  proper  authorities  the  name 
of  all  persons  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisicms  of 
this  ordinance.

Light  Company  to  lay  pipes  and  eon- 
duetops  in  the  streets,  avenues,  alleys, 
lanes,  highways  and  public  squares 
of  the  CityofBayonne,  for  the  purpose 
of  eondueting,  supplying  and  distrib- 
uting illuminating  gas  to  buildings, 
dwellings  and  public  streets  in  the 
City  of  Bayonne. 

The  31aijor  and  Gouncil  of  the  City  of  Bayonne  do  ordain 

as  follows  : 

Sec.  1.  That  consent  and  the  right  is  hereby  granted 
to  the  Hudson  Elver  Gas  Light  Company  to  lay  the 
necessary  pipes,  fittings,  conductors,  and  other  apparatus 
beneath  the  surface  of  the  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  high- 
^vay8,  lanes  and  public  squares  of  the  City  of  Bayonne, 
for  the  purpose  of  conducting,  supplying  and  distribut- 
ing illuminating  gas  to  buildings,  dwellings,  manufac- 
tories and  public  streets  and  places  in  the  Cityof  Bayonne; 
if  such  company  will  execute  and  deliver  the  agreement 
referred  to  in  Section  II,  [two]  hereof. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  company-  shall  execute  and  deliver 
to  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of  Bayonne,  its 
agreement  binding  said  company  to  the  following  condi- 
tions :

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by  the  Mayor  aud  Coiiucil  as  hereiuafter  provided,  and 
will  lay  at  least  five  miles  of  pipes  in  the  streets  of  said 
city,  and  have  its  gas  works  in  operation  and  sup[)ly  gas 
manufactured  by  it  to  all  consumers  on  the  lines  <^f  said 
pipes  desiring  such  supply,  within  one  year  frojn  the 
acceptance  of  said  bond. 

Second — That  said  company,  in  constructing  their 
works  and  laying  their  pipes,  shall  not  unnecessarily 
interfere  with,  disturb  or  injure  any  of  the  water  pipes, 
gas  pipes,  public  or  private  sewers,  now  laid  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  laid  in  any  of  the  streets,  avenues,  alleys, 
highways,  lanes  or,  squares  in  the  City  of  Bayonne,  aud 
that  said  company  shall  leave  all  streets,  avenues,  alleys, 
highways,  lanes  or  squares,  in  which  they  shall  lay  their 
pipes,  in  as  good  condition  and  paved  with  the  same 
material  as  before,  and  to  refill  and  repave  whenever 
any  trench  may  sink  below  the  proper  level,  because  of 
the  laying  of  their  pipes,  and  that  they  shall  keep  the 
same  in  repair  during  the  period  of  tAvo  years. 

Third — That  said  company  shall  not  open  the  necess- 
ary and  convenient  trenches  through  the  streets,  avenues, 
alleys,  highways,  lanes  or  squares,  in  excess  of  one  thous- 
and feet,  in  any  one  place  at  any  one  time,  nor  in  such 
manner  as  wholly  to  prevent  public  travel  upon  any  block 
in  said  city,  without  consent  in  writing  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Water,  Streets  and  Drainage  of  the  Board  of 
Councilmen  of  the  City  of  Bayonne,  and  the  Street  Com- 
missioner of  said  city. 

Fourth — That  the  said  company  shall  supply  gas  to 
the  City  of  Bayonne,  if  it  shall  so  elect,  for  street  light- 
ing, at  the  rate  of  fifteen  dollars  per  year  for  a  light  of 
twenty-two  candle  power,  using  the  same  size  burner  as 
now  in  use  for  streetlights  in  the  city,   and  to  be  burned 
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the  Kame  number  of  hours  as  now  burned  for  each  night 
in  the  vear.  Such  su|)]>ly  to  begin  whenever  the  works 
of  the  company  are  in  operation,  and  for  such  lamps, 
lights  and  places  as  the  Mayor  and  Council  may  direct 
and  contract  for  with  said  company.  That  said  company 
shall  supply  illuminating  gas  of  twenty-two  candle  power 
to  all  consumers  [other  than  the  city  for  street  lighting] 
at  a  price  not  to  exceed  ninety  cents  per  thousand  feet. 

Fifth — That  said  company,  its  agents,  grantees,  lessees 
or  assigns,  or  any  consolidated  management  of  said  com- 
pany, shall  at  all  times  hereafter  supply  illuminating 
gab  of  twenty-two  [22  |  candle  power  to  consumers  [other 
than  the  city  for  street  lighting],  at  a  price  not  in  excess 
of  ninety  [90]  cents  per  thousand  feet,  and  to  the  city 
for  street  lighting,  at  a  rate  not  in  excess  of  fifteen  [15] 
dollars  per  year  for  a  light  of  twenty-two  [22]  candle 
power,  using  the  same  size  burner  as  now  in  use  for 
street  lights  in  the  city,  and  to  be  burned  the  same 
nximber  of  hours  as  now  burned  for  each  night  in  the 
year.

On  the  first  Monday  in  January  in  each  and  every  year 
there  shall  be  an  election  held  by  the  various  fire  com- 
panies aforesaid  for  one  chief  engineer,  a  first  and  second 
assistant  engineer,  who  are  at  the  time  of  such  election 
members  of  different  fire  companies  of.  said  city.  Each 
company  shall  hold  said  election  in  their  respective 
houses  (or  regular  places  of  meeting)  polls  to  be  open 
two  hours  in  the  evening  of  said  Monday,  between  the 
hours  of  eight  (8)  and  ten  (10)  o'clock  P.  M. 

No  person  other  than  an  active  member  of  said  re- 
spective companies  shall  vote  at  said  election,  and  no  vote 
shall  be  received  unless  cast  by  a  member  in  person. 
All  votes  given  for  chief  or  assistant  engineers  shall  be 
by  ballots,  written  or  printed,  or  partly  written  and 
partly  printed,  containing  the  names  of  the  person  or 
persons  voted  for  and  designating  the  office  for  which 
they  are  candidates,  and  the  person  receiving  the  larg- 
est Jnumber  of  all  votes  so  cast  by  the  members  of  the 
various  companies  of  the  city,   shall  be  elected  to  their 
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respective   offices  subject  to   confirmation  by  the   Board 
of  Councilmen. 

When  the  time  for  hokliug  said  election  falls  on  a  legal 
holiday,  said  election  shall  be  held  on  the  following  Mon- 
day in  the  same  manner,  hours  and  places  as  hereinbe- 
fore provided. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspectors  of  Election  to 
cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  City  Clerk  undeV  oath  a 
certificate  of  the  result  of  such  election  in  their  respect- 
ive companies  on  or  before  the  day  for  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Councilmen  thereafter. 

No  such  certificate  or  return  shall  be  received  after 
such  date  unless  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  Council 
and  for  good  cause  shown. 

In  the  event  of  a  tie  vote  for  an  officer  at  the  election 
aforesaid,  the  Council  shall  appoint  one  of  the  candidates 
to  fill  the  office  until  the  next  election.

To    regulate    the    use    of    streets    by 
Bieyeles  and  Tpieyeles. 

Tlie  Mayor  and   ('on)icil  of  the  City  of  Bayonne  do  ordain 
r^s  foUoirs: 

Sec.  1.  That  the  use  of  bicycles  and  tricycles  in  and 
upon  the  streets,  avenues  and  public  places  in  the  City 
of  Bayonne  shall  be  upon  condition  that  the  rider  of  any 
such  vehicle  shall  keep  and  observe  the  following  restric- 
tions. 

First — A  light  shall  be  carried  on  each  vehicle  when 
ridden  between  the  hours  of  sunset  and  sunrise  in  such 
manner  as  to  be  plainly  seen  by  any  person  traveling 
towards  such  vehicles. 

Second^ — The  aforesaid  vehicles  may  be  ridden  on 
sidewalks  and  foot  paths  of  all  streets,  avenues  and  pub- 
lic places,  the  roadbed  of  which  said  streets,  avenues  or 
public  places  are  not  macadamized  or  paved,  but  such 
vehicles  shall  not  be  ridden  upon  the  sidewalk  or  foot 
path  of  any  street,  avenue  or  public  place  which  is  now 
macadamized  or  paved. 

Third — No  such  vehicles  aforesaid  shall  be  ridden  on 
any  sidewalk  or  foot  path  at  a  greater  speed  than  four 
miles  per  hour.  The  rider  of  any  such  vehicle  shall  in 
riding  on  such  sidewalk  or  foot  path  keep  his  feet  on 
the  pedals  of  such  vehicle;  "coasting"  being  hereby  pro- 
hibited. 

Fourth — In  passing  pedestrians  on  such  sidewalks  or 
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foot  paths,    such  vehicles    as    aforesaid,  when  mounted, 
shall  be  turned  completely  off  the  flagging  or  path. 

Fifth — In  riding,  strict  regard  shall  be  paid  to  the 
rights  of  others  to  the  public  highway,  and  caution  used 
in  approaching  horses,  either  standing  or  driven. 

Sec.  2.  That  any  person  that  shall  commit  or  omit 
any  of  the  acts,  the  commission  or  omission  of  which 
are  hereinbefore;  declared  necessary  to  be  done  or  for- 
bidden, or  who  shall  violate  any  provision  of  this  ordi- 
nance, he  or  she  so  offending  shall  for  such  offense  for- 
feit and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  to  be  collectf^d  in 
the  manner  provided  by  law.

All  horses,  cattle,  sheep,  swine,  dogs,  goats 
and  other  animals,  found  running  at  large  within  the 
city  limits  may  be  taken  by  any  person  or  persons  to 
any  one  of  the  public  pounds  of  said  city,  whereupon  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Poundkeeper  of  the  pound  to 
which  any  such  animal  or  animals  shall  be  so  taken  to 
receive  and  confine  the  same,  and  after  ascertaining  the 
name  of  the  person  or  persons  bringing  said  animal  or 
animals,  to  pay  to  the  said  person  or  persons  bringing 
said  animal  or  animals  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  each 
animal,  and  all  animals  so  impounded  shall  be  held  un- 
til they  shall  be  lawfully  sold  or  until  they  shall  be  re- 
deemed. 

That  Section  6  of  the  ordinance  to  which  this  ordi- 
nance is  an  amendment  be  amended  so  that  it  shall  read 
as  follows: 
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Sec.  6.  The  Poundkeeper  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
for  his  services  in  impounding  every  animal  the  siim  of

.To  define  the  duties  of  the  City  Surveyor- 
and  to  ppeseribe  his  eompensation, 
and  also  to  prescribe  the  fees  for  the 
services  of  the  City  Surveyor  to  be 
charged  against  public  improve- 
ments. 

The  JJayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of  Bayonne,  do  ordaiv 
as  follows  : 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Surveyor  to 
make  all  surveys,  maps  sketches,  drawings,  plans,  specifi- 
cations and  details  of  public  improvements  and  to  super- 
indent  all  public  improvements  and  make  necessary 
certificates  of  the  progress  of  the  work  from  time  to  time, 
and  all  other  work  requiring  the  services  of  a  surveyor 
or  engineer  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Councilmen  or  the 
several  boards  of  the  city  government,  including  the 
Commissioners  of  Assessments  and  Commissioners 
known  as  the  '-'Martin  Commissioners,"  and  he  shall  aid 
and  assist  the  said  Commissioners  of  Assessments  in  all 
other  respects  to  the  extent  required  by  such  Commis- 
sioners. He  shall  also  supply  at  his  own  cost  all  tools, 
materials,  implements  and  instruments. 

Sec.  2.  The  City  Surveyor  shall  receive  a  salary  of  six 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  payable  in  equal  monthly 
installments  on  the  first  day  of  each  month  in  lieu  of  all 
fees  and  Commissioners  heretofore  paid  to  him,  and  he 
shall  employ  and  pay  as  many  assistants,  not  exceeding 
three,   as  may  be  necessary   for  the  efficient  performan- 
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ces   of  the  duties   of  his  ofl&ce,   without  any   further  or 
additional  charge  or  compensation  whatever. 

Sec.  3.  That  there  shall  be  charged  against  public 
improvemouts  as  compensation  for  work  done  thereon  by 
the  City  Surveyor  the  following  prices : 

1.  For  a  prelimiminary  survey,  map  or  assessments 
for  opening  a  street  or  avenue,  five  cents  per  lineal  foot 
measuring  through  the  center  of  street  or  avenue. 

2.  For  final  map  and  assessment  list  for  opening  a 
street  or  avenue,  three  cents  •  per  lineal  foot,  measuring 
through  the  centre  of  street  or  avenue. 

3.  For  making  profile  map  for  establishing  a  new  grade 
or  altering  an  old  grade,  two  cents  per  lineal  foot  for 
each  line  of  levels  taken. 

4.  For  preliminary  survey  and  map  for  grading,  when 
done  alone  five  cents  per  lineal  foot,  measuring  through 
the  centre  of  the  street  or  avenue. 

5.  For  preliminary  map  and  survey  for  grading,  set- 
ting curb,  gutter,  flagging,  and  cross-walks,  seven  cents 
per  lineal  foot,  measuring  through  the  center  of  the 
street  or  avenue. 

6.  For  preliminary  survey  and  map  for  curb,  gutter, 
and  flagging  and  cross-walks,  or  either  of  them,  not  in 
connection  with  grading,  two  and  one-half  cents  per  lineal 
foot  along  the  line  of  the  curb. 

7.  For  preliminary  survey  and  map  for  opening  and 
macadamizing  a  street  or  avenue,  in  addition  to  any  and 
all  other  improvements,  five  cents  per  lineal  foot,  measur- 
ing through  the  center  of  the  street  or  avenue. 

8.  For  preliminary  survey   for  building  sewer,  seven 
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cents  per  lineal  foot  of  sewer  or  culvert  to  receiving 
basijis,  and  for  receivin<^  basins,  two  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  each. 

9.  For  preliminary  assessment  maps  for  sewer,  one 
cent  per  lineal  foot  of  map  front  assessed. 

10.  For  final  surveys  and  assessment  maps  for  any  of 
the  improvements  herein  named,  the  same  rates  to  be 
allowed  as  the  preliminary  map  to  the  said  improve- 
ments. 

11.  In  all  cases  where  the  preliminary  map  and  assess- 
ment are  dispensed  with,  there  shall  be  allowed  in  addi- 
tion to  the  rates  for  final  map  and  survey,  one-half  of  the 
rates  provided  for  preliminary  survey  and  map. 

12.  For  re-setting  stakes  for  a  contractor  or  any 
improvement,  there  shall  be  charged  three  cents  per 
lineal  foot  of  the  work  re-staked  provided,  however,  that 
no  work  for  such  re-setting  shall  amount  to  a  less  sum 
than  three  dollars,  the  same  to  be  deducted  from  any 
payment  due  the  contractor. 

13.  That  for  every  certificate  of  work  for  the  contratc- 
or  which  shall  be  made  by  the  City  Surveyor  the  con- 
tractor shall  pay  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  which  shall  be 
deducted  from  such  payment  to  be  made  to  the  contract- 
or for  the  work  certified  to  have  been  done. 

14.  All  such  fees  and  commissions  shall  be  collected 
in  the  same  manner  as  such  fees  and  commissions  have 
been  heretofore  collected. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  fees  and  commissions  provided  for 
by  section  three  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  paid  into 
the  city  treasury,  which  fees  and  commissions  shall 
constitute  a  fund  to  be    designated    "Surveyors'  Fund" 
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out  of   which   fund    the    said    sahiry    of    the    said  City
